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PREFACE. 


Muft acquaint the Reader with fome Reafons, that pre- 
vailed with me to fet forth another Voiume of our Church's 
Hiftory under Queen Evizasetu; and what Encouragement 
I had to take tt in Hand, and to proceed therein. And then 
to give fome brief Account of what I have done. 


In the former Vorume of thefe ANNALS was fhewn particularly, 
what Method was ufed, and what Steps were taken in that great 
and happy Enterprize of the Rerormation of this Church from 
the Popilh Errors tn Dottrine, and Superftitions in Worfhip s 
wherein it was deeply plunged in the Reign of Queen Mary, Queen 
Evizapetu’s immediate Predeceffor ; and Low from Year to Year 
that cood Work was carried on, and arrived to fome joyful Settle- 
ment by the Twelfth Year of the faid Glorious Queen's Government. 
But becaufe that Vorume reached no farther; and fo feemed to 
break of fomewhat abruptly in the Courfe of that Hiftory, and 
the Reader that had gone fo far in the reading of thefe godly 
Proceedings, would probably be willing to know more of the Progres 
thereof, aud bow it went on; I was moved to profecute the faid 
Purpofe: And that this diftinguilbing Favour of GOD to this 
Land might remain on eternal Record; and for Pofterity to 
know, bow the Divine Bleffing accompanied, from Year to Year, 
along that QOyeen’s Reign, that Noble Work of delivering Prince 
and People from the ufurped Tyranny of Rome; and advancing 
the true Knowledge, and free Profeffion of the Gofpel among 
us: And that, amidft all the Oppefiion, Pilots and FEndecavours 
both at Home and Abroad, from Time to Time, to overthrow 
it. Which ought to be bad in everlafting Remembrance by all — 
the Inhabitants of this happy [land of Great-Britain. 


I was alfo willing to comply with the Defires of divers 
Learned Men, as well of the Clergy, as others, fludious of 
cur Church's Hiffory; who having read the Entrance aud Be- 
ginning of this Rerormation tn the former Vorume, would 


gladly underftand farther of its Succefs, and of the Events of 
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it afterwards; and have thought it ‘pis fo ufeful an History 
feould make a final Stop fo foon, and go no farther. 


Aud indeed I was loth that all my Collections, which I have 
for many Years paft been making (for my own Satisfaction) and 
digefting from abundance of MSS. and Original Letters and Re- 
cords in the Nation; and difcowering thence fo defirable a Piece 
of our Eccleftaftical History, fhould be hft. L£fpecially alfo, 
being encourgged by the Efteem and Approbation of thefe my Pains, 
fo publickly gicen me (iu the Paorosars for the Printing this 
Votums) by all our Pious and Learned Archbifhops and Bifbops : 
As alfo by the good Opinion I have obtained from the Prelates, 
Dignified and Learned Men in the other Kingdom of Ireland. 
Which I cannot but acknowledge here, in Gratitude to them 
all. 


That which I have done in this Vorume is, following the 
Method cf the former, to fet down the carious Occurrences of 
the Church under each Year, as I have met with them. Where- 
in Obfervatious are made cf the Bifbops in each of their Dio- 
ceffes; and of their Dasiwefies, Cares and Diligence among their 
relpetiice Clergy, in the Difcharge of their Funttion; and of 


the Oppofition, Troubles and Difcourasements they met with: 


partly by the Inccnformity of fome of their Clergy to the Liturzy, 
and the Cuftom and Prattice enjoined; partly by the creeping 
in of Popifh Pricis and Jefuits, to draw away the Queens 
Subjetis from their Obedience, and for the reconciling them to Pa- 
pery; and partly, by Means of the Endeavour of many, to rend 
away the Revenues from their refpettive Bifbopricks. 


Here is related allo what was done in Parliaments, (chief- 
ly with Refpe&t to Religion) in Convocations, Ecclefiaftical Com- 
mi ffions, and Epifcopal Vifitations: and what occurred from 
the Endeavours of the Romanifts, and other difaffetled Par- 
ties and Fattious, to undermine the Church and its Conftitu- 
tion: And what Courfes were taken with them from Time to 
Time, for the Safety of the Queen, and preferving the Peace of 
her People. 


There will be found likewtfe fet down here divers other impor- 
tant Matters, well worthy Knowledge, concerning Secular, as well 
as Ficclefiaftical Affairs, in this ‘Funkture of 0, Evizapetus 
Reign : and her Concerns and Tranfattions in that bufy and dan- 
gerous Time, with foreign Princes and States ; as Spain, France, 
Germany, the Netherlands, Scotland ; efpecially, where Religion 
was concerned ; and being fuch Matters, as our Hiftorians have 
Jlipt over in Silence ; tendiug to the Praife of that Queen and ber 
Government, and of the wife Counfellors about ber. 
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There will be alfo met with, in the Current of this History, 
under each Year, Matters more private, Perfonal and Demeftick. 
Whereby many particular Things of Remark will be feen: and 
Notices of fome Perfons of Eminence, either for Learning or Qua- 
lity, or Office of Truft, are given. Whereby their Memories are re- 
vived, and that when by this Time they are almoft funk inta Obli- 
vion ; tho Men of Figure in their Lives-time. 


I have alfo taken the Liberty of relating fomething concerning 
Literature and ow Univerfities, and of Coutroverfies arifing in 
the Colleges, and among the Students there; with Characters of 
Some of the learned Heads and Members of the Colleges there. Meu- 
tion alfots made of Books, e!pecially of more Note, which came forth 
auder each Year. Aud y Accouits ave given of them and 
their Authors alfo. 


I have been wary in this Work, not to repeat any Thing, which 
hath been read befure in any other of my Writings publihed : Un- 
Jefs LI have done it fometimes to improve the History, or to add 
fome Enlarzements aud more particular Accounts of what bad 
been more briefly and imperfettly fpoken of elfewhere. And where 
there mey be in this Work any Omiffions or Defects obferceds 
or Matters more lightly touched ; they will be Jupplied to bims 
that will pleafe to confult the Lives and Atts of the Tw 
Archbifbops of Canterbury, Parxer and GRYNDAL ; Contemporary 
with the Times of this History. 


In this whole Undertaking I have ufed all Faithfulnels and 
Impartiality: and fet down Things according as I found them inthe 
Oxicinars, ewherber Letters, Records, Regifters, Papers of State, 
or other MSS. being the Imports of them, and often in the fame 
Words. So that the Reader may the readier depend upon the 
Trath of what I offer. And for the better Credit to be given 
to me, there is an Appendix fet at the End of the Bock: 
Wherein are entered great Numbers of ufeful Papers, and Au- 
thentick Writings ; fome taken from the King’s Paper-Office, of ers 
from the Cotton Library, more of them from the Benet College 
Library, iz fhort, many more from the beff MS. Libraries in the 
Kingdom: Exattly Teas and carefully exemplified by my own 
Pen from the OR1GINALS. 


Perhaps fome of the Readers of this Bcok may efteem fome 
Matters fet down there, as trivial, and of little Import. But 
I had other Thoughts of them, otherwife I fhould not haze fuf- 
fered any of them to have taken Place there.

And 
laftly, That they might have Affurance thereof in fome better Sort, 
than by former Experience they had: Which Petitions the Queen had 
herfelf confidered. And the Firft fhe efteemed a Thing moft meet 
for a King to grant, both readily and bountifully. The Second was, 
fhe faid, to a King moft profitable to embrace and accept. And the 
Third, a Thing in the Sight of God moft commendable and needful 
of all Chriftian Subjects. And the laft, a Matter of the moft Mo- 
ment to be regarded, for a full Perfection of all the reft. But this 
Peace and Accord between the King and his faid Subjects was finifhed 
before /Valfingham came. So that when he came, he congratulated 
the King on the faid good Accord; and offered on the Queen's Part 
all her Endeavours to F ether the good Continuance thereof.

Rend bereeee Ambaffadors there, in the midft of thefe Fears at Home. And a- 
Face. mong the Articles drawn up for the League between France. and 
England, Q. Elizabeth propounded one that was very ftrange at 
this Jundture, namely, in Favour of the King of Spain, to make 
Prvifion for his Safety.

He fhewed eur Ambaflador, that the Caufe in the Low Countries, 
roceeded only upon that the King of Spain fought to plant there, 
y Inquifition, the Foundation of a moft horrible Tyranny, the 
Overthrow of al Freedom and Liberty: A Thing which his Father 
Charles V. went about to have eftablifhed there. But feeing the 
fame fo much impugned by the Inhabitants of the faid Coun- 
tries; and that without Confent it could not be received, unlefs he 
would violently, by Tyranny, feek the Eftablifhment of the fame, 
contrary both to his Oath and their Privileges; he forbore to pro- 
ceed in that Behalf.

March her People had two extraordinary Concernments for her3_ 
whence they apprehended the Kingdom to be in great Danger. | 
. The one was for her Marrying. Which the wifeft of her Statef- rhe Queen's 
men faw to be the only Way for Safety, as Things then ftood. 1 Marve 
alledge the Judgment of fome of them. Walfngham, in December Wo of Sefery, 
Jaft, was in purfuit of fome Ways to eftablifh her Majefty’s State 5 
which was threatned, as he obferved, with two Lacks, viz. The 
Want of Friendfhip abroad, and our doubtful State at home. 
Whom the Earl of Leicefler feconded in their Correfpondence, by 
acknowledging, that it fel out too manifeft daily ; and that without 
fome Remedy, it would prove a Danger irrecoverable. But the 
Means, as he added, were eafily feen and perceived ; [meaning the 
Marriage with Monfieur, and Peace with France] and which he fup- 

ofed, not yet without Hope to be obtained. But now two or three 
Months were paft, and little or no Hope appeared therof. | 

For tho’ Sir Tho. Smith was lately difpatched to France, to renew 5 Thomas 

the Treaty about it; yet the Queen herfelf feemed to have little. Fenfion ofthe” 
or no Inclination that Way, as was wel perceived. Whereat Smith, Que-n's Back- 
in a Letter from Blois, thus writ : ‘ That al the World faw, thar ""@%*

But 
the good Hand of Ged-preferved al fafe and wel, tho’ this Marriage, 
fo much defired and depended upon, took not Place. For a good 
Underftanding with the French King, was thought then fufficient to 
ballance the mifchievous Purpofes of Spain: But the French King’s 
Heart being difpofed to a League with the Queen, that Way the 
Englifb Security was provided for : as fhal be fhewn in the following 
Year, when the League was made. | - 
Fhe other Terror upon the Nation now was the Queen’s falling 
fick. Inthe Month of December, her Subje@s took great Satisfaction, 
that norwithftanding their Danger in other Refpedts, fhe enjoyed 
perfect good Health. So Leicefter in his Corre{pondence writes to 
Walfingham: ‘That they had no News, but of her Majefty’s 
‘good State of Health : Which was fuch as he had not known to 
“to have been thefe many Years; ’ [as tho’ fhe were none of the 
healthfuleft Conftitutions.} And this he the rather informed the 
Ambaffador of, becaufe that in O@ober before, fhe was taken very 
ill, Of which Malady, thus did the L. Burghley write to the fant 
Ambaffador ; ‘ That a fudden Alarm was given him, by her Maje 
‘fty’s being fuddenly fick in her Stomach; but that fhe was. re- 
‘lieved by a Vomit. You muft think, faid he, ({peaking not only 


-©his own Senfe, but of al that loved the prefent State of the Na- 
~ €tion) Such a Matter- would drive me to the End of my Wits. 


© But God [as he comforted himfelf’] is the Stay of al that put their 


‘ Truft in him.’ But now in March, the Queen fel fick again. Yet 
in a few Days recovered, to the great Joy of al. Of this Sicknefs 
of the Queen, ({weetening it alfo with the News of her Reftoratiog 
to perfect Health) the fame Lord writ to the two Ambaffadors then 
in France. They both read the Letter in a mervailous Agony ; (as 
Smith exprefled their Concern in his Anfwer.)

About 
Srip of Nor- this Time, or therabout, Parkburff, the faid Bifhop of Norwich, had 
wich’sSermon. preached a Sermon,: (whether at his Cathedral, or at St. Edmund’s- 
Bury, or elfewhere in his Diocefs, is to me uncertain.) Wherin he 
endeavoured to fatisfy and bring over to Conformity to the Church 
eftablithed thofe of the Difcipline. But inftead of having that 
good Eff-&, many of that Party that heard him, were offended; and 
taking Exceptions at divers Paffages in that Sermon, digefted their 
Hifeverel Ar. OCCUPles and Objections under certain Heads and Articles, and. fent 
tiles. MSS.Job, them unto him by Way of Letter. One was, That he having quo- 
Elen, P ted a Paflage out of the Prophecy of Feremiah, (viz. What is the Chaf 
to the Wheat, faith the Lord, Jer. xxiii. 28.) perfuaded them to be con- 
tent with the Chaff, as long as they had the Wheat with it. ‘And 
that fecing they had the Wheat, they fhould not ftrive about .the 
Chaff. And that thofe that were not content therewith, were: wan- 
ton and ful, and had not the Spirit of God. That it was there- 
fore the Obligation of the People to fubmit peaceably to: them ; 
and added Examples of Paul, circumcifing Timothy, and of fhaving

Another Paflage they excepted againft was, That alledging feve- 
ral Places of Scripture for his Purpofe, to fhew, as it feems, the In- 
differency of the Things prefcribed, he had faid, he came.not to 
‘defend thofe Things; neither would hé deceive one Child of God 
for al the Good in the World. But théy took shold of this, and 
charged him with great Deceit, in alledging Scriptarcs: ahd Examples,

had been offended, becaufé in giving Orders‘he ufed to fay, Receive 
the ‘ Holy Ghoft,' whofe Sins ye forgive,': Oc. he-proved it. by the 
Words ufed in Baptifm, and by the Words which our. Saviouns {pake 

to his Difciples concerning ‘Abfolution : ‘That the Minifter might-fay 

in Baptifm, I baptize thee in the Name of the Father, Son and. Holy 
Ghoft. Therefore they [the Bifhops] ‘might fay in giving Orders, 
Receive the Hoy Ghoft : And perceiving a Man to be truly penitent 
for his Sins, the Minifter' itiay' certify him, that his. Iniquities:. are 
before the Face. of God’ in Jefus Chrift forgiven him. Therefore

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Again, he wifhed, that if he were the Caufe of this Rent in the 4NNO © 
Church, he might with Fonas be caft into the Sea. But they, in 1571. 
their Animadverfions, wifhed not fo, but wifhed that God would 
ftir him up from his Slacknefs in doing his Duty, as he did Fonas : 

And that he would move him and the reft of the Bifhops from their 
offenfive States, pompous Livings, and Lordly Titles. 

Again, they carped at that Paflage of the Bifhop; where from 
1Cor. iii. J am for Paul, and I am af Apollos, Oc. he made it appli- 

- eable to fuch who refufed to follow the Prefcriptions of the Church. 
They faid S. Paul there only blamed thofe that preferred one with 
the Difpraife of another ; they al teaching one fincere Truth, with- 
out any Pharifaical Mixture. And not fitly applied to them, who 
would not follow thofe that coupled their own Devices, and Anti- 
_ chriftian Remnants with the Gofpel of Chrift. Another Expref- 
fion excepted againf{t by them was, that thc Bifhop had faid, as Meat 
was for the Belly, and the Belly for Meats; yet God would deftroy 
both : Even fo (as he went on) the Back was for Apparel, and Ap- 
parel for the Back; but God would deftroy both. But they faid, 
_ Apparel was for Warmnefs, and not for Pride and Superfluity ; as 
Woollen upon Linnen, and Linnen upon Woollen, and Silk- upon 
Silk,e*c. The Bifhop had faid, that Meat commendeth us not to God. 
And that if we eat, we were not the worfe; norif weeat not, were we 
_ the better. And this the Bifhop alfo applied to Apparel. But they re-: 
plied, that Excefs or Pridein Apparel, or delight to wear ffrange Ap- 
ie as was the Habit of Antichrift, Men did wear the fame to the 

urt of their Brother, and fo offend the Weak, grieve the Strong, 
encourage the Obftinate, confirm the Hypocrite ,; and by defending 
the fame, makeglad the Heart of God’s Enemies, ec. And then far- 
ther, they added, Apparel fo ufed made a Man worfe. 7 

And wheras he had faid, What is white ? What is black ? What 
is {quare? What is round? They faid to this, That if he had but 2 
Spark of that Love that St. Paul had, he would have faid with him, 
he would never wear White, Black, Round, nor Square, as long as 
the World ftood, that he might not offend his Brother. He faid, 

Thefe were Trifles, and of fmal Importance. They afked him then, 
What fhould move him to maintain them fo ftoutly > Neither ought 
he, if they were of no more Moment, to have deprived fo many 
from their Livings, thruft them into Prifons, and ftopped the Mouths 
of fo many learned and godly Preachers, as he had done. And 
wheras, laftly, he had faid, that White, Black, Round, Square, 
were al but the good Creatures: of God, they faid, that thefe as 
they then wore theta, were not God’s Creatures, as he created thein, 
but as Antichrift had formed them. From thence. they. received 
both Fafhion and Form: and fo the Creatures of Antichrift. But f 
refer the Reader to the Appendix, for the whole intyre Anfwer, 
whether the Bifhop thought fit to make Reply to al this, I cannot No xy.

equeft of that Houfe, moft humbly to befeech 
her Highnefs not to conceive ill Opinion of that Houfe, if it fo 
happened that her Majefty fhould not like wel of thofe Bills, or of 
the Parties that preferred them. He reported further, that her Ma- 
jefty feemed utterly to diflike of the firft Bill, and of him that 
brought the fame into the Houfe. And that her exprefs W'l and 
Pleafure was, That no Preacher or Minifter fhould be impeached 
or indicted, or otherwife molefted, or troubled, ns the Preamble of 
the faid Bildid purport; yet adding thefe comfortable Words further, 
* That fhe, asthe Defender of the Faith, would aid and maintain al 
“good Proteftants, to the difcouraging of al Papifts. 

The next Seflions, after divers Prorogations, was on Wednefday 
the 8th of February, 1575. Begun 18. Flix. (that I may bring thefe 
Matters together.) When Peter Wentworth, Ef{q; one of the Burgeffes of 
Tregony in Cornwal, for irreverent and undutiful Words uttered by 
him in the Houfe concerning the Queen, was fequeftred, that the 
Houfe might proceed to Conference and Confideration of his Speech, 
The Speech is fet down by D’Ews, tranfcribed by him out of a Copy 
he had by him. Towards the Beginning wherof, he faith exprefly, 
that he was never of any Parliament before the laft, and the lat 
Seflions of it: Which muft be this of the 13th of the Queen’; 
wherin fhe checked thofe that brought in the Bills about the Rites 
and Ceremonies, ag was fhewn before. In his Speech he {pake of 
the Liberty of free Speech, that was fo many Ways infringed, and 
of the many Abufes offered to that Honourable Council, [reflecting 
upon what the Queen had done the laft Seflions, viz. this in 1§72] 
as it grieved him, he faid, of very Confcience and Love to his 
Prince and Country. And (to manifeft what he drove at in his 
Diffatisfation ‘about the Liberty of Speech, and that it was indeed 
the Meffage fhe fent by the Speaker, for no Bills of Religion to 

e pteferred or received inthe Houfe; unlefs they were firft confi- 
dered and approved by the Clergy) thus he fpake, ‘ That two 


(Things did great Hurt ih that Place; the one, a Rumour which 


‘ran about the Honfe; and this it was; Take Heed what you do; 
‘the Queen diketh not fuch 4 Matter: Whofoever preferreth it, fhe 
‘will be offended with him. And the othér, that fometime a Mef-

‘or inhibiting, @c. And he‘told Mf.'Speaker, that he would to 
‘God, both thefe were buried in Hel.'‘ He meant, as he explained

And: by what followed, ir évidently appeared, it was his Offence 


 taken‘at the Queen for ftopping the Bil for Rites and Ceremonies,

turgy and Orders of it’, and alfo fuch of the’ thirty-nine Articles, 
which they thought moft touched them.

“‘herfelf. and the State. That it was dangerous, always to follow 
* a Prince’s Mind. Manytimes it might fal out, that a Prince might 


.* favour a Caufe perilous to himfelf, and the whole State. 


Then after, to put al out of Doubt, that he referred to the Seffion 


in the Year 1572.- he makes mention of the Meffage that Mr. Spea- 
-ker brought that laft Seflions into the Houfe, viz. That they fhould 


not deal in any Matter of Religion, but firft to receive it from the 
Bifhops. On which he makes this fevere Reflection, ‘ Surely this 


S was a doleful Meffage. For it was as much as to fay, Sirs, ye fhal 
‘© not deal in God’s Caufes: No, ye fhal in no wife feek to advance 


‘his Glory: [This was Freedom of Speech indeed] I affure you, 
* Mr. Speaker, there were divers of this Houfe, that faid with grie- 


“ved Hearts, immediately upon the Meflage, that God of his Mer- 


‘cy could not profper the Seffion. Wel, God, even the great and 
‘mighty God, ac. was the laft Seffion fhut out of Doors, But 
“what fel out of it ? Forfooth, his great Indignation was therefore 
—- out upon this Houfe. For he put into the Queen’s Maje- 
® ity

’s Heart, to refufe good and wholefome Laws, for her own Pre- | 


¢fervation. Which caufed many faithful Hearts for Grief to burft 
© out with forrowful Tears; and moved al Papift Traitors, @c. who 
‘envy good Chriftian Princes, to laugh (in their Sleeves) al the 
© whole Parliament Houfe to Scorn. 

He proceeded in this Manner, ‘ So certain it was, that none was 
‘without Fault; no, not our Noble Queen. Sith then her Majefty 
‘had committed great Fault, yea, dangerous Faults to herfelf”’ That 
Fault was, that fhe would not yield to the Tryal, much lefs Execu- 
tion of Mary Queen of Scots, her Prifoner; which in this fame 
Seffion they were very bufy about. He went on freely and con- 
fidently charging the Queen of dealing unkindly, and abufing 
her Nobility and People ; and oppofing and bending herfelf againtt 
them in the laft Parliament. And by divers Queftions, making 


_ and reprefenting the Queen as not as good as her Word to them, 


and leaving them open to their Enemies. Then he afketh, ‘ Is this — 


“a juft Recompence im our Chriftian Queen, for our faithful Deal- 
“ings? The Heathen do requrre Good for Good : how much more 
“then is it to be expetted in a Chriftian Prince ? And wil not this 
* her Majefty’s Handling, think you, Mr. Speaker, make cold Deal- 
‘ing in any of her Majefty’s Subjects towards her again, @«. And 
‘prayed God to fend her Majefty a melting, yielding Heart unto 
“found Counfil : That Wil might not ftand for a Reafon.

“V™ Then he proceeded with much fhew of Bitternefs and Difaffedion 

to that Holy Order; to difparage them as Spiritual Men, that did 
no Good in the Church, but rather Harm. ‘I have heard, faid 
Reficéts on the © he, of old Parliament Men, that the Banifhment of the Pope, and 
jubtes. «*. © Popery, and the reforming of true Religion, had their Beginning 
Reformation. ‘from this Houfe, and not from the Bifhops. And I have heard, 
‘that few Laws for Religion, had their Foundation from them. 
‘And I do furely think, (before God I {peak ir) that the Bifhops 
“were the Caufe of that doleful Meflage: [which the Treafurer, 
‘Sir Francis Knowles, brought from the Queen.] And then gave 
his Reafon for his Conjeure, viz. Becaufe in the laft Parliament, 
when he and other Meinbers appointed, repaired to the Archbifhop 
of Canterbury, fome Words had pafled between him and the Arch- 
bifhop. Wherin the Archbifhop expeding that fuch Matter relating 
to Religion fhould be left to them, the Bifhops, to reform and re- 
gulate, he roundly replyed, ‘ That.that would be to make .them 
“Popes. And that for his Part, he would make them none, whoever 
Chap.viie © would; as it hath been related before. And he feared,as he:ad- 
© ded, left the Bifhops attributed that of the Pope’s Canon to them- 
‘felves, Papa non potef? errare. For otherwife they would reform 
‘ Things amifs.’ And fo with a great deal more Spight againft them, 
blamed them particularly for fpurning againft God’s People, that 
writ for reforming of Things amifs in the Church. | Al which fhew- 
ed him to be a zealous Follower of thofe Innovators, Cartwright. and 
others, who then were in the Midft of their writing The Admonition 
to the Parliament. And then he flings at the Queen’s Meflage again = 
Saying, ‘ That the Acceptance of fuch Meffages, and taking them 
‘in good Part, offended God highly, and was the Acceptation of 

‘the Breach of the Liberties of that Honourable Council. 
He is fequete- This Speech of Mr. Wentworth’s was fo illy taken of the Houfe, out 
ed for bis of the reverend Regard they had of her Majefty, that they ftopped 
mee him before he had finifhed his Speech. And firft they fequeftred him ; 
and after fundry Motions and Difputations had, 1t was agreed, that 
he fhould be committed to the Sergeant’s Ward, as Prifoner : and fo 
remaining, to be examined upon his Speech by al the Privy Coun- 
cil, being of the Houfe, and many others. The Report is fet down 
D'Ews Jeon, Of what was done with him; related by himfelf. For which I re- 

aa fer the Reader, to the Journal of this Parliament. 

Examined ye On Thurfday February the oth, Mr. Treafurer in the Name of al 
dee * the Committees, appointed for the Examination of Wentworth, de- 
"  clared, that they al met yefterday Afternoon in the Star-Chamber, 
according to their Commifhion: and there examined him touching 
the virulent and wicked Words (as they are called) the fame Day, 
pronounced by him in the Houfe touching the Queen’s Majefty : 
and made a Collection of the fame Words. And he could fay no- 
thing for his extenuating of his faid Fault and Offence: and took al 
the Burthen therof upon himfelf. . Then the.faid Mr.Treafurer mo- 
ved fora Punifhment and Imprifonment in the Tower, as the Houfe 
fhould think good. 'Wherupon, after fur ‘ v Speeches and Debates,

- One of the Particulars wherin Mr.Wentworth was fo fharp upon 


the Queen (as was hinted before) was her Favour to the Scottifh 
Queen, after ‘al the Endeavour of this Parliameng to fecure the 
Realm againft her. For.about Fune they had, indeed, with ful 
Confent, brought a Bil 10 ful Perfection, to make that Queen una- 
ble and unworthy of Succeflion to this Crown. But to this the 
Queen neither confented, neither rejected ; but thought fit to put it 
off. ‘Phis Difappointment al her Parliament took very heavily. 

And what juft Caufe the Parliament had to be jealous of the Scot- 
tifhb Queen, appeared by many Things that now came to Light. 

For to give fome fuller Relation of this Butinefs. The Apprehen- Zhe Queen of 
fion of the Nation from the Queen of Scots, was one of the great 7 er 
Matters that took up the Carcs of the Queen and Parliament this Year, Norjolk’s Ru- 
after the Bufinefg of the Duke'of Norfolk with her, had fo opened '* 
their Eyes. That Queen was the Caufe of bringing to his End that 


very worthy, ufeful, and ‘beloved Peer of this Realm. I thal not

Yet, tho’ fhe ftayed for fome, 
Time, fhe yielded to it at lafts And Fune 2. the Duke was executed, 
in Compliance with her Parliament, and the Neceflity of Affairs, to 
her great Grief. And when’ but a Day after, (the Execution being 
on Monday) Letters on Tuefday from her Ambaflador in Fraace, 
were brought to her by the Lord Burghley: and he telling her, that 
he thought his Purpofe in thofe Letters was only-to fhew her the 
Opinion of wife Men, and her Majefty’sWel-wifhers in France, both for 
the Queen of Scots, and the Duke of Norfolk: She bade him open the 
Letters. And fo he did in-her Prefence.. And in his reading them, 
obferving the Queen fothewhat fad, and difcompofed at the Duke’s 
Death, he took Occafion co cut-off the reading therof; and fo .en- 
tered into Speech concerning: the Queen of Scots. Which fhe did 
Vox.

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ANN Onot miflike ; and commended her faid Ambaffador’s Care and Dili-

gerice, in what he had writ concerning her. 

This fatal ftroke was of the more public import to England, fea- 
fonably to prevent greater Dangers to the Kingdom, in that, ‘ He 
‘was, (as a wife Manand wel known in the public Affairs of thofe 
‘ Times, wrote in his Memoirs) one of the greateft Subjeds in Eu- 

rope, not being a free Prince. For he tuled the Queen, and al that 


were moft familiar with her. He alfo ruled (faith he) the Coun-, 


cil, and ruled alfo the two Fa@ions in England, both Proteftant 
“and Papift, with the City of London, and whole Land. The 
‘Great Men, who were Papifts, were al his near Kinfmen: Whom 
‘he entertained with great Wifdom and Difcretion. And the Pro- 


© teftants had fuch Proof of his godly Life and Converfation, that

his Mind (thofe true Tokens of his Piety) would confirm and che- 


“they loved him intyrely. So that he was taken and fecured, when 
“he thought al England was at his Devotion. This Author tells 
us further of the Duke’s plain Language in Behalf of the Scotti(b 
Queen ; boafting and {peaking out, ‘ That he would ferve and ho- 
‘nour the Queen his Miftrefs, fo long as fhe lived. But after her 
* Deceafe, he would fet the Crown of England upon the Queen 
© of Scotland’s Head, as lawful Heir.’ And this he avowed to Se- 
cretary Cecil, bidding him to go and prattle that Language again to 
the Queen. The Secretary anfwered, that he would be no Tale- 
teller to the Queen of him, but would concur with him in any 
Courfe, and ferve him in any Honourable Thing wherin he would 
employ him. td 

Further, that he told Earl Murray, Regent of Scotland, that he 
was refolved to marry the Queen [of Scots.] And that he would 
never perinit her to come to Scotland: nor yet that he would ever re- 
bel againft the Queen of England, during her Time. Alfo, that he 
had a Daughter, who would be better for the King than any other, 
for many Reafons. 

Upon the Death of Men of Rank and Figure, we commonly are 
inquifitive into their Character. This Duke, among his other Qua- 
lifications, was himfelf endued with Religion; and had a Care for 
the Education of his Children therin. And as that Part of it which 
confifteth in Devotion and Prayer is proper to keep up a Senfe and 
Awe of God, fo he provided that they might be converfant therin. 
And for that Purpofe, in the Year 1569, he recommended to one or 
two of his Chaplains, namely Dering and Hanfby, to inftru@ them 
in this Duty of Prayer, and in order therunto, to draw up fome pro- 
per Forms for their Ufe. Which they did, fuiting them to divers 
Occafions, according to our various Needs and Wants, to be fupplied 
from Almighty God. And when they had finifhed this Book of 
Prayers, they prefented it to the Duke fairly written, al of Mr. De- 
ring’s own writing, with an Epiftle in Latin before it, figned with 
both their Hands. Wherin they obferve and commend his good 
Inclinations to Religion, and exhort and ftir him up with much 
good Advice to encreafe and make more and more Progrefs therin. 
And according to their Duty, being moft bound to him and his Me- 
rits, in the Service of his Religion, they befeeched the God of al 
Grace and Father of Mercy, that he who firft put thofe Counfils in 
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rifh the fame: and that from thofe holy Roots of Immortality, 4 NN @. 
might {pring up in Time ripe Fruits, which would grow unto etet+ 1572. 
nal Life. They put him in Mind of thofe mighty Benefits and —“w~- 
Bleffings God had adorned him with: in what Place. he had fet 

him, with what great Grace, and in how great Benevolence God ‘had 

furnifhed his Mind : that he had al Things beftowed on him above his 

Age, above Cuftom, nay, above Mortality. And fo they went on, 
expatiating upon God’s Goodnefs to him: and therefore, what Re- 

turns of Gratitude he was to make'to him. And further, they ad- 

ded their Chriftian Counfil, that whenfoever God, or Prayer, or Pie- 

ty, Vertue. Religion, or Mortality came into his Mind, that they 

fhould not be curfory Thoughts, but that he fhould more accurate- 

ly and clofely apply them ; and not be drawn from :fuch Purpofes : 
and Meditations, until he found and knew: himfelf better. And fo 

at length to fhew himfelf, in Mind and: Wil moft thankful to God, 

the Author of his Salvation, that had fo exceedingly wel deferved 

of him. And then thefe good Thoughts’ of his would not be 

indeed fure Teftimonies of the Honours of this World,‘ that.are 

but the Mockeries of a fhort Day, but of his eternal Felicity ::to’ 

the great and wonderful Peace‘of his Mind here, and after his De- 

parture hence, woyld affure to him Immortality. Much more fuch 

pious Advice and Admonition did thefe his Chaplains, both Fellows 

(I think) of ‘Chrift's College -in Cambridge, give to this noble Duke =:

“and miferable Perfons, as did flee to it only for Defence of their 
‘Lives. And that as for their Return, fhe inftru@ed him to fay, 
‘ that the chiefeft of them had been fpoken unto; And they made 
‘ their Anfwer, That the fame Rage of their Enemies, which made 
| | a tS them 
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‘them firft to flee hither, did ftil continue the Caufe of their tarry- A N NO 
‘ing here. For as they did then kil with Fury, as it might appear, 1572. 
‘the greateft Number of thofe that were killed, without the Com- 
¢‘mandment or Avow of the King; fo it was moft like they would ~ 
“execute ftil their Malice, if the Perfons were there. Againft whom 

‘it was then, and yet was inflamed, notwithftanding any Letters 
© Declaratory, or other Prohibition by the King. As it was mani- 
© feft and notorious, that very many had been publicly, and were 
‘ almoft daily flain and murthered in France, that were of their Re- 

‘ligion, fith thefe contrary Edicts were publifhed, and cryed by 
‘Sound of Trumpet. 

. ©And that therefore, until they might fee, that the Quiet of the 
“Realm were better eftablifhed, the Fury of the People, and the 
‘bloody Murtherets appeafed , they would live here, and obey the 
‘King’s Ediés. That they thought themfelves unfure there, and 
‘had prayed the Queen of her Mercy to have Compaflion on their 
‘“Mifery. And if fo be the King would fuffer them to enjoy. their 
¢Revenues, whether they remained here, or went into any other 
‘Country, the Earl was inftruted to fay, that the fuppofed, they 
“would be as faithful Subjects. to him as any other in the Realm. 
*For others, fhe efpoufed:-none of them. And that if fhe could 
_ © perceive at any Time, that they were otherwife minded, or fhould 
‘attempt any Thing for the Difquietment of his Perfon or Realm, 
‘fhe would not fuffer them’ fo remain within her Realm. — 

‘The better Sort of the Queen’s Subjeds were very kind unto Pitied by the - 
thefe poor Proteftants: and glad to fee them retired unto more etal 
Safety in this Country. But another Sort (divers of the common grusched at by 
People and Rabble, too many of them) behaved themfelves other- 
wife towards thefe afflidted Strangers, Men and Women, who 
grudged at their coming hither, and would cal them by no other 
Denomination than French Dogs. This, a French Author fometime 
afterward took Notice of in Print; to the Difparagement of the 
Englifo Nation, and their Infenfiblenefs of the Mifery of others 
that fuffered for Righteoufnefs fake. But George Abbot, D. D. after- reftures upon 
wards Archbifhop of Canterbury, could not let..this Reflexion pafs, Jonab, by Dr. 
without taking Notice of it in one of his Morning Lectures, preach- Bare ess 
ed at Oxford , vindicating our Kingdom from a Charge that lay 
only upon fome of the meaner and worft Sort. Speaking thus 
upon this Occafion, ‘ How that it greived his Soul at the Unkind- 

‘nefs of our Nation, (thofe of the common Sort) that had, by 
©Occafion of the handling of their laft great Maflacre, noted it to 
‘ Pofterity, that by a moft inhofpitable Kind of Phrafe, our Englifh 
‘ufed toterm them no betterthan French Dogs, that fled hither for 
* Religion, and their Confcience fake. To which the Preacher joyn- 
*“éd alfo the many Confpiracies, which by fome of the meaner 
‘People in one City of this Land [i.e London.| had been often- 
‘times intended againft Outlandifh Folks [in Rifings and Infur- 

“rections againft them.] But thofe, faid he, that were wife and 
“godly, ufed thofe Aliens as Brethren ; confidering their Diftreffes, 

‘with a lively Fellow-feeling: holding it an unfpeakable Bleffed- 

“nefs, that this little Ifland of ours fhould not cnly be a Temple 
“to ferve God in, for ourfelves, but an Harbour for the Weather-

‘Vicifitude of God’s Chaftifements, their Cafe might be our Cafe. 
‘Which Day, he prayed, the Lord might long keep from us. 

It was near this Time, that another of our Authors could not 


refrain his Pen from reproaching thofe of this Nation (or at leaft 


many of them) for this inhofpitable Temper: which he called, The 
inveterate Fiercene{s and cankered Malice of the Englifb Nation againft 
Foreigners and Strangers. ‘ It is, faith he, worthy the Confidera- 
‘tion, to cal to Memory what great Tragedies have been ftirred 
‘in this Realm, by this our natural Inhofpitality and Difdain of 
‘Strangers, both in the Time of K. Fobn, Henry his Son, K. Ea- 
©‘ ward If. K. Henry VI. and in the Days of later Memory, @c. with- 
‘ing, that whatfoever Note of Infamy we have heretofore con- 


_ *tra&ed among foreign Writers, by this our Ferocity againft Aliens, 


‘that now af the laft, having the Light of the Gofpel before our 
‘Eyes, and the perfecuted Parts of the affli@ed Church as Guefts 
‘and Strangers in our Country, we fo behave ourfelves towards 
‘them, as we may both utterly rub out the old Blemifh: and from 
‘henceforth ftay the heavy Hand of juft Fupiter Hofpitalis. Which 
*‘ otherwife muft needs light upon fuch ftubborn and uncharitable 
© Churlifhnefs.

The Queen had prudently fixed upon this Earl for this honoura- 
ble Ambaflage ; 2 Perfon of great Honour, and of the Roman Catholic 
Religion, as one Jike tobe the more acceptable tothat Court. For 
notwithftanding the flight Character Leicefter gave of him, the Lord 
Burghley recommending him to ng in Order to his Rece 
tion of him, when he fhould come to Paris, told him, that he thould 
find him a Nobleman of great Gentlenefs and Thankfulnefs. And 
that he fhould fee good Reafon to fhew him al good Offices and Fa- 
vours. And adding, that in very Truth, [fuch was his Merits] 
that he loved him dearly. And this Paffage is remarkable of him 
that tho’ he were of the Romifb Religion, Fach was his Loyaley and 
Eove to the Queen, that being come to Paris, the Countefs of 
Northumberland, who was his Sifter, fent unto him a Meflenger, fig- 
nifying her Intent to vifit him. This he made Walfingbam privy 
to. And tho’ fhe were fo nearly related to him, yet in Refpe& of 
his dutiful Carriage towards her Majefty, he did loek upon her but 
asa'mere Stranger : and fo meant, he faid, to do, until fuch Time as 
her Peace was made. Nor would he fo much as vouchfafe to give 
Ear to any Meffenger or Meflage from her. And therefore willed 
the Meffenger to forbear to repairunto him. And’fodid Charles So- 
merfet, [his Brother, asI fuppofe] behave himfelf, in Regard of the 
Meffage brought to him, utterly refufing to {peak with the Bringer. 
This Walfingham fignified to the faid L. Burghley, | 

But now to fee a little the Iffue and Event of thefe cruel and un- 
juft Counfils of France : and what. Troubles it drew upon itfelf 
prefently ; according to Accounts of them written in private 
Letters of our own Statefmen. Many of the Proteffants, in the Midft 
of thefe Slaughters fled away, and got to Rochel, which they kept, 
and defended themfelves there: and held out, and raifed confidera- 
ble Forces at Languedoc: while the King was troubled to raife Men 
againft them. For at a Diet in Switzerland, they agreed to allow 
no Man to be fent as a Soldier to France , fearing to be ferved as they 
had ferved the Proteftants there. And the Germzns (whence alfo 
they ufed to have their Supply of Men forthe Wars) anfwered the 
Kings Meffengers pea he who were fent to raife Men theré: ac- 
cording to Walfingbam’s Intelligence fent hither. | 

The Rochellers took the Ifle of Ree in December: whereby they 
had the Haven free, and might receive fuch Succours as came unto 
them by Sea. Divers Englifb alfo came thither to give them their 
Afliftance. Infomuch, as in fanuary, Mauvefire let the Enghfh Am- 
bafladoy at Paris underftand, that the King was informed, there 
fhould be certain Ships (to the Number of fourteen) preparing to 
repair to Rochel. And that tho’ Frenchmen and Flemings bare the 
Name of them; yet they were not unfurnifhed of fume Englifb 


Mariners. And that therefore the King and Queen-Mother defired, ©

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In February Secretary Smith wrote to the Earl of Shrewfbury, that ANN 0 
the French King made great Preparations for the befieging of Rochel, 1572.

The French Court was much aggrieved, as wel in this, as in other Troubles begin 
Matters: that Things framed fo untowardly, and went backward (imac 
with them, as Walfingbam made his Obfervation : and the wifeft Sort pertends Get’ 
fticked not to fay, that the greateft Troubles were now but a Be- ®es* - 
ginning. And 1f it fhould prove true that was written out of Ger- | 
many, that the Marquefs of Brandenburgh was like to be chofen 
King of Poland, they might perhaps have juft caufe to repent their 
Jate Dealings. But however, added that fame Ambaffador, that it 
fel out fo, that we fhould fee that God would work fumewhat, 
whereby it might appear that the Blood of his Saints was dear to 
him. And then added, as it were prophetically, ‘ Perhaps we did

And fo did another, namely, Secretary Smith, (in Abhorrence of 4nd fe doth 

the Thoughts of this enormous A&) exprefs his Mind upon the sheep LD Mot 
Appearance.of a new Star, inhis Letter to Walfingham, dated De- 
cember-11. Writing, ‘ That he was fure. he had heard of, and did 
‘think he had feen the new Star Comet, but without Beard or 
‘Tayl. Which had appeared thefe three Weeks onthe Backfide 
‘of the Star of Caffopeia, and on the Edge of the Via Ladea, The 
*Bignefs wherof was between the Bignefs of ya and Venus; 
‘and kept there to his Appearance: he having no Inftrument to ob- 
‘ferve it; and becaufe of the cold Weather alfo was dark. Which alfo 
‘obferved the precife Orderof the Fixed Stars, fuch an one, he faid, he 
‘had never obferved [who yet was a great Aftronomer] nor read of, 
‘And prayed Walfingbam to let him know, what the wife Men of 
‘ Paris judged upon it. He knew, he faid, they would not think 
‘it the Admiral’s Soul; as the Romans did of the Comet, next ap- 
* pearing after the Murther of Fulius Cafar, that it was his Soul. 
; Bat it may be, added Smith, it may be Affrez, now peeping out 
‘afar off in the North, to fee what Revenge fhal be done upon fo 
© much innocent Blood fhed in France at a Marriage Banquet, and

Hopes, that the Blood of the Innocent fhould ‘nor be unreveiged. 
The Marfhal Tavannes, one of the greateft Perfecutors at the Maila- 
cre, dyedthe next Year, eaten up of: Lice. And. one Befme, who 
murthered the Admiral Coligni had the fame Year his Thigh thot 
off with a Cannon at this Siege: as Dr. Dale, Ambaffudor there at 
Paris, inthe Year 1573,.wrote to the Earl of Sufféxe © 2 = °° 
Many of the Englifh Nation, both Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
Antienty, and great Quality,. offered now at their own Charge to 
find an Army of.200c0 Foot, and. acco Horfc, for fix Months in 
Gafcoine. And fo earneft they were, that it was already known te 
themfelves, both where the Men were to be had; and the Money 
too. And they only defired a Permiflion from the Queen. And the 
Queen had much ado to detain them’ from adventuring them{elyes 
thither: fhewing herfelf much offended therewith; and that .with 
great Charge under Pain of her high Indignation. - This. the Lord 
Treafirer fignified to Walfrigham; and that this was told-the French 
Ambaffador. Who confefled he had Underftending: of the fame: 
and was conftrained to confefs, how. much his Mafter) was bound 
unto her Majefty. This alfo the faid L. Treafurer writ. to Walfne- 
ham, and told him withal, that he might notify.it to the King, and 
amplify it; for that it was true, and meet to be uttered,’ .' ;  ’ 
Thus did thefe wicked Counfils and Courfes bégin;:to create; Work 
and Trouble enough for France. And one Part of. their Labour 
was {til to {mother the Villany with Lyes. Books: were fet.forth 
for that Purpofe. A leud Letter. was written by’ one-Canpenter, 
an Apoftate, in Defence of the late Doings; (which Walfingham 
fent to the L. Treafurer) written originally in Latin, and: then 
tranflated into French, Divers of them in Latin, were {pread . ftu- 
dioufly into Germany. But the Author’s Lewdnefs was fo wel known, 
as it would but little help their Caufe. They were alfo fent into 
Poland; Labour being now made for Monfieur, the King’s Brother, 
to be chofen King there. Forthe Bifhop of Valence had writ. that 
the late Accident would be one of the greateft Lets to that they were

SCOTLAND was now inCivil Wats ; the Queen of Scots Party 
on one Hand, and that of the Kirk (who had fet up her young

Wherin he was lefs difficult to grant 
their Defire, than before he was, fince they feemed, as he faw upon 
the late Accident, to defire moft perfe& Amity between the two 
Crowns of England and Scotland, in Refpedt of the common Caufe 
of Religion. | 
And the faid Ambaffador did fuppofe, that by their pafling by Islineblets « 
that Way, [viz. by England] and receiving good Entertainment at fae oa 
her Mayjefty’s Hand, they would rather do Good than Harm at Englang. 
Home ; that is by making them in their Country underftand what Wouinsham’ 
had paffed in France ; and the Danger that was like to follow 
without perfe& Union between the faid Crowns. Adding, that 
fome of the wifeft Sort that were there [in France] and that were 
before Enemies, and now become Friends, did wifh that her Majefty 
would feek to make Reconciliation between Earl Morton, and Lord 
Liddington: and that fhe, by fome Penfion, make both him and 


others affured to her. And that they thought, that by difburfing 


2, or 3000/. a Year, fhe might fave the difburfing of many thou- 
fands; befidesthe avoiding of many dangerous Practices, that were 
like to grow that Way: viz. from Scotland, Walfngbam backed al 
this with the Confideration of the Circumftances of the prefent Time: 
which rendred this Device reafonable. 

To which Advice, I find Secretary Smith, in the Month of OGober, smicn’s ppro- 
giving this Anfwer from Windfor, 1n Approbation therof, that the feren therof 
Scots were awakned by thofe Beacons in France , and that the Lords France terrified 
in Scotland drew nearer and nearer to accord. So that now it was ra- with shoe 
ther in Hope than in Difpair, [as it was before.] And that thefe 
Cruelties in France had helped not a little; and now continuing, 
would much more.

And laft- 
ly, he added, that fome of the late Commiflioners [about Scottifh Af- 
fairs with England] had given the reft in Scotland a good —— [Jogg ] 
to make them awake. 

What little Confidence the Queen might put in her late France tree. 
League with France, did before now appear in their under- eee 
hand Dealings in Scortifb Matters: Meffengers, that were Englifbmen, vith setters 
often came to Paris from Spain and Flanders, to tranfact Matters 
privately, to blow the Coals in Scotland againft the Queen of Eng- 
and. Standen (of whom before) in the Month of November, 
arrived at Paris in Poft out of Flanders; and ftayed there only five

dangerous Practice in Hand. And William Seers, another Englifhman, 
and Servant to the Earl of Weftmoreland, (that headed the Rebellion 
in the North) arrived there, at Paris, likewife, Novemd. 24. fent 
thither by the faid Earl. Immediately upon his Arrival, Viracque 
went with him to the Court. And he reported, that in the North 
Country and York, to the Borders, al the whole Country was at the 
Earl’s Devotion. So that a few Men employed there by the King, 
[the French King, to whom this Meflage was brought] might af- 
fure him, that her Majefty [Q. Elizabeth] fhould be kept fo occu- 
ied, as fhe fhould have no Leifure to fend any Supply to Rocbel. 
hich was fufpected by France. 

And the French alfo in the mean Time laboured to keep up Di-

Infomuch that the faid Walfingham afferted, that the 
French alfo had a fecret Underftanding with the Spanyard, in order 
to the deftroying of the Religion every where: Saying, furely there 
is a great Mifchief a brewing. And that he was affured, that with- 
in thefe eight Days, [x] [Meaning by that Cipher, probably, the 
French King] protefted, that he would never be quiet as long as the 
Exercife of Religion continued in any Place of Chriftendom. -He 
added, that he knew further particularly, that their King had faid, 
he would never forget Newhaven, until Revenge were made : $0 
that the faid Walfjngham profeffed, that he never knew fo deep a 
Diffembler as that King. And that he was fure, that the Murther 
of the Admiral fhould have been executed at Blois, [where the 
League of Peace and Amity was made, and the greateft Friendfhip 
pretended] but that they faw him too wel accompanied, [to be af- 
faffinated there.] Yet his further Intelligence was, That it was 
agreed, that both he and Spain, fhould, for avoiding of Sufpicion 
of the Legate’s Coming, entertain the (3) [Q, Elizabeth's Ambafla= 
dor, as that Cipher feems to import] with good Words: And that 
Spain fhould make fome Shew, to be glad to come to fome Accord.

“that ought to be among thofe that profefs one and the fame Re- 
‘ligion, was deftroyed. That in the mean Time they faid nothing 
‘ of the Contempt of good Learning, the Corruption of the more 
‘fincere Religion, the depraving of the Miniftry, the Encreafe of 
‘Sin, and the like, occafioned hereby. Al which they reckoned 
“a fufficient Juftification of their Writing. They added, that con- 
* cerning thefe Abufes, by them mentioned, al the foreign Churches 
‘of the purer Reformation, and the Writings of Men moft emi- 
‘nent for Learning, did unanimoufly acknowledge and own to be

But this 
feemed unto you impoflible. For they are not now to be had, faid 
you. Neither were they at the firft to be had; becaufe Mutabi- 
lity of Religion in King Henry’s Days, King Edward’s Days, Queen 
Mary’s Days, @c. caufed many towardly Wits to refrain the Mini- 
ftry, in the Beginning of this Queen's Reign; and to commit theie 
Studies to Phyfic, to Law, to teaching Schools, @&c. And therefore 
the Bifhops were at that Time enforced to admit into the Miniftry, 
ignorant and unlearned Perfons. ee | | | 
This, fo far as I remember, was the Effe& of your Words. For the 
Proof wherof it had been good for you, to have fhewed, out of 
the Writings of the Old and New Teftament, fome plain Teftimo- 
nies or Examples ; and not to have dealt fo carnally, as you did. 
for both it worketh a Sufpicion in the Minds of the Hearers’ con- 
cerning your grounded Knowledge in Divinity; and alfo declarech 
that you yourfelf are butcarnal. For the Things ‘uttered by i 
favoured not of God’s Spirit, but of the flefhly Reafon and worldly 
Policy , one of the greateft Enemies that true Religion evér had, or 
can have. He that dealeth m fuch'4 pubtic Plite, for the Stay of 
the Confcience of the Auditory, mutt leave. worldly Reafon and 
flefhly Policy, as very weak Grounds, nay rather, no Grounds at 
al, for Chriftians to ftay their Faith upon; and flee and ftick’ to 
the Holy Scriptures only. ne ue 
But you then faw, and the reft of your:‘Fellow-Bifhops fince tn- 
derftood, that if you fhould deal that Way, your Juggling would be 
efpied. And therefore fike crafty Mychers, and fubtil Foxes, you 
flee into the Dark, (For every one that doth evil bateth thé 1 
and are afraid, like Heathen and’ Ethnic Rhetoricians: to thé Bn 
that you might bring thofé’ good Men -out of Credit with ‘your 
Auditors, contrary to your own Confciences, to obje& unto them 
horrible and wicked Untruths. (As that they fhould go about to 
‘hinder the Courfe of the Gofpel, and to ‘gape ‘for your Livings) 
Following in this Point your moft familiar Do&or, Father Quinti- 
Jian, the Orator: who ‘commandeth ‘ary Adverfary to bring and

Are you fure, that that which you fpeak is 
true? I think, for the Safeguard of your Honefty (as for your.

and withal .confefs,: that this Place ferveth ‘no Whit for your 
Purpofe: ‘tho’you: ‘did bear the World in Hand, that it made 
mightily foryous 01:2. 

Now, if you wil hereafter deal:out of the Dodors, you were beft 
look that they ferve fitly for your Heart, leaft you utter them to 
our Shame, as you have done thefe. " You muft confider this much. 
That there refort to that Place (7..e. Panl’s. Crofs.] fuch as can try

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al Things, and prove the Spirits, whether they be of God, orno: And, 4 NNO 
tho’ they lack your Countenance and Eftimation, are able to deal 1572- 
with you, or the beft Bifhop in this Church, in any Point of Chri- “W~ 
ftian Religion. Who come not to fleep,asfome, or for a Shew with 
other fome, or to tangle you, (as you unjuftly report) but to hear 
your Doétrine, and to fearch the Scripture daily, whether Things be 
fo that you fpeak. . God give you Grace to walk before him with a 
fimple Heart, utterly renouncing al thefe Shifts and Shews, which 

ou ufe for the Maintenace of your Antichriftian Honour, and the 
Defence of the Tale of the Beaft. For you know that be that walk- 
eth uprightly, walketh boldly and furely: but he that perverteth his 
Ways thal beknown. And the Lord wil honour them that honour bim ; 
and they that defpife bim, foal be defpifed. 


Ili. For that you went about to prove thefe Antichriftian Titles, Memes andZ\- 
Archbifhop, Lord Bifhop, Honour, Grace, Metropolitan,‘ Primate, Tale 
Dean, Archdeacon, Official; Gc. in Minifters and Preachers of'the 
Gofpel, lawful, which indeed are altogether contrary to God’s 
Word. And Firft, your Titles of Dignity, as Lord’s Grace, Lord 
Biftop, Honour, ec. how repugnant they are to the Scripture, every 
one that is not willingly blind, feeth. And as for your joyning 
Civil Offices to your Ecclefiaftical Fundions, ‘how wicked that is, 
none that hath any Tafte or Feeling of Godlinefs, can, without 
Horror and Grief of Confcience, confidér. You know that oné 
Office requires a‘ whole Man: and hé that laboureth moft ‘faith- 
rep: | in one Fundtion, fhal never do his Duty in. fuch a {trait Sort 
as God requiteth at his Hands. And what an abfurd Thing js‘‘rhis 
too, to confound thofe too feveral Callings. which in all Common 
Wealths, either. of Gentiles or Fews, Cunilefs there hath beer 4 very 
sreat Diforder among them) have been fundred ; and to appropriate 
them both to pone Perfon, which have been f-verally allotted to 
two? You fee that Mofes was God’s Magiftrate, appointed to hear 
hard Matters among the People, and to give Sentence therin, “And 
Aaron was the Lord's Prieft, and laboured in that ‘Office. $0 ‘fofbue 
was the Lord’s Captain, to go in and out before the People.” And 
Eleazar executed the Charge and Funétion of a Prieft.’ But touch- 
ing this Matter, I wil refer you'for this Time'tp the Judgment of 
one of your own Coat: I mean Mr. Ailey, tate Bifhop of Exeter 
And this much be ile Pin at. this prefént, ‘concerning thofe 
proud Titles, and unlawful Offices. Se ee Oe 

Now becaufe you dealt with fome Spiritual Ones, to wit, Arch- 
bifhops and Merropolitans, 1 mean, with God’s Affiftance, to joyn 
with you about them. - But firft you muft give ‘the leave .to difélofe 
your Subtilty and Craftinefs, which did on fer Purpofé omit:t¢ treat 
of Primates, Deans, Archdeacons, Suffragans, Commiffaties; Officiats, 
Chancellors, ec. becaufe you ‘were able in Defence of then to fay ho- 
thing. For if you had been able concerning them to utter any thing 
to thé Purpofe, yea, tho’ it might have had burt only ‘a Shew of {ome 
Force, you. would not have concealed: it, no ‘tigre than you did 
that which you unfitly and weakly, God knows, ¢oncérning Arch; 
bifhops, and Metropolitans, then fooke:” F or what a‘ feeble Argu- 
ment is this, There were Archbifhops in the firft Nicene Council, 

es three 
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ANNO three hundred Years after Clrift, and perhaps before that Time. — 
1572. Therefore the Office is agreeable to God’s Word, and may wel be 
7 ufed. To fpeak my. Mind herein, I judge you wil prove this Ar- 
gument Ad Grecas Calendas , {0 weak, nay, fo reafonlefs a Reafon, 
was never heard come out of the Mouth of any, that had but the 
Countenance of Learnings. . |... a 
_ It is much like a Reafon that Harding maketh againft Bifhop Fewel, — 
for the Communion in one Kind.. JMelchisedec met Abrabam, co- 
ining from the Spoil, and offered him Bread and Wine. Therefore 
‘ we muft have the Sacrament delivered under one Kind. And this 
one Thing I would have you to note, that this Word Arch is not at- 
tributed, throughout the whole New Teftament, to any Officer, or 
Minifter of God’s Church Militant here in Earth. Indeed, S. Peter 
doth cal Chrift zpyiraimnr, the Coief Shepberd. By which he teach- 
eth us, that if any Man vindicate or claim the Hie Title to him- 
felf, or receive it, being by orher given unto him, he, as much as 
in him lyeth, fpoileth and robbeth Chrift Fefus of his Glory. Be- 
caufe, jf he doth not exalt himfelf thereby above God’s Son, yet 
he maketh himfelf equal with him ::inafmuch as he taketh to him 
that Name and Title, which by Right doth only belong to Chrift. | 
_ And as to Metropolitans, and their firft. Original, we have little 
to fay befides that which you yourfelves ae namely, that they 
were by Men devifed, for the pacifying of Schifms and Contraverfies 
in the Church. But here is a Queftion, Whether the Primitive 
Church ever appointed any fuch. Lam fure, you wil anfwer, No: 
Becaufe you are not able to fhew out of the Apoftles Writings, any 
fuch Order was taken among them.

Who gave. their Sentence according to Truth.: And fo Contentions 
ceafed. This was the Order then : and in Reformed Churches,. this _ 
as, at this Day, their-common,Praétice. And fo it fhould be among 
us: Unlefs you: wil blafphemoufly fay, you can prefcribe better 
Orders for the .ending of Schifms, and Quieting of Strifes, than 
did the Apoftles, to whom. i bea Ghoft,. was abundantly given. 
_ This then that hath been declared heang true, as it is the infalli- 
ble Truth of God’s. Word; and. therefore fhal prevail ,; what re- 
maineth, but that, if you wil be accounted Followers and Favour- 
ers of this Truth,. you renounce thefe Antichriftian Titles and Ho- 
nours, being fo direély contrary to God’s Word; and content your

dre. Bind not therefore twy Sins together, by enjoying ahd, de- 
fending alfo thefe unjuft, Matters. For the Wife Man telleth you,

The Portugal Ambaffador under Pretence of having Mafs faid pri- 
vately in his Family, by his Privilege as Ambaflador, had now a 
good while entertained feveral Mafs- mongers in his Houfe in Tower- 
ftreet. Which was now difcovered ; and a Warrant was fent forth, 
to attach thofe of the Queen’s Subjects that were prefent there a- 
gainft her Laws. The Bifhop of London, underftanding, that this 
Ambaffador had foftered thefe Perfons long Time in his Houfe, con- 
trary 
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trary to our Laws, he and the reft of the Commiffioners for Eccle- 
fiaftical Matters, required the Sheriff of London, Mr. Pipe, to goand 
apprehend fuch as he fhould find there committing Idolatry, as the 
Bifhop of London exprefs’d it in his Letter to the L. Treafurer s 
which Warrant the faid Sheriff executed the Firft of March: and 
many be faw there, ready to worfbip the Calf. He apprehended (the 
reft e{caping by the Ambaffador’s Means) four Students at the Law, 
moft of them Jrifh. Thefe the Bifhops committed to the Fleet, un- 
til the Lords further Pleafure were known. Francis Gerald, (for 
that was the Portugal Ambaflador’s Name) offered to thoot Daggs, 
(which we cal Piftols now-a-days) and to {mite with his Dagger, 
andto kil in his Rage. There was found the Altar prepared, the 
Chalice of their Bread-God, and a great many Englifb hid in the 
Houfe, that were minded to hear Mafs, The Bifhop gave Commifion 
to Norris the Meffenger toapprehend the Portugaland the Mafs-Prieft. 
But the Meffenger returned Anfwer, thatthe Portugal was at the Court, 
to complain. He cunningly told the Tale firft, and made himfelf 
Plaintiff. Sothat the Queen was fomewhat offended with thefe Pro- 
ceedings againft the Ambaflador. Upon which the Bifhop grieved, 
wrote thus to the L. Treafurer: * Truly, my Lord, fuch an Ex- 
“ample is not to be fuffered. God wilbe mighty angry with it. 
“too offenfive. If her Majefty fhould grant it, or tolerate it, fhe 
‘can never anfwertoGod for it. God’s Caufe muft be carefully 
* confidered of. God willeth, that his Minifters purge the Church of 
‘Idolatry and Superftition, To wink at it, is to be Partaker of it. He 
‘told the L. Treafurer, that he would do wel to fee that Idolater,and 


“ godlefs Manfeverely punifhed. Or if you wil, added he, fet‘iim over 
“to me, and give me Authority, I wil handle him fecundum virtutes. 


In another Letter upon the fame Occafion, he faid, ‘ That fuch Ide- 
‘ latry was not to be fuffered. That Strangers were to be born with 
*ufque ad aras. But Princes might not be pleafured with the difpleaf- 


‘ing of the Prince of Princes. That fuch Toleration would not 


‘be fuffered in Spain. ‘That this Ambaffador had Mafs faid in his

There is another more particular Account of fuch Englifh Gentle. 
men as came into Spain for Entertainment at Madrid, and their Gifts 
and Penfions, made by one Littleffon (perhaps a Spy in Spain) and 
given in to the Lord Treafurer Burghley this Year. The Paper is 


fuperferibed by the fame, To the Right Honourable, his fingular 
‘good Lord, the Lord High Treafurer of — And that it is 


authentic, it was thus endorfed by the faid ‘Treafurer’s own Hand, 
Littlefton’s Declaration,November 1574,0f certain EnglifhGentlemen that 
have Entertainment of the King of Spain: This Paper contains fome 
other Penfions befides thofe above-named. It deferves a Place in the 
Appendix. Where it appears, that the whole Sum ot the Penfions 
granted to the Queen’s Rebels in Flanders, by the King of Spain 
yearly, amounted to Two hundred thirty one Thoufand Ducats. 
And how bufy the Papifts now were, appeared by a particular 
Practice of theirs this Year: Which was to poifon the Queen's great 
and able Statefman, viz the Lord Treafurer : namely, to do it by 


_ a Letter to be fentto him. There was one in Jtaly that would doit 


for 6000 Crowns. One at Antwerp took it in Hand. And the fta- 
lian was tocome thither to teach him to do it: and was therefore to 
have a fuitable Reward, yet with fome Abatement of the former 
Sum. A private Letter to this Purport, came, by God’s good Pro- 
Vidence, into the Hand of an Englifh Merchant abroad, who difco- 
vered it fecretly to fome Perfon of Honour (perhaps Secretary Wal- 
Jingham) and fo it came to the Knowledge of that Lord. And like- 
wife a fecond Letter, thus endorfed by the Hand of the Lord 
Treafurer himfelf, Ult. Novembris 1574. A Copy of a Letter found 
in Bridges (Bruges in Flanders by one Allyn a Merchant, Lwritten 
to fome Honourable Perfon’] concerning a Practice to poifon the Lord

Burghley. The Letter follows: 


eV BER SS I wrote to your Hanour of a Prattice in Italy 
? againft my Lord Treafurer for 6000 Crowns; the Matter 
‘came in Queftion, when Sir B& [probably Sic Francis Englefield} 
“came to Bruffels. And the Conclufion was, That for 5000 Crowns 
‘one would have taken in Hand to have poifoned him with a Let- 
‘ter. Or elfe, if any would take upon him to put it in Execu- 
* tion, he would come to Antwerp, and teach it to him that would

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‘take it in Hand for 3e00 Crowns. And if the Party that fhould do 4 NNO - 


‘it would come into Italy, where he is, he would teach him for

Dr. Gardiner, Dean of Norwich, to the Bifhop there. Therein alfo tac. Epitt.

Briftow’s Mo About this Year, R. Brifow, of the Englify College at Doway, fet 
tivesfet forth. eth his Motives unto the Catholic Faith, to the Number of Fort 
eight. A Book of great Vogue with the Papifts’ Which ‘Dr. Faulk 
of Cambridge now an{wered, ina Treatife called, The Retentive. In 
the Year 1599, it was printed again at Antwerp..

Founder of it. A Company of thefe were difcovered in the Parifh 
of Balfbam in Cambridgefbire, the Bifhop of Ely’s Diocefe. In this 
Society. was one Robert Sharp, Parfon of Strethbal in Effex, and di- 
vers other Perfons of good Reputation. Thefe were taken up: but 
when they came to be examined before Dr. Perne, the Reétor of 
that Parifh, they were found to be noné of that Se&, but fufpected 
only: becaufe they ufed to meet together on certain Holidays after 
Supper. And there they read the Scriptures, and fung Pfalms, and 
conferred together upon Matters of Religion, and propounded Que- 
ftions, for the edifying themfelves in Godlinefs. And this thefe 
wel difpofed Perfons did, inftead of the common Cuftom on Holi- 
ays of Carding and Dicing, and {pending the.Time at ‘Alehoufes.

Yet I find two Anabaptifis were burnt in Smithfeld not long after, 
vite Fuly x2, namely Fobn Wielmacker, and Hendrick Ter Woort (who 
it feems had recanted before, if it were the fame) after that they 
had been fixteen Weeks in Prifon. The Privy Council would not 
{pare them; notwithftanding the earneft Interceflionof the Dutch 
Congregation, for divers weighty Reafons laid before them. But 
the chief Caufes of their Executions were, becaufe they would nor 
own them for Chriftian Magilftrates ; and had been banifhed a Year 
before. : . 
_. But the SeGaries of moft Account, and that created the State moft 
Trouble, were thofe that followed Tho. Cartwright, and others of 
that Sort, who condemning the Epifcopal Government of the 
Church, laboured the Overthrow of the Bifhops and their Reve- 
nues, and much of the Form of the Liturgy eftablifhed and ufed. 
Some Account hath been given elfewhere of his Writings in Behalf 
of the Admonition to the Parliament, and againft the learned Books of 
Dr, Whitgift, confuting that Admonition, and in Vindication of this 
Church.. The faid Carewright’s laft Book, wherin he had the laft

Into which College, at this 


Lord Burghley, High Chancellor of that Univerfity, had taken No- 
tice of. And fome of the College themfelves defired a Vifitation, 
for the Redrefs therof. But the Bifhop found he could not vifit at 


that Time, whatever Need there were of it, unlefs he had fome 


extraordinary Authority committed to him for that Purpofe. And 
fo firft, the Bifhop, by his Letters, acquainted the faid Chancellor,

that though he were their Vifitor by Statute, yet he had no Au-

The Reafon of thefe Difturbances, was a Malice conceived againft 
Dr. Goad, the Provoft of the College, in feveral of the Fellows, and 
efpecially Fletcher, Lakes, Fobnfon, and Dunning, appearing moft in it. 
The Accufations they drew up againft him, were of two Sorts, viz. 
Hindrance of Learning in the College,‘ and Hindrance of the Col- 
lege Revenues : as granting prejudicial Leafes ; making an ill Barigain

‘twice within the Quadrant, but kept within the Lodgings.) That 


their Statutes did forbid the Provoft to marry. Though the Sta- 
tutcs, ds the Provoft in his Anfwer fhewed, did not forbid the Pro- 
vofts Marriage. And that the Vifitor’s Statutes in the Beginning of 
the Queen’s Reign, and the Univerfity Statutes lately made, alk 
lowed Heads of Colleges to marry. And many more Articles, 
they faid, they had againft him, to the Number of Forty : though 
they could produce but Five and Twenty. To al which, the Pro- 
voft gave in his Anfwers. _ Ss 

Kor the Matter was now come before the Lord Burghley, the 


Univerfity Chancellor, and others, the Bifhop of Lincoln, ’tis like, 


being one. Who réceived their Book of Articles, and likewife his 
Anfwers to each. And as to the Articles of his being a Hindrance 
to good Learning in the College, he gave ina Paper ; wherin he 


_ fhewed particularly what he had done for the Furtherance of 


Learning, fince his coming. As, that he had erected a new Li- 
brary, furnifhed with Books, efpecially of Divinity, of old and 
new Writers; wheras the Library before his Time was utterly 
{poiled. For the Furtherance of Tongues, he had caufed an ordi- 
nary Greek Leure to be read ; and a Hebrew Le&ure, for Students 
in Divinity, to be read in the Chapel 5 and lately in his own Lodg- 
ing, privately, by one Baro, a Frenchman. For the Furtherance of 


the Study of Divinity, he had procured a Divinity Le€ure to be 


read 
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read publickly in the common Hall, by the faid Mr. Baro: who had 
aStipend of twenty Marks yearly gathered, without any Charge to 
to the College, being fupplied by Contribution from him, and the 
Company. That he himfelf ordinarily read a Divinity LeGure 
twice in the Week at Morning Prayer in the Chapel. Befides, he 
had catechized unto the whole Houfe in the Chapel, exhorted the 
whole Company to the reading of :the Scripture, gc. And wheras 
at his firft coming tobe Provoft, there were but four Minifters.in the 
Houfe, and but one Preacher, now there were halfa Score Minifters, 
and half a-Dozen of them Preachers, Befides, that he had:al ordi- 
nary Exercifes of Learning duly obferved, as wel for Lectures, as

Another Article againft him was, that he.dined notin the Hall | 


on Eafter Day. The Reafon: wherof was, as he anfwered, that he 
‘was to preach that Afterncon at St. Mary’s; by Defire of the Vice- 
chancellor 4 and fo ommitted being at Dinner.that Day. - 

One of thefe Fellows was Lakes, of a haughty Difpofition, who 
had been provoked by the Provoft, having reproved him for his 
Habit, unbecoming a Scholar. For he wore under his Gown, a cut 
‘Taffata Doublet of the Fafhion, with his Sleeves out, and a great 
Pair of Galligaftion Hofe. For this: difguifed Apparel, fo unmeet 
for a Scholar, the Provoft punifhed him a Week’s Commons. This 
had ever after ftuck in his Stomach, and he had fundry Expoftu-

lations afterwards with the Provoft about it : fuch was his ftour Na- 


‘ture and Impenitency to be reproved. 


“ After this Bufinefs had had a ful Hearing before their High 
Chancellor, the Provoft‘ was cleared, and the main Jnftruments in 
this Difturbance were: cenfured: fome of them were put into the 
‘Gatehoufe at Weftminftér, for falfly accufing ‘of their Provoft, and 


.atmade their Recantations and Submiffions to the Provoft. Rod. 


‘Fobnfon, a Drawer up .of the Articles made his Submiflion to the 
Provoft for writing thofe Articles of Accufation againft him, for 
carrying them up, and endeavouring to make Proof of them: 
Dunning and Lakes wete committed to the Prifon of the Gatehoufe, 
the L. Burghley finding. them the malicious Inventors of many Lies 
againft the Provoft. From thence the former writes Letters, dated 
fn May, to that Lord, wherin he. wondered at the Blindnefs of his 
own Mind, and fo great a Privation of his Wit, and Reafon; and 
calls this his Doing, Facinus boc fceleratum. .He confeffed, how he 
{the Lord Burghley] had’ warned him. not to proceed in this gasenes 
i nter- 
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ANNO Enterprize or to perfift in it: foretelling him, that if he did, ‘it 


1576. would have a bad Iffue, til ic had reduced him in the End, tothe | 


the utter Lofs of his Fortune, Liberty and good Name. The Oc- 
cafion of that Lord’s giving him that Advice was, that Dunning had 
refufed at firft to ftand to his Arbitration, and refufed his grave 
Counfil. But now he found al true; and did contefs, that he hated 
the Provoft, and for that Reafon had raifed moft falfe Accufations 
againft him, ahd that hehad employed himfelf, confcindere malediGis, 
in reproaching and reviling a Man worthy to be feen and heard by 
Princes: meaning, I fuppofe, for the excellent Eloquence of his Ser- 
mons at Court. 
The Occafion of — Stepben Lakes, who was alfo committed to the Gateboufe, thence 
area wrote Letters alfo to the Lord Burghley of Peccavi: confeffing, that 
Provojt. he was one of them that accufed their Provoft Gravifimorum Crimi- 
num gravioribus verhis, as of moft grievous Crimes, fo with more 
grievous Words. Then he unrips the whole Matter, namely, that 
'  énduring 4a great while, many Grievances (And what they were,

“In fhort, the Provoft and fome of the Fellows (and they perhaps 
fuch as ftcod not fo wel affected to Religion) had moft grievoufly 
fallen out and broken to Pieces. And the Matter being thus opened 
before their Judge, he punifhed the Ringleaders, fome by fhort 
Imprifonment, others by Reprimands, al by Recantations and Sub-

The ill State of HE College of Manchefter in Lancafbire, which maintaining 
ee feveral Preachers, Fellows there, had a great Influence 

through that whole Country, for propagating true Religion 
among the Inhabitants, many of them ignorant, and many po- 
pifhly affected. Nowel, Dean of S. Paul's, born in this County, 
was much concerned at the dangerous State of it at this Time; 
By reafon of the Revenue of it leafed out to Mr. Killegrew, Gen- 
tleman of her Majefty’s Privy Chamber, at a very {mal Rent, by a 
late Warden therof, a Papift. For the preventing of this great In- 
jury, not only to the College, but to the whole Country, the good 
Dean interpofed, and wrote a Letter to the great Patron of Reli- 
gion and Learning in thofe Days, to this Purport :

‘and Pedegrees of Noblemen and noble Houfes, not only within the 
‘Realm, but alfo in foreign Realms, than this noble Earl was. He 
‘excelled in defctibing and’blazoning of Arms, and in al Skil per- 
© taining thereto, @c.” Further, he made ita Part of true Nobility, 
to diftinguifh true’ from falfe Religion. ‘I received, faid the Bi- 
‘fhop, the‘ Preacher at- his Mouth, that there was nothing in the 
© World, that could. blemifh and abdfe that Heroical Nature of No- 
‘bility fo much asto have the Eyes of the Underftanding fo clofed 
‘ and fhut up, that a Man of Honour fhould not be able to difcern 
“between true Religion, and the hypocritical falfe Religion ; between 
‘the right worfhipping of God, and Idolatry; between the. Tradi- 
“tions of Men and God’s ‘Word ; but remain fubje& to Lyes and 
* Superftition, and to call bad good, and good bad. And that to be 
“ free. from this fervile State, was a neceflary Endowment of true

The State of But as forthe Bifhop of that See of Durham, Richard Barnes, being 
the Dioefe of advanced the next Year to that Church, upon the Death of Pilkington: 
Ht Ae He had been counfilled from Court, to make a careful In{pection into- 
Bijhop. his Diocefe, confifting of the Northern Parts of the Land, greatly in- 
fected with Ignorance and Superftition. After diligent and painful 
Travellin his Vifitation, he gave this Account, how he found Matters 

and Perfons affected, and what Service he had done there in a Letter 

dated February the 11th, to the Lord Treafurer, to this Tenor: ‘ That 

* though his Travel was but fimple, yct he praifed God, it had forted 

“ very good and profperous Succefs and Effect, ad miraculum ufq;in a 

* fhort fpace. And that fince his laft Letter he had fent throughout 

© Northumberland; and found fuch and fo humble Obedience, and fueh 

© Conformity unto all good Orders, even of the wildeft-of thofe People, 

© astruly and before God (as he added ) he thought better and more 

€ plaufible could not be found ( faltem ad oculum) in many more civil 

‘ Countries of this Land. Yea, truly, and he doubted not, but that 


‘ within this half Year, his good Lordfhip should fee a wonderful Alte- ” 


‘ rationthere. For prefently, albeit that there were thofe that were of 
“late Rebels, and moft diffolute Gentlemen, that were noted to talk 
‘ unfeemly, andto lye and raile, and deprave good Doings in private 
‘ Affemblies, yet openly they all profeffled an Obedience. And that 
© none within all Northumberland, he could not find one Perfon, that 
© wilfully refufed to come to the Church and Communicate, a few 
“Women excepted. For he had driven out of that Country, he faid, 
“the reconciling Pricfts and Maffers, whereof there was flore. And 
‘ that they were gon into Lancafbire and Yorkfhire. But that they 
‘ wererid of thera. And furely fuch and fo full Prefentments were daily 
“civen in of all Defaults, as, he thought, they Icit almoft no little 
© trifle untouched : Which did much confirm his Hopes of fpeedy good 
© Reformation of that Country. 

And then proceeding, to give account of them of the County Pala- 
tine of Durham, he fubjoynes ; ‘ Yet in the mean time, I affure your 
ham their  * good Lordfhip, thofe People are far more plyable to all good Order, 


Ciaratter. © than thefe ftubborn, churlifh People of the County of Durbam, and - 


‘ their Neighbours of Richmond/bire. Who fhew but as the Proverb is, 
‘ Fack of Napes Charity in their Hearts. The Cuftomes, the Lives of 
“this People, as their Country is, are truly Salvage; but truly fuch 
‘ haft to amend, (though it be for fome ) as is zelous. And yet, none 
© Extremity thewed to any, otherwife than by threatning. Which hath

Hence jt appears, what great Diforders were in the Church of Durham: ae peal . 
occafioned perhaps by the too much Remifsnefs of the former Bifhop. of Durham. 
The Habits enjoyned the Clergy, feem to have been neglected, and a 
deviating from the Orders appointed to be ufed in Divine Service. The : 
Bifhop endeavoured to redrefs all this; but how {mall Hopes he had of 
Succefs he fhewed by thefe his following Words: ‘ I have an external 
‘ Shew of fome dutiful Obedience, but their Dealings under hand are 
* nothing lefs. So that he feared, he fhould be enforced to weary his 
Honour and the Lords with the reforming of their Diforders: which

- © were more than he was as yet well able to undergo: Neverthelefs pro-

mifing, he would do all his Endeavour firft even to thutrermoft. 

And how it ftood with him in the Affection of the People for this Zhe Bijvo 
Service, and the Malice and Slander he underwent from many, take his Pearle fr ap 
own Words to the fame Lord: ‘ The Lord of his endlefs and infinite good Service. 
‘ Mercies, blefs her Highnefs. And as he hath ftirred up her Heart to 
“tender my faithful Travel in advancing Vertue and Religion, and in 


“ weeding out Vices, and banifhing Popery, Superftition, and the Re- 


-“mainants of Idolatry: Whereby the malicious of this Country are 


© mervailoufly exafperated again{t me: And whereas at home they dare 
* neither by Words nor Deeds deal undutifully againft me; yet abroad, 


© as he proceded in his relation of thefe his Ill-willers, they practifed to 


“ deface him by all Slanders, falfe Reports, and fhamelefs Lyes: though 
“the fame were never fo inartificial, or incredible, according to the 
© Northern Guife: Which is never to be afhamed, however impudently 
“ they bely anddeface him whom they hate, yea, though it be before the 
“ honorableft. A vile kind of People, as he faith, Pefimum hoc bomi- 
© num genus, ex alicua Invidialaudem fibi quarens. Yetthat her Majefty 
« had tendred and pitied his Cafe, and had required his good Lordfhip 
“ to defend his Innocency and Integrity from their Slaunders and Ca- 
* lumpnies ; as his good Lordfhip did advertife him to his greateft 


© Comfort. And thereupon he befeeched his good Lordfhip to ftand 


© his good Patron under her Highnefs : and as he fhould need he would 
‘ fly under his Wing. That the former Bruits and Slanders were va- 
“ nifhed: and a fhort time had fpeedily difplayed their fhamelefs and 
© impudent Untruths. Whereforethat he trufted, he need not to trouble 
‘ his Honour therewith, as now; but only moft humbly to befeech his 
‘ Lordfhip to ftand his good Lord, and not to credit any Slaunders before 
“they were tryed, and he anfwered the fame: and to advertife him 
‘ [the Bifhop ] what he heard. And if ever he returned untrue Anfwer, 
* let me, faid ne, be never credited again. | 
And as he had thus cleared himfelf of Slanders raifed upon him by fuch 
as were Popifhly inclined, fo he proceeded to vindicate himfelf ia a Mat- 
ter relating to Grindal Archbifhop of Canterbury, now lying under 
Sufpenfion and the Queen’s Difpleafure : who could not obey her Com- 
mand in putting down thofe Exercifes, called Propbefies ; holding them 
fo ufeful for promoting Learning and Knowledge in the Clergy, and true 
Religion among the People. For which Difobedience the Bifhop of 
Durbam had freely cenfured the Archbifhop. Concerning which, thus

His Pedigree This Bifhop was of the antient Family of the Barons of Bernes of 
anil a rfer- — Lancafbire. He was bred at Brazxen-Nofe College Oxon. Preferred firft 
ia at York, and was Chancellor there: And read Divinity publickly there 
for fome Years. Made Suffragan Bifhop of Nottingham, Anno 1567, 
Thence advanced to be Bifhop of Carlifle. And laftly, to this See of 
Durban. His Coat of Arms and of his Family, were confirmed to him 
by Robert Glover, Somerfet, His Patent ran as followeth.

fhe had taken up by Reports madeto her. Upon the Archbifhop’s Se- 
queftration on that account. by the Queen’s Command ; the aged and 
learned Bifhop of Ely was much troubled. And in Fune, the -next 
Month after the Declaration of her Difpleafure againft him, that Right 
Reverend Prelate fignified his Mind tothe Lord Treafurer: Shewing his 
Judgment, that indeed it had been better for the Archbifhop at that 
Juncture, to have complyed with the Queen; namely, for the Stop of 
thofe Exercifes for the prefent : And that in convenient Time, ‘good 
Rules about them being made and enjoyned for Regulation of them , 
they might be renewed again; well knowing, how very ufeful they 
were for the improving the Clergy in Knowledge, otherwife in thefe 
Times ignorant enough. To this Purport was the Letter of that good 
Bifhop to the faid Lord.. Which deferves to be preferved, for the let- 
ting in fome further Light into this Affair: writing in this pathetick 
Manner, : é ae :

own Fancies, wrought no good in the Minds of the Multitude; eafy 
to be carried away. And that norwithftanding fhe was, fince that, in- 
formed, that in fundry Parts of his Diocefe, namely, in Hertford/bire, 
thofe Exercifes, or, as they termed them, Prophefies, were yet conti- 
nucd; to the Offence of other, her orderly Subjects. And that there- 
fore, for divers good Refpects, fhe thought it requifite they fhould be 
forborn. Letting him know, that fhe, defiring to have God's People 
under her Government, guided in an Uniformity as neer as might be ; 
‘Charged and commanded him, as a Perfon, whom by his Funétion the 
looked fhould fatisfy her in this Behalf, within his Charge to have duti- 
ful Confideration hereof. And to take Order through the Diocefs, 
that no other Exercife fhould be fuffered publickly than Preaching, in 
fit Time nnd. Place, by Perfons learned, difcrete, conformable and 
found in Religion: And reading the Homilies, fet forth by Authority, 
and the Injunéfions appointed, and the Order of the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer. And to fignify to her, or her Council, the Names of

* by the Right Honourable the Earl of Leicefter, about four Years ago. 


‘ And this Defendant did fatisfy his Lordfhip’s Order, as his Lordfhip |

Protefiants, and maimed Profeffors. fing thefe Words, (according ta 
the way of Preaching in thofe Days ) ‘ How many poifoned Proteftants

this Tenor he wrote again to the Lord Treafurer: being the laft Letter 
I meet with from him. ‘ That he was given to underftand from his 
“ Honour by the Bearer, Mr. Gray, how it had pleafed his Lordthip to 
“ move her Majefty in his behalf. For the which, and a Number of 
other his Favours fhewed him, he rendred his moft humble Thanks : 
acknowledging himfelf obliged to him during his Life, @*c. That the 
Effect of her Majefties Pleafure ( which the faid Gray delivered him 
from his Lordfhip _.) was, that it was not her Highnefs Pleafure ever 
to employ him in her Services, or to grant him her Pardon ; but that 
he fhould be difmift the Realm. He protefted before God, and the 
World, nothing caufed him to yield himfelf unto her Majefties Mercy, 
but a juft Remorfe of Confcience for the Offences his ignorant Youth 
committed, anda dutiful Defire to repair the fame by all loyal-Obedi- 
ence, the Refidue of his Life. Which humble Submiffion if it fhould 
not ftand with her Majefties Pleafure to accept, he, as became an hum- 
ble Vafial, fhould be contented with whatfoever it fhould pleafe her 
Majefty and grave Council, to ordain concerning him. So it might 
pleafe her Highnefs Clemency to take a charitable Compaffion on his 
poor afflicted Soul, in delivering it from Defperation. For no Death 
could be fo bitter, that he had rather fuffer it, than to remain in this 
torment of Mind he was in ; to find his Soul in his Sovereigns Indig- 
nation, in no affurance of his Life : often threatned to be banifhed his 
Country, forfaken of all his Friends, a clofe Prifoner, an occafion to 
the Illdifpofed to blafpheme againft her Majefty, and Councils Mercy ; 
a laughing Stock to all thofe that are become my Enemies, for the 
great Defire I have always had to recover her Majefties Favour, and 
my Country again : and in Conclufion, void of all Comforts and Re- 
liefs. Thefe, ( as he concluded ) are the Griefs of Mind which con- 
tinually affaule me. Wherefore I moft humbly befeech your Honour, 
that for Pity fake it will pleafe you, to impart to her Majefty and the 
reft of her Council, this my wretched State ; and to procure of her 
‘ Majefty that there may be fome fpeedy Order taken for me. Wherein 
€ your Honour fhall do a Work of great Honour and Charity, as 
© knoweth the Almighty, who preferve your Honour, &c. From the 
© Tower, the 6thof May, 1577. | 
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And accordingly he went abroad ; and out of need perhaps put 
himfelf into the Service of Don Fobn of Auffria: but fo miferable and 
unfortunate he was, that upon fome Accufation, as though he and fome 
other Englifh were entred into a Plot to murther that Governor of 
Flanders ; was executed the next Year, tho he denied it to the laft: 
being taken in the Camp at Namur, with one Gray, (the fame I fuppofe, 
mentioned above, his Friend ) and that he was fet at Liberty for that 
Purpofe, and encouraged therein by Secretary Walfingham: Very im- 
probable, by what appears in his own Letters, and that little Counte- 
nance he had with the Queen : and her Refufal of his Service. 

What his Neceffities were, being abroad, and what Proteftations he 
made, and Methods he ufed for Favour, may be collected from a Letter 


vice of the Q. Or two, written by him in the Years 1574, and.1575. For this poor 


unhappy Rebel, weary of rambling up and down out of his native 
Country ; and become poor, was very defirous of coming home two 
or three Years ago; and was folliciting then the Lord Treafurer for

his Zeal for Religion.) Infifting very much. in thefe his' Letters upon

Thus in the Year 1574. he addreft himfelf to the aforefaid Lord from 
Antwerp: Fanuary 28. ‘ If Fortune would fo hallilye him, as to fend him

* Defire he had to be found grateful to his Honour for the great Favour 
* it had pleafed him to fhew him; although it were with the Hazzard of 
‘ his Life, yet furely he would attribute it to one of the greateft Felici-

“ Service fhould never be able to attain to the Merit of his Honours

Divers great Perfons of the Court took this Opportunity to repair 
to Buxton Wells for their Health, as Sir Thomas Smith, Secretary, Sir 
William Fitz Williams, Mr. Mannors, Lady Harrington ; and among 
the reft, the Lord Treafurer Burghley. I find him here, Augu/t the 7th, 
‘ When he began, as he faid, the Day before to be a Lawnder, having 
‘ ended his Drunkennefs the Day before,’ as he affected merrily to 
exprefs himfelf in the homely Language there, for the Mefhod then 
ufed, firft of drinking the Waters, and then Bathing. This Account of 
himfelf he gave in a Letter to the Earl of Suffex ; who was now, not- 
withftanding a Hurt in his Leg, following the Court, wifhing him, the 
faid Earl, long there, as a very ufeful Man to attend the Queen in her 
Progrefs : Who had withed himfelf at Buxton with the Treafurer. In 


an{wer to which With, ‘ the faid Treafurer wifhed the fame ( had he not — 


* been fo neceffarily attending the Queen) as he knew no Nobleman in 
© the Earth more to his Hearts Contentation. And this, he faid, he wrote 
© even with the beft Vein in his Heart. 
The Earl of Shrem/bury was likewife there for a Gouty Hand : and 
th drank and bathed diligently. But upon fome Warning from Court 
concerning an Attempt, either to refcue the Scotti‘s Queen, or fome 
other Danger relating to her, he was forced to leave the Place, and to 
be gone to his Charge. | 
The Lord Treafurer fet out from his Houfe, Theobalds, about Fuly, 
22. Thence to Burghley Houfe. Thence by Darby and Afbborn in the 
Peak, to Chatfworth, the Earl of Shrew/bury's Houle, to lodge there.

The Earl of Leiceffer was at Buxton alfo the Month before, viz. 
in June. And being in thole Parts, vifited the Earl of Shrew/bury at 
Coa t{worth, Where the Earl with his Lady, gave him a moft fplendid 
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and noble Reception ; and likewife made him fome extraordinary Prefent ; A N N O 
and when he was at Buxton, difcharged his Diet. This that Earl might 1577. 
the rather do, fince he knew what a Favourite Leiceffer was with the ~~. 
Queen, and what Service fuch an one might upon. occafion do him with 

her. When Leicefter returned, he acquainted the Queen with the great 

Refpect fhewn him at Chatfworth. Which was fo highly acceptable to 

her, that fhe thought fit to write him a gracious Letter of Thanks for 

the fame, And withal had in her mind the great Dependance fhe and 

’ the whole State of her Kingdom had upon his Vigilance over the Scotch 

Queen, in his keeping. The Letter is worthy the repeating : which was 

in thefe Words, ( with her own Name on the Top of the Letter, Viz.

‘ Our-very good Coufin: Being given to underftand from our Coufin 7% 2.,te ths 
of Leicefter, how honourably he was not only lately received by you at ai 
our Coufin, and the Countefs at Chatfworth, andhis Diet by you both 
difcharged at Buxtons, but alfo prefented with a very rare Prefent ; 

We fhould do him great wrong ( holding him in that Place of Favour 

we do ) in cafe we fhould not fet you underftand in how thankful 

fort we accept the fame at both your Hands, not as done unto him, 

but unto our own felf: Reputing him as another our felf. And there- 

fore you may aflure your felf, that we taking upon us the Debt, not 

as his, but our own, will take care accordingly to difcharge in fuch 
honourable Sort, as fo well deferving Creditors as ye are, fhall never 

have caufe to think ye have met with an unthankful Debtor. 

‘ In the Acknowledgement of new Debts we may not forget our old 

Debt, the fame being as great, as a Sovereign can owe to a Subject, 

when through your loyal and moft careful looking to the Charge com- 

mitted to you, both we and our Realm enjoy a peaceable Government ; 

the beft good Hap that to a Prince on Earth can befal. This good 

Hap then growing from you, ye might think your felf moft unhappy, | 

if you ferved fuch a Prince as fhould not be as ready gracioufly to 

confider of it, as thankfully to acknowledge the fame. Whereof you 

may make full Account to your Comfort, when Time {hall ferve. 
Given under our Signet, at our Manour of Greenwich, the 25th Day - 3 
of Fune, 1577. and in the 19th Year of our Reign. 
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I find the Lord Treafurer now following the Queen, fhe being in the 7% as 
Beginning of September at my Lord Admiral’s Houfe. Whence the faid /’sirewr 
Lord Treafurer wrote to the Earl of Shrew/bury, how that at his bury : Advice 
coming to the Court he found loud Alarnts by News,written from France fr Cow 
and the Low Countries, of the Queen of Scot’s Efcape, or itt likelihood 
ere long to be refcued. On which Occafion what his grave and good 
Advice was, hath been before fhewn. He continued his Thanks for all 
the Earl's: liberal Courtefies, when he was with him at Chatfworth : 

Praying his Lordfhip to affure himfelf of his poor but affured Friend- 
fhip, while he lived. 

The Earl for his Gencrofity and Hofpitality in his late Entertainments te Lntereft Le 
of the Earl of Leicefter, and Lord Burghley, and likewife for his Faith- 24!" 
fulnefs to the Queen in his moft important Charge, had great Favour 
at Court. And there being a Controverfy in thofe Parts among fome 
Gentlemen, and wherein himfelf was concerned, it was provided by : 

I the ef 
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ANNO thefe great Men, that none fhould be in the Commiffion of the Peace, 
1577. but whom he approved: as there was great reafon, in refpect of any 
we that might fecretly favour that Queen. There was a Controverly now 
between Sir Fohn Zourb, and Sir Thomas Stanbope,.and other Gentle- 
men in that Country. The Lord Burghley imparted to the Queen his 
Opinion, that the Fault would be in Zouch, if he were mifliked either of 
the Earl of Shrewsbury, or others : Telling her, ‘ That he took upon 
‘ him more than was meet, in oppofing himfelf againft his Lordfhip, 
* without any Caufe given him by the Earl.’ And upon this, as he told 
the Earl, he found in her Majefty a great Difpofition to have all Matters 
ended between them : and required the Lord Treafurer to advife the faid 
Sir ‘Fohn Zouch to reform himfelf herein. Which hefuppofed he would 
do. And whereas there was a Report of placing one Sacheveril in 
Commiffion ; indeed it was moved there at Court. But it was ftayed : 
as the Lord Treafurer added ; and faid further, that he hoped, that 
neither he, nor any other, that fhould not behave themfelves well to- 
wards his Lordfhip [ the Earl] fhould be putin Credit there. Nor was 
it meet, he faid, they fhould. He fubjoyned, that he found the Earl of 
Leiceffer, and Mr. Secretary, all earneftly inclined to maintain his Lord- 
fhip’s Credit in aN things that might concern him.

at Oxford) While he was at Buxton, he briefly acquainted him, ina Letter, dated 
Auguft the 4th, of a ftrange Mortality at Oxford: Where there fud- 
denly dyed Sir Robert Doyly, and an Unkle of his, Mr. Danvers of Ban- 
bury, Mr. Wainman, and the moft part of all the Free-holders then at 
the Affizes ; Fifty Scholars, and Twenty Townfmen, befides. Of this 
our Hiftories make mention more at large.

of Bavaria, Orc. hath undertaken this Expedition, to raife the Affairs of - 
Belgium grievoufly affii%ed. : - 2 ies 
It began, ‘ Nos FOHANNES CASIMIRUS, &c. We Fobn 
© Cafimire, by the Grace of God, Count Palatine of ‘the Rhine, &c. To 
© all and fingular, who fhall read this our Writing, of whatfoever Or- 
‘ der, Dignity or Condition they be, we offer:all our Offices, Endea- 
‘ vours and Refpects: and have thought fit to fignify thefe things to 
them :’ And then proceeding in his Declaration to this Tenor,. ° That: 
he thought it not very necefflary to unfold by many Words,. what had. 
compelled as well him, as his Affociates and Conforts to this Defence : 
not indeed undertaken with any defire of War, Ambition, or their 
own Advantage, but upon great, weighty and ‘neceflary Caufes, as 
well of Belgium, undefervedly oppreft, as of the facred German Em~ 
- pire, their common Country ; againft the violent, unjuft, deftrudtive. 
‘ and intolerable Attempts and Afizults of Don.Febn of Auftria, and of: 
‘ thofe he had drawn with him from divers, and thofe alfo ftrange

_ And further, fomewhat after he added; ‘ That he thought it not to 
* be paft over, that it appeared to have been the true Religion, which 
* he alfo profeffed, and which by the fingulat. Bleffing of God had takes 
* deep root in Belgium, which the. Spanyard, the Pope, .and others, by 
* chat tyrannical Spanifo Inquifition, by grievous Perfecution, and by 
‘ Fire and Sword, endeavoured to deftroy. Like as at that very time’ 
“ Don Fobn would endure no mension of Peate to be made, unlefs on 
< that Condition firft, that the Roman Catholick Religion only fhould 
¢ prevail and flourifh in that Land.” Thefe are fome Paflages gathered 
out of Cafimire’s noble Declaration. It deferves to be revived, becaufe 
I do not find it in any of our Hiftories, now extant, as I have the fir 
Print of it, dated June the 22.

He added, ‘ That he had todo with precife Folks there: as well with 
© fuch as had refufed to ferve in the Church, as the Laws of this Realm 
‘ have prefcribed ; as with fuch as have fet down erroneous Dod@trines, 
‘ binding us to obferve the ‘Fudicials of Mofes. That he had brought 
‘ the former to good Conformity : the other openly to refufe their Error: 
© That for the obftinate which refufed to come to Church, ( whereof 
‘the moft part were Women ) neither could he by Perfuafion, nor 
© CorreGtion, bring them to any Conformity. That they depended 
© upon Comberford, and the reft in the Caftle of Hull. And that if Or- 
© der were not taken with them, he feared great Inconvenience would 
‘ follow. That the meaner People there were idle : by reafon whereof 
‘ the Country was full of Beggars ; and the Laws provided in that be-

Then he went on to give fome Account of what he had obferved of phe sit & 

the Gentry of thofe Parts, and the Government there. ‘ That the ment in the 
© greater [ and more eminent ] Sort of the People in that Diocefe, he Nor 
‘ meant Men in Authority and of Ability, was indeed hardto know. 
‘ That they were of great Valure, [7. e. Eftate ] and of great Courage. 
‘ But he trufted [ as though he doubted it ] very good Subjects. That

the Archbifhop’s Ears. And therefore he thought it neceffary to fend up 
his Chancellor, as wellfas his Letter, to the Lord Treafurer, to be at

It was the Cuftom in this Queen's Reign, by her Gentlenefs and Fa- 
vour, to commit the Popifh Prelates, and fuch others in Orders that 
had been of Note, to the Houfes and Cuftody of the Bifhops. 
_ , Feckenham, late Abbot of St. Peters, Weflminfier, was retained witl 
. Cox, Bifhop of Ely : with whom he had been iow a Year or more : 
And the Bifhop courteoufly fuffered him to eat at his Table. ' The-Queent 
had fignified her Defire to that Bifhop, to ufe his Endeavour to bring 
the Abbot, being a Man of Learning and Temper, to acknowledge 
her Supremacy, and to come tothe Church.

Whereby was occafioned a great Decay and Defect in good Learning 

and Modefty. Infomuch that it was feared, that the Univerfity thar 

formerly fupplied the Realm with Men of Service, for their Learning 

and Piety, would now become only a Storehoufe of loofe, unlearned, 

and infufficient Perfons ; to the Damage, and not the Service of the 
Kingdom. This Evil was apprehended fo great, that the Lord Burgb- 

Jey, High Chancellor of the Univerfity, fet forth a Decree for the Refor- 

mation thereof. Which, fromthe Minutes of it, drawn up by himfelf, is 

worthy ( though fomewhat long ) to be tranfcribed and preferved :

This unfeemly and difguifed Apparel, and monftrous Difufe of it by *- 
the Students (as it was termed ) confifted in exceffive Ruffs in their 
Shirts, the Greatnefs of their Hofe ; and in wearing Swords and Rapi- 
ers. Thefe Extravagances were by this Decree to be prohibited by the 
Vicechancellor, and the Heads of the Colleges. Who were to meet and 
confer together about it, and to draw up particular Rules for directing 
the Habits to be worn of all Sorts and Degrees of Scholars: and Expul- 
fion to be executed upon any that fhould tranfgrefs. 

Concerning one of the Colleges in this Univerfity, namely, Peter- EL Sole 
Houfe, I may have leave to mention the Advantage it had by a careful, Zahn ae 
difcreet Mafter, viz. Dr. Andrew Perne, as well as an excelent Head Dr. Perne 
of that Univerfity. Among the Improvements he made in that College, “4

a Baking-Houfe: Which was for the principal Maintenance and Relief 
of the fame: This upon a particular Reafon he acquainted the High 
Chancellor with. And that without the Commodity thereof they were 
not able to maintain fo many Fellows as ‘they did, by two or threc.at the 
Jeaft. There were alfo more Buildings within that College the fame 
Year, but nothing at the Colleges Charge. And more Chambers were 
wanting for the neceflary Ufe of the Scholars and Students of the fame 
at that time ; but they were not of Ability to doit. This the faid 
Mafter intimated to that Lord on occafion of his recommending to him, 
the Mafter, one Egerton, B. A. of that College, to be admitted Fellow 
there. Of whofe towardlinefs in Learning, he and the Fellows had very 
good liking. ‘INotwithftanding fuch was the prefent State of the Col- 
lege, that he could not comply with his Lordthip’s Requeft: Since, as 
he faid, there were divers others of the fame Houfe of no lefs Learning, 
but of much lefs Ability to be mamtained at Learning. Of the. which 
fome had no other Relief, but fuch poor Benevolence as they had within 
the College. Yet notwithftanding the Number of Fellows and Scholars 
which were at that Day maintained in the College, and the Charges of 
the ordinary Commons, were fo great, that they could make no new 
Election of any new Fellow as yet ; except they fhould fuffer the Col- 
lege to run into greater Detriment, for the defraying of the Charge ot 
their Commons, than the College fhould be well able to fatisfy. In 
which as he judged, he was very well affured, that it was not his Ho- 
nour’s good Meaning: And then he proceeded to the mention of their

willing to do for the faid Egerton, when the College fhould be able to 
make any new Election, as he might lawfully and conveniently do, as 
any in Cambridge fhould be, for his Lordfhip’s fake: Unto whom under 
the Queen’s Majefty he took himfelf greatlieft bound, as he would, if 
he were of Hability, declare the fame accordingly. Thus faithfully did 
this worthy Mafter govern the Affairs of that College, for the goed and 
flourifhing Eftate thereof. And whofe Letter I have here fet down at the 
more Length, for the better retrieving and preferving the Character of 
him. © : 

And indeed fuch a Multitude of Mandamus’s and Letters from great 
Men were about this time procured from the Court for Fellowhhips, that 
it grew very burthenfome to the Univerfity ; and proved a great Uneafi- 
nefs to the young Students: Who hoped to be preterred by their Merits: 
Whereas now the ordinary Application was to Courtiers for their Letters 
to the Heads of the Colleges, for Mandamus’s from the Queen for a Pre- 
ferment. So that free Suftrages for Ele@tions were impeached; To the 
Difcouragement of Ingenuity, and the Countenancing of Boldnefs and 
Importunacy. Whereby it came to pafs, ( according to a Letter the 
Univerfity wrote totheir Chancellor on this Occafion ) that the Scho- 


lars did neither follow their Studies in hope of Preferment for their Di- . 


ligence and Proficiency ; nor much regarded their Superiors, as hoping 
for Favour from them: but chiefly from Courtiers. Befides, hereby 
the Univerfity Liberty was infringed, and their Tranquility difturbed, 
and the Scholars Minds were dejected, and Induftry languifhed. Thefe 
were the Effects of taking away from them their free Votes, of difpofing

The Preface of that Writer againft Calvin's Dodtrine began shia

Which Letter falling into the 
Hands of the Lord Treafurer's Secretary, Mich. Hickes,. E(g;. he took. an 
Epitome of it in writing. Which I tranfcribed from that Secretaries own 
Pen. And gladly retrieve thefe Remains, as a curious Piece of that ex- 
traordinary Man, inthe Appendix. It contains many brief, but bright 
Sentences, fhewing his mature Judgment, his Wifdom in Counfil, his 
Skill in Politicks, his Acquaintance with the Roman Hiftory, his Know- 
ledge of foreign States and Kingdoms, and Obfervations thence; his 
Apprehenfion of the great Danger from Papifts ; his Concern for the 
Proteftant Intereft abroad, ( of whom fhe was the only Protectrefs ) as 
well as the Religion at home: the little or no Advantage fhe was like to 
receive from France : her Perfonal Danget in-cafe-ot a Conclufion of 
this Marriage with Monfieur : and how dear fhe was to her own People. 
So that in fhert, this Letter abounding with fuch clofe Application of 
Arguments, feemed to have fwayed the Queen to decline this Motion.

the Queen's Service ) of the Lord Treafurer Burgh/ey, to travel abroad -

* and atender Nurfe of the Souls of God's Children, ( as I tranfcribe 
from a Book printed this Year in Confutation of this Family.) * And was ©ofutation. 
“ at that time the more frequented, becaufe it afforded many zealous and 
* godly Martyrs: Who continually with their Blood watered thofe 
© Seeds, which by the Preachers of the Word had been fown moft plen- . 
* tifully in the Hearts of Chriftians in the Days of good King Edward. 
‘ This Town for the earneft Profeffion of the Gofpel, became like unto Colchefter. 
< the City upon a Hill ; and as a Candle upon a Candleftick, gave Light 
_© to all thofe, who for the Comfort of their Confciences came to con- 
* fer these, from divers Places of the Realm. And repairing to common 
* Inns, had by Night their Chriftian Exercifes. Which in other Places 
“could not be gotten.’ For Proof whereof he refers the Reader to . 
that which was truly reported by Mr. Fox, in his Book of Ads and 51. 44, 7, A 
Monuments. That at the King’s-Head in Colchefter, and at other Inns p. 606. 
in the {aid Town, the afflicted Chriftians had fet Places appointed by 
themfelves to meet at. ‘ Where left Satan fhould be thought to be idle, 
‘ Oc. he ftirred up divers fchifmatical Spirits ; Which even in the great 
© Trouble of the Church, fought to be Teachers of that, whereof they 
“ had no Underftanding. And thereby turned the Knowledge of God's 
© Teftimonies, (which in many of them, though it was {mall, was 
“ fomewhat ) to vain and contentious Jangling. Whereby the dear 
* Saints of God were not a little difquieted. At fuch time efpectally 
“ as fome of them being condemned to Death, looked to tafte of the fame 
“ Cup, which had been in full meafure poured out upon their Brethren. 
© For not only in the private Affembles here did thefe {warm, to pervert 
“ the right Ways of the Lord, but alfo in divers Prifonsin London, they

And thefe Perfons were the more dangerous, becaufe they were fuch Infested with 
as had imbibed Principles of Pelagiani{m, Arianifm, and Anabaptifm : aaa 
and endeavoured to infufe the fame into thofe good Men and Women Anabaptifin. 
profefling and fuffering for the Gofpel : as will appear by and by, 
from their Dodtrines.

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ANNO Some of the chief among them were thefe two: fobn Kemp, and 
1579. Henry Hart. Which two were inforined againft in Queen Mary's Time 
~~ _ by one Thomas Tye, a Popith Prieft of Much Bently in Effex, near Col- 
ae » chefler. Thefe were thofe they called Free-will Men. For fo they 
Hart, Free- were termed of the Predeftinators; as the faid Tye informed the Bifhop 
wil Men’ of London, in whofe Diocefe they were. And there were thirteen Ar- 
"ticles drawn up, to be obferved among their Company, that adhered to 
them. Of this Henry Hart, Fobn Carelefs the Martyr faid, That he 
had fhamefully feduged, beguiled and deceived many a filly Soul by his 
foul Pelagian Opinions, both in the Days of King Edward and Queen 
Mary. There were certain Articles of Chriftian Religion, which Care- 
lefs had fentto Tymms, a Prifoner for the Gofpel inthe King’s- Bench : 
oo Adm, And thefe Hart undertook to confute. One Gybfon was a Companion 
isnt, Of this Hart: Who fought to pervert and turn from the true Do@rine 
Kemp. to Pelagianifm, Twelve godly Chriftians, that were Martyrs. Kemp 
was a great Traveller abroad in Kent, inftructing and confirmang the 
Golpellers : whom Tye informed to be of the fame Sect ; but flandered 
him, (coming off perhaps from them ) being vindicated by Mr. Fox ; 
relating his godly and Chriftian Doctrine. He was alive even in thefe 
Times of Queen Elizabeth ; and a Preacher in the [fle of Wight. OF 
egw this Company alfo was one Trew of Kent. Who albeit before, for the 
Truths fake, he loft his Ears for perfuading the People from going to 
Mals, yet afterwards happening in the Company of Pelagians, he be- 
came adeadly Enemy to Carelefs ; as appears by Carelefs's Examination, 
Which he with his own Hand penned in Prifon before he dyed ; to be 
{cen at large in the Book of Martyrs. . | 
Thefe Errors were now improved by occafion of the fame and other 
Doctrines, brought over from the very Town, where H. N. lived and 
taught them: although his Se& afterwards obtained here a more Lovely 
Name. | . 

Vitells comes Chriftopber Vitells, a Joyner by Trade, with his Complices, came out 
from Delph of Delph in Holland, to Colchefter, inthe Reign of Queen Mary: and 
oe joyned himfelf with the Profeffors of the Gofpel there ; And taught that 
Colchetter, the Godly have in themfelves Free-will to do good ; and could not 
away with Predeflination. Now concerning this Vitells, and the Do- 
ctrines he broached, the Confeffion of one Henry Crinel, that was then 
among the Profeflors there, and heard his Doétrines, but better in- 

{tructed, will give Account. His Confeffion was as followeth. 


The Confefion ° About the Third Year of Queen Mary, Anno 1555. at Michelmas, or 
of H. Crinely © noc much alter, I Henry Crinel of Willingham in the County of Effex,

Bedtellow : having likewife fled, being in danger for Religion. There 
we found at our coming thither, one Chriffopher Vitells, a Joyner: who 
* fo far as T could at that time learn, held many ftrange Opinions ; and 
* aito taught divers Points of Doétrine fcarce found, and fuch as feemed

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“to be before unheardof.. The which Joyner, ( as he then privilydif? 4 NN O 
© fembled, {0 fince he hath been noted openly for his cunning Wit, and 1579. 


_ © curious Fantafies ) being as it feems weary of his Occupation, left +~w™4 


© the Craft of Joyning, and took unto him a new Trade of Life. So 

“ that of afimple Scholar, he became a great and learned Schoolmafter 

© of the Doctrine of a Man who lived, as he faid, beyond the Seas, of 

a holy Life and upright Converfation. This Man he praifed very Viz. HN. 

“ mueh, and reported many wonderful things of his Angelic Behaviour. 

© Who afterwards I underftoad to be one Henry Nicolas, a Mercer of 

© Delph in Holland. “ | Pie, eeetuces 
© The {pecial Points af Heretical Doctrine, that the faid Foyner did ar : 

€ then and there teach [ and learned of the Man aforefaid ] were thefe. 

© Firft, That Children ought not to be baptized, until they come to 

“ Years of Difcretion. Secondly, He found faule with the Litany, in 

‘ the Book of Common-Prayer, {et forth in King Edward's Time ; alf- 

‘ firming, that it was not the right Service of God.. 1. Becaufe it 

* was faid, God the Son, Redeemer of the World. For, faith he, Chrift 

‘is not God. 2. Becaufe it is faid, Have Mercy upon us, miferable Sin- 

‘ners. For the godly Sin not, faith he. And therefore need they not 

“to ufe that Prayer. Thirdly, He affirmed alfo, that the Pope was 

© not Antichrift. But he which doth not that which Gods Law com- 

-mandeth, neither fulfillech the requiring thereof, he is Antichriff. And 

fo arethere many Aatichrifts. 

‘ Furthermore, at the fame time one Fobn Barry, Servant unto Mr: 
© Lawrence of Barneball in Effex, came to the fame Inn, to reafon 
‘with the Joyner about the Divinity of Chrift, which Vitells denied 
“to be God, And after they had entred Conference, alledged that 
© Place out of Philippians, Chap. ii. ver. 5.. Let the fame Mind be in 
© you, which was in Chrift Fefus: Who being inthe Form of God, thought — 
“it no Robbery to be equal with God. Yea, quoth Vitells, the fame 
€ Mind muft be in you which was in Chrift. And there he ftopt him.

© Which Words fo often he repeated, that he put Berry to filence, and

‘ blanked him. Sothat hehad not a Word to fay ; tothe great Offence - 
“ of divers: and efpecially of two Women Gofpellers, who came with 
© Barry, to hear him and Vitells confer about this Matter. And to fay 
‘ the Truth, Vitells babbling did fo aftonifh divers there, prefent and my 
‘ felf alfo, that I was fully minded to go to Oxford, to ask counfel of 
© Bifhop Ridley, and Mr. Latymer concerning that Matter; had I not 
‘ met with fome Men, to fatisfy my Confcience in the mean Seafon. 

© The which Joyner at that time wandring up and down the Counrry 
© and Towns, to vifit his Difciples, came to the Town of Willingham 
© where I dwell : and fent for me to come to fpeak with him at an Ale- 
‘ houfe. But I fent him word, I would not come at him, nor haveto 
‘do with him. This is very true: and fo I teftify with mine own 
* Hand : By me Henry Crinel of Willingham. 


This Vitells, the chief Patriarch and great Doctor of the Family of 
Love, afterwards recanted openly, and upon his Repentance which he 
fhewed, had been received into the Church. But the Family here de- 
Died it : though many then alive could aver it to be true. :

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ANNO § Henry Nicolas, the Father of this Sect of the Family of Love, wrote 
1579. afamous Book, ‘called Evangelium Regni, mentioned before. Wherein: 
wap were found thefe Errors, Blafphemies, and abfurd Doctrines and Affe- 
Hrines, found Werations. ‘ That the Day of the Lord (by him preached ) isthe Ap. 
in bis Book of © pearance of our Lord Jefus Chrift in the Returrection from the Dead, 
eRieia. Wherein the Law and the Prophets and all that is written of Chritt 
becometh fulfilled, Ef. 26. c. 1. Cor. 15.f- Luke 24.e. Further, he 
faith, he is the Angel of the Lord, or Meffenger betore him, for to. 
prepare his Way, Matth. 3. a. Matth. 11.5. And to publith an‘ever- 
lafting Evangelie, Matth. 24. Apoc. 14. unto all Generations, Lan- 
guages and Peoples, according to thefe Promifes. He faith, the Fa. 
mily is the Ref? of God from the Beginning, for the People of God ; 
and for all repentant Perfons: And is appeared in the laft Times, ac- 
cording to the Promifes. 

‘ He -permitteth to every Nation what Religion they will; fo they 
held with his Herefy of the Love. 

‘ He received this Meflage of his Evangelie from the Mouth of God 
himfelf. He maketh the Day of publifhing his Evangelie, to be the 
laft Coming of Chrift in Judgment, with Thoufands of Saints. The 
Day of the Love isthe laft coming of Chrift. That the Ceremonial 
Law is needful to be obferved. That our Baptifm is but an handful of 
Water. He denyed the outward Admiffion of Minifters. That the 
Family fhall be in all Perfection everlaftingly upon Earth : To the End, 
that God’s Will might be done in Earth, as it is done in Heaven. That 
the Romifb Church hath obediently grounded itfelf on the Services and 
Ceremonies ; which are the Prefiguration of true Chriftianity and her 
Services. Condemneth as many, as out of their Knowledge, which, 
they take out of the Scriptures, had brought in certain Services and 
Ceremonies in any other wife and order, than the Church of Rome ap- 
pointed [and they muft be the Proteflants ] as unorderly rejeCting an 
blafpheming the Catholick Church of Rome. That it is meer Lies 
and Untruth, which the Scripture-learned, through the Knowledge 
which they get out of the Scriptures, inftitute, preach and teach. 
In fhort, he faith, God raifed him up ( which lay altogether dead 
without Breath and Life ) from the Death, anointed him with his 
‘ godly Being, named himfelf with him ; godded him with himéfelf.’ 

Thefe and many more of his wild Sentences and Opinions were col- 
lected out of his Evangelie or Gofpel, by a reverend Author, and (et 
down in his Book, A Confutation of certain Articles againft this Sed, 
which we fhall give account of by and by. 
The Liber- The Libertines alfo came under the Denomination of this Family, — 
a and fprangfromthem. ‘The Sum of whofe loofe Opinions fet downand 
om" gathered from their Books by the abovefaid Writer, take as follows. 
1. They affirmed, that the Preaching of the Word was not the ordinary 
Means to come to the Knowledge of the Word ; but by Reafon. 2. 
That no Man that is faulty himfelf can preach the Truth to others. 3. 
Thofe Preachers which did take in hand to preach the Word of God 
before Man be regenerated, took the Office of the Holy Ghoft out of his 
Hand. 4. Thofe that were Doors and Learned, could not preach the 
Word truly: The Reafon was, becaufe Chritt faid, It was bidden from 
the wife aud prudent, and was revealed to flings and babes. 5. There 
was no Devil but fuch as the Painters made. 6. They which have the

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Spirit of God know all things. 7. That we ought not to give our Alms 4 NV NO 
to Beggars. For that they lived inthe Confumablenefs. ‘ And thatthere 1579. 
was no Beggar in Jfrael. 8. That Marriage was aSacrament, and won- 

derful Speculation. 9. That there were Myfteries and great Speculati- - 

ons in the Ma/s, if they could be attained unto: and that it wes a God- 
Service. 10. Alfo, that the Service that we had taken for a God-Service 

was not fo. And in fo taking it, both they and we were. deceived. - 11: 

That Adam did not Sin at all. Their Reafon was, that Adam did not 

Sin, but the Woman. 12.-That there was no Man God’s Child, but he — 

that could fhew his Pedigree. 13. That the Martyrs in Queen Marys © 

Days ought not foto have died. For in fo dying they deftroyed the 
Temples of God. 14. That whofoever had God's Spirit could not Sin. 


| And that the Prophet Dzvid did not Sin, after thar Time that he had re- 


ceived the Holy Ghoft. 15. That a Man ought not to weary his Body 

in Traveland Labour. For they faid, the Holy Ghoft would not tarry 

ina Body that was weary andirkfome. 16. That where there was any 

Contention, there was not the Spirit of God. For that the Spirit was 

not divided. 17. That the Witch, which raifed up the Devil in the 

Likenefls of Samuel, was no Witch, but the Wifdom of God ; and the 

Spirit that fhe raifed up was Samuel himfelf. 18. That Adam was the 

Son of God, otherwife than by Creation. 19. That there were many 

Books, befides the Bible,. which E/dras fpeaketh of, that fhould be re- 

vealed and come abroad before the End. 20. That the Bible was not 

the Word of God, but ‘a Signification thereof.

Chriffopberus Pexelius, two eminent German Divines: Notifying, 14809. 
that many of the German Princes, and Magiftrates of Cities had wow™ 
agreed to it. But yet if the King could mot confent thereto, that 
then he would permit, in order to this happy and moft defired Con- 
cord, that fome pious and learned Men might meet, and find out fome 
way of an Union between the Churches of Germany and France. The 
Letter had this Infcription : Hc 2 Dnis.

‘ of them, at their earneft Requeft they are now publifhed by 4. AZ.” 
[ Anthony Monday, I fuppofe, of whom before. ] The firft is, 4 godly 
Sermon to flee Idolatry, from Pfalm, xvi. 3. I will not communicate with 
their bloody Sacrifices, neither will I take their Names in my Mouth. In 
this Sermon all Chriftians are admonifhed to flee all outward Idolatry.

1580. There are many things in it of Remark, as concerning the Bifhop of 
wv Durbam [ Tonftal | and his hard and unjuft Dealing with him ; and like- 
wife of Gardiner Bihop of Wincheffer, now Lord Chancellor ; and the 
fad Change there was of Things upon the Accefs of Queen Mary to the 
Throne. And towards the Conclufion he fhewed the Reafon of his 
tran.fating thofe Sermons, namely, for the fake of his Friends at home 
left in the midft of fo much Idolatry : that they might learn to bear 
Chrift's Crofs. And further, what his Intention was in this Interval, to 
employ himfelf in; viz to prove the Mafs to be the greateft Herefy, 
Blafphemy and Idolatry : And chat from Scriprureand the ancient Fa- 
thers. This Apology therctore is well worthy the preferving, as well to 
let in Light into thofe Times and Men, as for a Remembrance of that 
~ very worthy Bifhop, and fome remarkable Paffages of his Life and Suf 
N°. XXX, ferings. I have, though fomewhat long, laid it in the Appendix. 
Thercin he relates at large, how he was fummoned up from Durbam to - 
the Privy Council. And thereby the Bifhop of Durbam and the Bifhop of 
Winchefter, accufed him of divers things that were meerly falfe,on purpofe 
to bring him into trouble: As, that he, being Dean of the Church, took 
upon him to meddle in the Bifhops Office. That in his Neco Learning 
he preached Herefy. That he was a Sect: though he wercan Englifh- 
man, and fo born. : That he brought a Wife into that Church, where 
never Woman came before. ‘That he had received three Letters from 
the Queen to appear before the Council, and obeyed neither of them. 
Of all thefe Accufations he vindicates him(elt in this Apology. 
Bp. Horne’s = This Bifhop’s laft Will was once very obligingly fhewn me by Sir 
Tee ty wy, Henry St. George, fometime Garter King at Arms ; who was derived from 
St. George, him by one of his Daughters.

Overton in King Edward's Days, when he was a Scholar at Oxford, re- field. 
ceived by the Means of Secretary Cecy/, one of the ExhiLitions, go’ng 
out of the Abby of Gla/fendury. And in the Beginning ot Queen Eli- 
aabcths Reign, was granted him by her, one ot the beft Prcbcnds of 
Wincbefter. And {oon after he had the Parfonage of Rotherfreld in Suf- 


fex, better in value than 200 /.aYear. And had Preterment alfo in the 


Cathedral Church of Chichefler: He firft fent Word to Court ina well- 
penned Latin Letter, of the Death of Barlow Bifhop of that See, one 
of whofe Daughters the faid Overton had married. Inthe Year 1569. 
the Dean of the Church, Richard Curtefs, being nominated to fucceed 
the Bifhop there, the faid Overton {ued to his Friend, Sir Wiliam Cecil, 
that he might be made Dean: and that he might refign his Treafurerfhip 
into the Hands of the Queen for that Deanry : Which Treafurerfhip as lie 
wrote, was greater and better than it. But he defired it to prevent fome 
harm, that the Dean, now to be made Bifhop, might do him. Between 
whom there had been Quarrels. And being now Bifhop, he might be 
in a ftronger Capacity of offering him Wrong, unlefs he were to fucceed 
the Dean. But notwithftanding he obtained it not. 

The Earl of Leicefer alfo was Overton's Patron. But whatever the 
Caufe was, he loft his Favour, when he was Bifhop of Litchfield and 
Coventry « and was called an Apoftate from him. | oe 

Let me infert one thing here concerning this Reverend Man, which I eller 7 
meet with among Papers of thofe Times: That while he was Treafurer Chichetter. 
of that Church of Chichefter, he had a very angry Adverfary in the fame 
Church , one Drant, ( whether he that was Archdeacon of Lewis, 
or fome other, I know not) to that Degree, that he could not contain 
his Reproaches of Dr. Overton privately, but moft rudely afperfed him 
openly in thit Church, in moft indecenr Language, no way befeeming - 
the Mouth of a Preacher in fo publick a Place, betraying, his own Ma- 
lice, and Envy, and Pride, and Conceit of himfelf. His Words were 
thefe, ‘ That Dr. Overton wasa very Hypoorite, anoble, a glorious, an 
‘ everlafting Hypocrite: and nothing elfe but a meer Satchel of Hypo- 
* crify. That he was brimful, topful, too too full of Hypocrify ; and 
© though he danced inthe Net of Hypocrify, yet he would difcover him, 
* and whip him naked. That he was like a Vice in a Play reprefenting 
© a grave Man's Part, and had no Gravity : He fwelling with the Title

For the reftoring of 
wv~— him, Mr. William Caltborp, a Gentleman of that Country addreft a Letter 
to the Lord Burghley at Court, that he would fend to the Bithop to take 
off this Preacher’s Sequeftration, that he might preach again. This 
produced a Letter from that Lord to the Bifhop in favour of the faid 
Laurence. Which coming enclofed to Mr, Caltborp’s Hands, he ac- 
cordingly conveyed it to the Bifhop. Who notwithftanding ftill let the 
Sequeftration remain ; fince, how good Opinion foever himfelf had of 
the Man, he could not do it, unlefs he had difobeyed both an Order of 
the Privy Council, and another Letter of her Majefty; ashe expseft to 
the faid Mr. Calthorp. This caufed that Gentleman to write again a 
‘fecond Letter, dated from Weybered, April, 1580, to the faid Lord, re-

A Controverfy happened this Year between the Mafters and Heads of 7%. Out-Do- 
Colleges in Cambridge, and the Vicechancellor and Doctors of the he in ie 
Town. The latter having obtained two Graces againft the former: but 2, ae 
furreptitioufly, as was faid; and alfo againft the Statute. Thefe two spain the 
Graces were, * That all Out-Doctors not being Heads of Colleges, be 
 joyned with the Doctors that were Heads of Colleges, in the appoint- 

‘ ing and pricking of Officers ; though by the Statute the fame were 
‘ exprefly limited to the Heads. The Second, ‘ That Doctors in Divi- 

nity be compelled to preach as frequenly as other younger Divines. 
This Matter therefore being complained of by the Heads, was brought ee | 
before their High Chancellor, the Lord Treafurer Burghley : to have opie 
thefe Graces regulated, or rather revoked. But he, being employed at 
that Time in State Affairs, and it depending fo much upon the Statutes 
of the Univerfity, prayed the Archbifhop ot Canterbury, that he would 
take the Pains to examine it carefully, one Doctor of each Party being 
then come up. Which the Archbifhop accordingly did: And the Sum 
of what his Judgment was, he wrote at length to the faid Chancellor : _. 
— I do not here repeat, it being entred into that Archbifhop's ff eS 
Life.

But ta proceed to the Letter the Chancellor wrote to the Vicechan- 
cellor, containing his grave Judgment and Advice in this Point. Whicli 
was in thefe Words : 


© Mr. Vicechancellor ; I have confidered of your Letter, and of the 
Bifhop of Fly's alfo, fentto you. And where you defire to have my 
Counfil and prefent Direction in the Matter mentioned in the Bifhop's 
Letter ; I thank you for the Refpect you have of me, as betng your 
Chancellor; And I am fure that the Matter propounded, bearing the 
“ Name of 4 Publick Faft, is not expreffed te me with the due Circum- 
 ftances, either by the Bifhop’s Letter to you, or by your own; fo as 
‘either the Counfil or Diredtion, as you defire, is unmeet for me: 
€ Not knowing by what Authority the Bifhop doth prefcribe this at this 
¢ Time: or how far the Circumftances that concern me, be intended 
© by his Lordfhip, or by fuch as he authorizeth thereto. And yet, if the 
© fame mav be done, as his Lordfhip writeth ; that all Things fhall be 
© done in Order and Comlinefs, I think that there can be no jutt Offence 
© taken thereat. I were greatly overfeen, if I fhould not allow, both 
© of Fafts, and of Exhortation thereto : and I think the fame ought to 
‘ be accompanied with two elder Sifters, although I find no mention 
© thereof in the Bifhop’s Letter: that is, of Prayers, which are for alt 
© Perfons to ufe ; whercas Fafting is not expedient for all Perfons. And 
© the Second is Almes, in relieving of the Poor : which isthe Action of 
© the Rich. And therein I think my Lord himfelf will begin the Ex- 
¢ ample moft abundantly. oe 
¢, But fome direct Anfwer to yours; I, as a publick Counfillor of the 
© Realm, cannot warrant by my Diredtions in the Church ; but that

‘ above a Minute of an Hour: and no great harm done. It fhook all 
‘ Houfes, Caftles, Churches and Buildings, where-ever it went, and put 
‘ them in Danger of utter Ruin. Yet within this Realm, it overthrew 
‘ few or none ; faving certain Stones, Chimnies, Walls, and Pinacles 
‘ of high Buildings, both in this City , [London] and divers other

Beginning of it: ‘ Let the Papifts go, who through a fhameful Super- 
‘ {tition in it, rather pine away their Souls, than take down their Bo- 
“dies. Itisa fhame to fpeak, how few there are that bear the Name of 
* Gofpellers, that have fo much as the Knowledge of this Exercife: fo far 
© are they from any lawful and right Practice of it. For a great Num- 
‘ ber, as a needlefs thing, reject it altogether, (as fhaking off the 
* Popes Yoke from theirown Necks ) by ufing, orrather abufing their 
© Liberty. Likewife another fort of Men there were then among them, 
© Who thinking it fitting to the Chriftian Profeffion, to keep the Flefh 
‘in fome bridle, allowed indeed of the Exercife of Fafting ; but for 
“ want of abetter, they ftuck ftillin the Mire of a Popifh Faft. For re- 
* medy whereof this Treatife was fet forth, that the true Faft might be 
* underftood by both Parties. 

And as an Argument to this Duty, the threatning Sword hanging over 
the Nation was as a Call from God thereunto, to avert that feared 
Judgment : the Writing having this Expreffion (with an Eye to the 
Queen’s many Popifhly affected Subjects ready to rebel in all Parts of 
her Realm ) ‘ The Sword hath been fhaken at us, both in the North by 
© Traitors, and in the South by difordered, wicked Perfons.

i T may pleafe your Lordfhip to advertife her Majefty, that Mr. Cavalcant ar- 
rived here the 24th of this Month : by whom I received her Majefties Let- 
ters, The Contents whereof after [had perufed, and conferred with him touch- 
ing his Proceeding, for that both the King and Queen Mother were departed out 

this Town, the on€ to S. Leggiers, the other to Monceons, to bring the Duke 
and Dutchefs of Lorain onward on their way ; it was agreed between us, that he 
fhould repair the next Day to Monceons to the Queen Mother there, to deliver her 
Majefties Letters; as alfo her. Anfwer to the Articles propounded by the King. 
Touching his Proceedings with her, I refer your Lordfhip to his own Letters, 
By him J underftood at the Return, that Q. Mother would {peak with me at 
her Return tp the Town, if I had any thing to fay unto her. Sothe 26 of this 
Month [ Apvil | fhe repaired hither. And for that during the Time of her 
Abode here, fhe could have no Leifure ; fhe fent me Word, that the next Day 
in the Morning I fhould repair unto her to S. Clon, fous Englijb Miles from Paris ; 
and that there I fhould have Audience. So according to her Appomtment I re- 
paired thither the next Morning, and at the Time of my Accefs unto her 
Prefence, I fhewed her, that I was come thither to know, : how fhe refted fatif- 
fied with the Anfwers fhe received from her Majefty fent by Mr. Cavaleant, to 
thofe Articles as were propounded by the King and her, to the End I might ad- 
vertile her Mayjelty, | | 

She fhewed me, that the Anfwers made unto the Articles, feemed to her not 
to be direct; faving that which was made unto the fecgnd Article concerning. 
Religit, Which, faith fhe, is very hard, and neerly toucheth the Honour of 
may Son ; fo far forth, as if he fhould yield thereto, the Queen, your Miftrefg, 
fhould xeceive alfo fome part of the Blemifh, by accepting for an Hufband fuch 
an ene, as by fidden Change of Religion, might be thought drawn through 
worldly Refpects, void of ali Confcience and Religion. J replyed, That] was 
willed to fay unto her from her Majefty, that the doubted not, byt that Monyiewr, 
her Son, by her good Perfuafions would accept in good Part the faid An{wer.. 
Who meant not fuch fudden Change of Religion, as that he or his Houfhold 
fhould ‘be compelled to ufe the Rites of the Erglifs Church, contrary to his, of

their Confciences. But forafmuch as the granting unto him of the Exercife of | 


his Religion, being contrary to her Laws, might by Example, breed fuch an 
Offence as was like to kindle :fuch Troubles as lately reigned in France 
whereof both her felf and her faid Son had too good Experience; She therefore 
hoped that he, who, if the Match proceeded, was to fayle with her 1n one Ship, 
and to runone Fortune, would nct require a Thing which fhe by no means 
could yield to: Who tendred nothing more than the Quiet and ag of her 
Subjects. And therefore in refpec thereof, could by no means content to any 
fuch Permiffion, as by any likelyhood might difturb the fame. | 

To which he replied,that the nct having the Exercife was as much as to change 
his Religion : Which thing he could not do upon a fudden, without the Note to 
be of no Religion. Which Difhonour I am fure (added fhe) no Refpec can draw 


him to endanger himfelf to. And as he in refpect of the faid ignominy J i 
| | olV 
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folved fully not to yield, fo can I with no reafon perfuade him thereto. And 
_ as for any peril that may happen by the fame, I think rather it fhal be the beft 

way of ey for your Miftrefs. Who always by the way of his Brother's 
Sword, fhould be Re better able to corre&t any fuch evil Subjects, as fhould go 
about to difturb the Repofe and Quiet of her Eftate: which fhe may aflure her 
felf he wil do, without having refpeat to any Religion. Whereof lately fome 
Trial hath been made, by his confenting with the King, to have fome good 
Juftice and Example of Punifhment don at Roan. 

In anfwer whereof, I then befought her to confider as wel the Queen's Danger, 
as her Son’s Honour, J fhewed her that of this Permiffion three great Mifchiefs 
would enfue, Firft, the violating of her Laws, Secondarily, the Offence of 
her good and faithful Subjects. And laftly, the Encouragement of the evil affeGted, 
‘Which three Mifchiefs if you wil weigh, faid I, together with your Son’s Ho- 


nour, you fhall find them of great moment: and that the Queen's Majefty, my. 


Miftrefs, hath great Caufe to ftand to the Denyal of any fuch Permuffion, where 
of is like to enfue fo manifeft Peril. And as for the Aid of the King's Sword, 
I fhewed her, that I thought, that the Example by Premuflion would do much 
. more harm, than either his own, or his Brother’s Sword could do good. For 
that the Iffte of our Mifchiefs by civil Diffenfions fell out commonly to be 
fudden and fhort, but very fharp; and were not drawn in length, as thofe that 
happen in other Countries: We having neither walled Towns, nor Forts to re- 
tyre to; thereby to protra&t our Warrs, - 

To this fhe anfwered, That fhe feared that her Son would too foon be over- 
come with the Queen’s Perfuafions in that behalf: who was more zelous than 
able by Redfon to defend his Religion, Whereby the fame Inconvenience of Ex- 
ample wil not long laft. For, faith fhe, it is generally feared by the Catbolics, 
that this Match wil breed a Change of Religion throughout al Europe. In the 
End, fhe concluded, that neither Monfieur, her Son, nor the King, nor her felf, 
could ever yield to any fuch fudden Change for any refpeC: neither could her 
Majelty wel defire it, confidering how much it wouldtouch his Reputation, whom 
fhe is to match withal, if it procede. bas 

I afked then of her, whether fhe would have me fo to advertife her Majefty. 
She defired me in any Cafe fo to do ; and to know direétly, whether by yield- 
Ing, or not yielding to the faid fecond Article with al reafonable Caution, fhe 
meant to procede, or forbear. Whereof fhe defired her Majefty at the furtheft 
to have Anfwer within ten Days, For that the King ftayeth his Progrefs onely 
upon that. And if fo be fhe meant to procede, then to fend the Articles that 
are to be propounded by her Majefty. Monfieur de la Mot, as I learn by Monf. 
de Foix, hath given very honorable Report of the Queen’s Procedings, affuring 
them, that there is nothing but Sincerity meant.

‘fuch Perfon or Perfons, in Remainder or Reverfion, as fhould pleafe K. Henry

, Order or Condition, as fhould be expreffed and limited in his Letters Patents, or 
, by his laft Will in Writing, figned with his moft Gracious Hand. For the more 
7 fure eftablifhing of which Succeffion, we the Subjects of this Realm ( befides our 
Promifes by that Ac declared) were al {worn by Oath, that we fhould he obe- 
| dient to fich as K. Henry, according to his faid Statute, fhould appoint to fuccede 
to the Crown, and not to any other within this Realm, nor to any foreign Au- 
thority, Power or Potentate. Which Words I befeech you to imprint wel in 
your Minds. Whereupon fome fay, K. Henry made his Will accordingly, and 

ut the Heirs of the Lady Frances firft; and next of the Lady Eleanor, in the 
Remainder Others fay, that he made a Will, but not to the Statute, for it was 
not figned with his Hand ; and fome fay, that he made no Will at all, 

The Queftion groweth, Whether the Heirs of the Scotti/s Queen, or the Heirs 
of the Lady Frances and the Lady Eleanor be next Inheritors to the Crown, if it 
fhould pleafe God to take from us the Queen’s Majefty, withcut Heirs of her 
Body. Or whether none of them is inheritable ; whereunto I wil declare my 
Mind and Judgment. For the Legacies and Bequefts that Hen the King made 
to divers, both of Lands and Mony, declare manifeltly that he made a Will. 
For al were performed and fatisfyed. As I am informed alfo, after his Deceafe 
divers Indentures Tripartite were made between K, Edward, the Executors of 
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K. Henries Will, and others, And divers Letters Patents paffed under the Great 
Seal of England, in Confideration of the Accomplifhment and Performance of 
K. Henries Will. Thirdly, There was a Will in Narhe of K. Henry enrolled 
in the Chancery, and divers Conflats thereof made under the Great Seal, _ 

In the which Will the Reverfion of the Crown was.in the Heirs of the Lady 
Frances firft ; and after-of the Lady Eleanor; Finally, in the fame Will there 
was a Claufe, that al other Wills made at any other time, fhopld be void, and 
of none Effect. Which needed not, if there had not been other Wills made at 
any other Time; and thofe figned with his Hand. Al which be evident Arpu- 
ments, that K. Henry dyed not Inteftate ; but that he made a Will: And that it 
was the fame Will that was enrolled in the Chancery. For it is not to be thought 
that fuch Enrollment was in vain. If this Will was made according to the 
Statute, then it is without al Doubt, that as we be bound, and have taken them 
for Kings and Queens that be expreffed in the Statute by Name ; fo we be hound 
to accept them that be declared by the Will in Remainder or Reverfion: that 
1s, the Heirs of the Lady Frances, and the Lady Eleanor. For they be expref- 
{ed in the Will, and ought to have it by like Authority and Title, as others 
expretled in the fame Statute. Becaufe it was in like manner don with the 
Conlent of the whole Realm; and confirmed with our Oaths: which not being 
contrary to God’s Law and the Law of Nature, and being in our Power to ob- 
ferve and keep, we ought not in any wife to alter or break. For you know 
the Judgments of the Lord are certain, that he wil not hold him guiltlefs that 
taketh his Name in vain, And fo the Ac and Wil is a Bar and Conclufion 
[Exclufion] to al others, be they necrer of Blond, if any ‘be. —— 

But fome fay, it is no Will made according to the Statute. Why fo? Becanfe 
it 1s not figned with the King’s Hand, fay they. ‘I pray you confider wel. the 
Matter. If it fhould now be doubted, whether it was his Hand ; and that none 
fhould be interpreted his Hand, but that was written with his own Fingers, yee 
fhould adnull fome of his Parlaments, made by King Henyy VIN. For the Sta- 


ee) 


tute made in the 33d of K. Henry VIL. cap. 21. faith, That the King’s Royal 


Affent by his Letters Patent under the Great Seal, and figned with his Hand, 
and declared irtne Higher Houfe to the Lords and Commons, 1s of fuch Force, 
as if he were prefent. According to. which AG divers Affents of Parlament 
were made; and in fome of them [ fome] were attainted of Treafon and {uffe- 
red. Now if we fhould doubt whether it were his Hand, or not, we might per- 
chance bring fuch things in doubt as we would not gladly fhould come in doubt. 
For we fhould put whole Parlaments in doubt. 

_ But it may be, fith by thefe Statutes that Power was — to K. Henry, that 
he might make his Will of the Crown, (which otherwife by Law he could not 
do) Reafon it is that he followed the Form that the Law prefcribeth. If he 
have not done it, then it 1s void in Law: For becaufe Forma dat effe Ret, To 
this I anfwer : That albeit it were not figned by his Hand, yet it is not a fuf- 
ficient Caufe, that we fhould reje@ it. For if the Form be fo neceflary to be 
obferved, why I befeech you, do you allow Q. Maries Parlaments, that were 
called by Writs without the Addition of the Title and Style of. Supreme Head in 


Earth of the Church of England, €c. when there was a fpecial Statute, and of 


the greateft Importance therefore before made, of purpofe to declare, that the 
Bifhop of Rome had none Authority in this Realm ; and chiefly upon this Cafe: 
for that K. Henry feeing his Daughter Maries Stubbornnefs and Malice to his 
Doings, and her fond Devotion to the Pope, meant, that if fhe fhould at any 
time come to that Place, fhe fhould not, if fhe would, undoe that he had done. 
If yee wil fay, that thefe Words of Supremacy mean [need] not, albeit there 
were fuch a Statute, much lefs fay I thefe Words, with bis Hand, need in this 
Cafe. For if yee mark wel the Confideration, why this Authority was given 
to K. Henry VU. for the eftablifhing of his Succeffion, yee fhal find, that it 
was to none cther End than the Statute of the 28th of Heavy VII. declareth: 
That is, becaufe after his Life, this Realin fhould not be deftitute of a lawful 
Governour: Which yee {ce in this Part by this Will is fully perfcrmed. 
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For by tais Will he hath put no Remainder out. Firft, The Heirs of the 
Lady Frazces, and then of the Lady Eleonor : who being next of the Bloud and 
Kin, and fuch as he loved, and had no Caufe to hate, Nature did move, and 
Reafon did teach him to prefer above all others. The Heirs of the Scctch 
Queen, you know, he did ceafe to Love. For King ames, when he had pro- 
mifed to meet him at York mocked him; and after made War againft hii. 
And when the Lords of Scotland, after King Fames's Death, had promifed him 
the Marriage of this Queen, they deceived him. And her marying with the 
Earl of Angus was not only without his Confent, but alfo sre i and unlaw- 
fully don, as it is faid. 

Aad for thefe Words in the Statute, The Wil to — with his Hand, they 
ire not of neceffity, to the End that it was meant for the Succeffion, For he 
night have appointed a Succeffor certain, without his Hand-Writing. But for 
a more Surety, that there might not be any counterfeited Will in his Name ; 
which cannot be prefumed of this Will, when thofe be named in Remainder, 
that of Nature and Right ought to be preferred thereunto. Shal we then with 
cavilling of Words go about to fubvert the Statute, when by true Meaning of 
the Statute without injury to any, we may maintain and preferve our Country 
in Quietnefs and Safety ? Surely, in my Judgment, there 1s no Reafon, Equity, 
nor Confcience, that can lead us fo to do. 

But fay they, it is not bis Wil, figned with his Hand, as his Statute requireth. 
How prove they that, fith it muft be difproved by a fufficient Number of Wit- 


_ neffes? Such as I take the Law Civil and Common doth allow, For by what 


Law it was made, by that Law it muft be difproved ; or by comparing of the 
Hand and Sign wherewith the Prothocal is figned with other Writings that were 
figned with his Hand. But fuch conferring cannot be, becaufe the Original can- 
not be found. And to fay the very Truth, after the Will was once proved and 
allowed, ( which I take to be fufficiently don, where it is enrolled in the Chan- 
cery, and publifhed under the Great Seal of England by King Edward VI. being 
Supreme Head in Earth of the Church of England, and fo fufficient ) ordinary 
{ original ] and Prothocal needed not ; for the Record was of more ftrength. 
But fay they, there can be no fuch Record found in the Chancery. Whether 
there be a Record remaining thereof, or not, I know not, but fure I am there 
was a Record thereof, and divers Com/fats made of it under the Great Seal of 
England ; for every of the Executors, and alfofor fome others. But I pray you, 
tel me, Is it Reafon, becaufe the Original, nor any Record thereof appeareth, 
the Right of thofe that bee in the Remainder fhould be loft? Do Men loofe their 
Inheritance, if their Inheritance be by Force, or otherwife deftroyed ? Did Sir 
Richard Sackvile, Sir Fobu Mafon, Sir Henry Nevyl, the Heirs of Sir Puilip Hoby, 
Joofe their Right to the Bifhop of Winchefter’s Lands, becaufe the Record was 
deftroyed ? I trow, you wil deny it: becaufe the laft Parliament yee did orderly 
reftore them. iAnd albeit there be fome of the Confats do remain ; and alfo 
Copies thereof, and the Memory thereof is yet fo frefh, that albeit al the Cun- 
flats and Copies were deftroyed, yet there be Men living that do remember there 


was fuch a Wil; and that the Remainder was declared to be in the Heirs of the 


Lady Frances ; and after of the Lady Eleanor.

But let us confider, I befeech you, at what Time, and to what Purpofe and. 


End, the Record and the Wil was defaced and deftroyed. It was donin Queen 
Mary’s Time, asthe common Report goeth. And it muft be prefumed, fo wife 
and circumf{pe& Men as then bare the Sway of the Realm, would nut do it for 
nought. Was it becaufe Q, Mary would not fatisfy the Bequefts and Legacies 


therein declared ? That cannot be, For al were largely performed and payd, 


before her Time, to the uttermoft, Was it, becaufe they would not have the 
Olits and Mafles therein exprefied, continued ? That cannot be thought, when 
fhe, and thofe that did’ it, put their chiefeft Truft of Salvation in Maffes and 
Obits. Was it, becanfe they tendred fo much King Henry's Honour, that they 
would not have it appear, that his Wil after his Death, and his Doings in his 
Life were contrar;? How could that be, when by al Means they could, they 
laboured to undoe al that hehad doiz, to difhonouy and debafe him in every thing 5

and, as fome think, burnt alfo his Bones. Was it, becaufe there was any thing 
in his Wil that might authorize the Executors to withftand Queen Mary’s Affe- 
ction? None were fo pliable to her Devotions, as the Executors and thofe that 
were named in the Wil, Was it, becaufe they would defeat the Queen’s Majefty 
that now is of her Right of the Crown? That could not be ; for fhe claimed: 
not by the Wil, but by the Statute. a Oe 

Sith then none of thefe Caufes that I have told you ferved to maintain their 
Doings for the DeftruGtion of this Will; and that both the Original, and alfo 
the Record of the Wil be deftroyed ; it muft needs of neceility be concluded, 
it was only don, for that they knew the Wil to be lawful, and {aw none other 
way to deprive the Heirs of the Lady Frances of their Right to the Crown ; or 
elfe that they had no Caufe to concele it. Which to imagine of them ( efteem- 
ing themfelves fo wife and fo learned) would be deadly Sin; confidering that 
William Sommer ufed not his Madnefs to do any thing, but he would render fome 
Reafon or Colour for it. And I pray you, is it like, when Luft was Law, Will 
Reafon, Wrong Right ; and fome fo earneftly laboured, contrary to the Law and 

_their Oaths, to diffolve the Acts of Succeffion, if they had known that any’ 
Man could juftly have preferred their Purpofe, and faid it was a counterfeit Wil, 
would they not have made him to have don it by Hook or by Crook, for Hope 
of Reward, or for Fear of Torture? Would they not have don it by fome 
Colour of Law, by examining of Witneffes? Should it not have been pane 
in the Star-Goamber ,; Preach’d at Paul’s Crofs ; Declared by A& of Parliament ? 
Proclaimed in every Quarter of the Realm? Yes, donbtlefs, nothing fhould 
have been omitted that had been poflible to have been devifed, whereby fo ma- 
nifeft an Untruth, fo much to their Commodity, might have appeared. But 
becaufe they faw they could not do it juftly ; nor yet handle the Matter fo craftily, 
but every Man would perceive their Doings, and in time difclofe their Jugglings: 
Therefore belike, like politic Men, they took an unorderly Means and deftroyed’ 
the whole Record. : 

If then no Witnefs could be found, and now fome Wil appear, methinks it 
were a very ftrange thing. For if it fhould he faid, either it muft needs be ‘his 
Will figned with his Hand, or els it isnmo Wil at al, it wil be as eafy to prove 
the one, as to deny the other. But fay they, it cannot be buta Will. For there 
be eleven Witneffes, Men very honeft and fubftantial, that with the Subfcription 
of their Names do teftify the fame. And upon that Foundation the Executors_ 

roved the Will, took upon them the Adminiftration ; and have in every Point 
ulfilled it. Surely it cannot be denyed but the Witneffes were very honeft Men, 
fubftantial and worthy to be credited. But the felf fame Witnefles that fay, it 
was a Will, affirm in like manner, that it was figned with the King’s own 
Hand. For the Words of the Will be thus : “ In WitnefS whereof we figned 
<¢ it with our own Hand in our Palace at Wefminfler, the 3d Day of December, 
“ &c”. being prefent, and called to be Witneffes, Thefe Perfons that have 
written their Names under, Fobn Gates, &c, _ | 

So that I can fee no Remedy, but either both muft be granted, or both denyed. 
That is, that either it is no Will, or els it is figned with his own Hand, Againft 
sheir own Teftimonies can none of the Witnefles come. If they do, they dif- 
credit themfelves. If any of the Executors wil go about to impugn. this Foun- - 
dation and Teftimony of the Witneffes, then fhal he not only deftroy his chief 
Building, but alfo now fay againft that that he hath manifeftly before confefled : 
When he allowed it, and procured it to be enrolled and put forth under the 
Great Seal. And fo with his Doublenefs fhal make himfelf no meet Witnels, 
Befides thefe two kinds of Witneffes I cannot imagine [ others. ] For {ome of 
the Executors, 4hd thefe Eleven Witneffes were fich as were continoally waiting | 
upon the King’s Perfon. If any other will come forth, and fay, it is not his 
Hand, then it is to be confidered, How many, and what they be. Not one ot 
two will ferve the Purpofe, They muft be many, and thofe omni. exceptione 
majores, If they were privy or confenting to the embroiling of the Prothecal, 
or Deftruction of the Retord, then the Law will not admit them for Witneffles. 
For it accounteth them Falfarzos, and fo infamons. us

But perhaps it will be doubted, whether there were any Succeffor limited and 
forth fet in the faid Wills ; which methinketh ought not. For it will appear 
by manifeft Prefumption. Firft, It is not to be doubted, fith King Hénry, fo 
long before, likea prudent Prince, forefaw the Dangers the Realm mought have 
fallen into for the Uncertainty of Succeffion ; and that he had procured Autho- 
rity and Power by his Parliament -to eftablifh it; and that minding in’ his old

with good Avifement and Deliberation, he made his Will, and eftablifhed the 
Succeifion. Now Secondly, It muft needs be, that in that Will fo made before 
his going over, the Limitation of Succeffion was in fuch Manner and Form as 
1s declared in his laft Will, For, ag I faid before, there was no caufe why he 
fhould bear any Affection to the Scott?/s Queen, nor yet to the Lady Lenox: And 
Raving no Caufe to be offended with his other Sifters; (the French Queen’s } 
Children, it is to be judged, that he would not leave it to any other before 
them ; efpecially, when he had none other Kins‘olks of his' whole Bloud to 
leave it unto. Thirdly, This laft Will can be no new Will devifed and made 
in his Sicknefs ; But the Copy of his former Will, and fair written ; if it were 
not the very old Will. For if it had been a new Will they devifed, who could 
think, that either himfelf would have declared manifeftly himfelf contrary to 


himfelf, or that any Man durft have moved him, to putfo many Things therein, | 


contrary to his Honour. And fith it feemed to be fo before written of his own

Sith then it appeareth that King Henry made a Will: Sith #t appeareth by the 
Teftimony and Subfcription of Eleven Witnefles, that it’ was’ figned with. his 
own Hand : Sith it was fo proved by the Executors: Sith it was, as his’ Will, 
enrolled in the Chancery, and publifhed under the Great Seal of England: 
wherein it was written, That it was figned with his own Hand :'Sith the Protbocat 
and the Record be without Order deftroyed: And fith there can come forth no 
foch Witneffes to difprove it, as the Law admitteth for fufficient, and as we 


ought to credit: Sith he had other Wills written with his own Hand to the fame. 
Effect that this Will is ; methinketh, that there 1s no Reafort nor Colour to Men,. 
as to think that this was not King Henry’s Will, made attording to the Statute 5. 
and that that we call King Henry's Will ts the very true, rizht Will, and that by 


the Statute and by our Oaths we be bound to recetve them for Kings and Queens,

But let usadmit an Untruth, that there was no Will, to the End there may. 
nothing be imagined, that cannot juftly be anfwered, And thatthe Truth:may. 


be known ( which for my Part I only defire may appear’ to alt — who is 

the right and lawful Heir in Reverfion to the Crown’; it ‘will be Said, The 

Scottifr Queen ; becaufe fhe cometh of the Eldeft Sifter, and % next of blond to 

King Henry VHI, according to the Maxim in the Law. Truth it is, —_ 
: uc 
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fuch a Maxim : but it may not be fo largely taken, but it mutt be reftrained to 
fuch as be inheritable by the Laws of the Realm. Which be fuch as be born 
in the King’s Allegiance, of Father and Mother: Englifh ; or out of the King’s 
Legiance, of Parents Englifh, and in the King’s Legiance. For if yee will put 
Strangers and right Englzfh in one Cafe, what availeth the Liberty of Evgland, 
or what profiteth it to be an Englifhman born? Yea, it were a great deal better 
to be born a Stranger, than an Eyglifhman : For Strangers, albeit they have nct 
fo great Commodity in England in all things as Englifhmen have, yet in fome 
things they have more : Neither be they bound to ferve the Realm with their 
Witts, to maintain it with their Goods, ferve it with their Bodies, defend it 
with their Bloud, as we be : But may come whlien they will, tarry as long as 
‘them Jifteth, and depart when it pleafeth them. . 

Wherefore by Nature there ought to be great Difference between Strangers and 
Englifhmen: and thofe fhould enjoy the Sweet, that be bound to taft of the 
Sowre. And fo our Laws have provided, if ye will fuffer them to ftand in 
Force. For the Statute of the 23 Edward UI. ( which expoundeth the Law in 
this Cafe) faith, that the King’s Children, wherefoever they be born in the 
Realm, or without, be inheritable to their Aunceiters: And that others which 
from time to time fhal] be born out of the Legiance of the King, whofe Fathers 
and Mothers at the Time of their Birth, be at the Faith and Legiance of the 
King of England, fhould be in like maner Inheritors to their Aunceftors. Whereby 


it is a Confequent, 4 contrario, that thefe that be born out of the Legiance of 


the King of England, be not inheritable to this Realm. And fo it appeareth by 
Braon, that the old Law before was. For. he faith in one of his Exceptions 
thus ; Sicut Anglicus non auditur in placitando aliquem de terris © tenementis in 
Francia ; ita non debit Alienigena © Francigena, qui funt ad Fidem Regis Francie 
audiri placitando in Anglia.

But fome fay, That Scotland isa Member of the Crown of England : and 
theréfore the People therein born be in the Leigance of the King of England. 
Although Scotland by Right belong to the Crown of England ; yet it as not a fuf- 
ficient Caufe to prove, that the People born in Scotland be in the King of Eng- 
land’s Legiance. It cannot be denyed, but that Normandy belongeth ot Right to 
the Crown of England ; yet it followeth not, that the Normans therefore be in 
the Legiance of the King of England. Now, albeit Normandy belongeth to the 
Crown of England ; yet becaufe the People thereof declined from their Faith and 
Allegiance that they ought to the King of England, and became Subjcts, and gave 
their Faith and Legiance to the French King, their Lands were efchiated ; as ap- 
peareth by the Statute, De Prerog. Regis, Cap. 12. Callis was a Member of England. 
The People therein born, when it was under the Government of England, as free of 
England as thofe that be born in England. But yet now being in the French 
‘King’s Hands, thofe that be born there, be no more free in England than thofe 
that be born at Pavis. So in like manner, albeit Scotland belong of Right to the 
Crown of England, and the King of Scots have fometimes done their Homage 
therefore to the Kings of England : Yet we fee they have of long time forfaken 
their Faith and Legiance to England, and have not only become Rebels, but 
rather have been taken for Enemies to England. For they have been [ not ] un- 
ufually ranfomed upon their taking, like Enemies, and not executed with Death 
like Traytors. And by that means King ames, their now Queen's Father, was 
at the Time of his Birth, and at his Death, out of the Legiance of England. 
Wherefore to fay, that fhe was born in the King’s Legiance, becaufe the was 
born in Scotland, is a mere Cavillation, Securdum non Caufam, ut Caufam 5 mote 
worthy to be laughed at, than requiring any Anfwer at all. 
Now let us compare thefe Things together. You know, that the Scctti/ 
Queen is not the King of Eygland’s Child, nor is a Free-woman cf ia 
| . | here- 
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Wherefore by the Laws of Eegcsri fhe cannot innerctin tus Neabm. Ans inves 
Ceure a Precetent and aa Exampie for tre verry teu fame Canie Gat we now 
treat of, ye mav fivd it in the Chronicles, how fs cacnd, Devevrer ancl Keir 
unto Fesgrd, tre Oaraw, Son and Heir to Fase d Jorven Aivg ot Arglardy 
being marie] to 2facudme King cf Scis, never claumed the Crown et Beclaea, 
RY anvot her Ch:lirea aiter mer. Bot bor her Hosband, and her three Chile 
Cren afer her, and ther Tiiue, Rings of So.rhecd, Cid Homese to Ore hives af 
Evj.axd. 

Bat it will be objected, thar KL Rews ID was barn onter che King’s Lestance, 
His Father was po Derazen ; and vet he aehernted Ghee Crown Pine itis, that 
be was burn out ot the King’s Lez:ance: But wheter te was free, or no, Chat 
isuxcertain. Albeit itis to be fueroied. that hus Grard.acher mundirg Chuthe 
fhauld fuccede, ov itted nothing thar might iterve for that Parpete. Bos mus ve 
may know by our Chronicles, that he came'’in rather by Flechen and Content 
ef the Realm, than by Inhentance. For Kerry I. prectred, that Ge Cieigy and 
Nobility theuld be twice fiworn to the Saccedion ot Shed the Fonprets his 
Danser, and ker Heirs. Ard for brecking that Oath, and reeewirg Mropisey 
the Huttory fheweta, how the Realm was miarveilowiv plazuad, aad efpecuily 
tie Clergy and Nebility ; ard that by Stradeu himtelt. And belices, it we wail 
weizh fre Matter indifferently, we may truly fav, that Hers MW. emorcd the 
Crowo lawfully by Inheritance. For albeit 3f1u2 were not Queen at Erghad 
de Fado, yet was fhe de Fure. For Seeplen was but an Uturper, And fo hing 
Herry was the Queen's Child. Which yee fe, by the Statute of Elrad INL 1s 
tree, wrerefoever he be born. 

Another Objection there isin Rickard I. kew he was born at Roweicayy out 
of the Realm ; and yet was Kung. To this I antwer, He hadit guitly 3 tor be 
was born of Father and Mother Exgli-A. Thus I take it to be verY phon, That 
the Scotti/s Queen can make juftly, by the Law ot Evelard, no Claim to the 
Crown thereot; becaufe fhe hath no Right in Law, nor Reaton. 

And therefore will procede to the Examination of the Title of the Lacy Li- 
neux { Lenox.| Whom perchance fome will think to have the next Raigat, be- 
caufe fhe was Daughter to the Lady Alargarct, the Eldelt Sifter of K. Henry VII 
Truth it 1s, fhe was her Daughter ; but her Father, the Earl of Argus was a Scot, 
an Alien, and no Denizen. But it will be faid, It maketh no matter What her 
Father was. For fhe was born in England, as 1¢ cannot be denyed fhe was. For, 
as fome fay, the Law of England alloweth every Perfon to be #relijh, that is 
born in Exgland, of whatfoever Nation that his Parents be ; if his Parents, or 
Father only be ad Fidem Regis Anglia, that 1s, {worn to be true to the King of 
England, and his Subje&t ; as the Earl of Angus, at the Birth of the Lady Line 
his Daughter, was not. 

Perchance it might fomewhat make for that purpofe in the Opinion of the 
common People: albeit in very deed, and by the Laws of the Realm, it {eem- 
eth nothing at all. For it appeareth [by] 14. Edward WI. and 14. Henry VE. 
that albeit an Alien be {worn to be true to the King and the Realm in any Tce 
or Seffion ; yet he 1s Fed abled thereby to purchafe Lands, but he mutt be 
enabled thereto exprefsly by the King’s Letters Patents. But that the Child 
fhould inherit, and the Father not free in Exgland, it cannot but fcem very 
{trange, how any fuch Opinion fhould be conceived by any Man Jearned, For 
it differeth from the Laws and Policy of all other Sle af the World, (and ] 

written Law of this Realm. None isto maintain it ; and Reafon wheron fich 
Cuftom fhould be grounded, hard I think it fhould be to find. In all other Pla- 
ces the Law is, Partus fequtur Patrem, That is, the Child fhall be counted of 
that Nation where his Father was born. If the Father be Jench, wherfoever the 
Child be born, it fhall be counted French, Or if he be Italian, the Child hall 
be Italian: If he be Dutch, the Child fhall be Dutch: except the Father hac 
forfaken his own native Country, and hath not only given Faith to another 
Prince or State, but alfo is admitted to be a Citizen or f reeman thicre. 
And the Reafon feems to be this, That fith a Man is naturally diupoted ta live 
in fome Society, and mujt needs fo live, if he will indeed live weil and f tiv 
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like a Man, and not wander abroad, like an unreafonable Beaft, he muft joyn 
| , himfelf to fome one Society or Congregation : Wherein as he defireth to enjoy 
! the Benefits that grow of fiich Civil Society; fo it 1s meet and reafonable that 
: he fhould be Partaker of the Burthens: and faithfully to maintain and defend it, 
by which he himfelf is preferved and maintained. And becaufe God firft made 
Man, and of Man Woman, and hath made him a more apt Inftrument to fetve 
m the Commonweal, in the Fundtions both of the Mind and of the Body , 
therefore is Man preferred to Woman, and thought the more worthy Perfon, 
not only by the Laws of Nature, but alfo by all other Laws, and by the Laws 
of this Realm : As appeareth 47. Edward III, And fo the Children in all other 
Places follow the Condition and State of their Father, as the moft worthy Per. 
fon : which others do alfo here in England. For the Law in like maner faith, 
Partus fequitur Patrem. Whichif it fhould be examined only in the Cafes of the 
Bondman and his Wife , and that the Child fhould be bond or free, according to 
the Condition of the Father, then it is no Maxim, as the Law termeth it. For 
a Maxim isa Rule that ferves to rule and difcufs more Cafes than one. 
_ But let us feek, if we can find ont a Reafon to maintain this Opinion, that 
every Perfon born in Exgland, of what Nation foever the Parents be, fhall be 
free. For Pofitive Law written, that is contained in the Book of the Expofition 
of the Terms of the Laws of England : (which of what Authority it is, I know 
*< not.) But what faith that Book ? Verily thus: If an Alien come and dwell in 
‘¢ England, which is not of the King’s Enemies ; and there hath Iffue ; this I{fue is 
«© mot Alien, but Englifh. But now fuch Alien was the Earl of Angus. For as 
the Chronicle witneffeth, he came not into England with mind to tary and in- 
habit there. But after he had maried the Scotr/) Queen, both without K. Henry 
his Brother’s Confent, and alfo of the Councils of Scotland, there fel fuch Vari- 
ance between her and him and the Lords of Scotland, that fhe and her Husband 
(like banifhed Perfons ) fled and came into England, and wrote to the King for 
Mercy and Comfort. The King enclined to Mercy, fent them Apparel, Veflels 
and all things; Willing them to live ftill in Northumberland, till they knew fur- 
ther of his Pleafure. Whereupon they lay ftill at Harboute : where the was de- 
livered of the faid Lady Lyneoux. And after, when the King fent for her and 
her Husband, the Earl, to come to the Court, and the Earl promifed {0 to do, 
and fhe was coming and asked for him, he was returned to Scotland (belike to 
his own Wife, as ye fhall hear hereafter ) or miftrufting that the King had un- 
derftanding, how he had diftained and abufed his Sifter: And fo fhe came with- 
out the Earl to the Court. When the King heard, that the Earl of Angus was 
fo departed, he faid, it was done like a Scot. And fo after this Queen had ta- 
tied a Year in England, fhe returned to Scotland. Whereby it may appear, 
- that the faid Earl of Angus is not of that Sort of Aliens of whom this Book of 
the Expofition of the Termes of the Laws of England {peaketh. For he came not 
= into England to dwel, nor had any Dwelling place there: but rather was to be 
judged as a Gueft; or as a Bird, that for a Time leaveth his native Country, 
' while the foul Weather lafteth : Or as a wild Beaft chafed with Hounds out of 
his Haunt, flyeth, till he perceive they perfecute him no longer. And fo the 
Lady Lineoux can claim no Benefit by this Law, if it be taken for Law: but 
rather it maketh altogether againft her. . 
Moreover, Statute there 1s none to maintain this Opinion, that faith, Every 
Perfon is Englifh that is born in England, of whatfoever Nation his Parents be. 
Then of Neceffity it muft be by Cuftom, if it be Law : Which having no Rea- 
fon to maintain it ; or if 1t be contrary to Reafon is no Law, have it never fo 
Jong Continuance; but is, as evil, to be abolifhed, as the Laws of the Realm do 
plainly teach us. For they fay, Cuftoms not grounded on Reafon, or contrary 
to Reafon, cannot prefcribe. 
But yee will fay, the Reafon is to entice Strangers the rather to come into this 
Realm. What Enticement can it be, where they themfelves fhall not, by their 
coming, be free, nor may purchafe any Land to leave to their Pofterity ? 
And albeit that Reafon maintained this Cuftom, yet can it not ferve the 
Lady Lenoux, For her Father the Earl of ngus came not into this ini he 
| | inhabit 
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inhabit and dwel in the fame, as before is fufficiently declared. Perchance it 
will be faid, that it is the Nature of the Soil to make all fiich bee bor in Erg; 


land, free of England. But how happeneth it, that this Property is private to 


England, and not common to all other Countreys? Truly, this is not allowed in 
any other Country. And not without good Reafon, For the Conftitution of 
Kingdoms and States, Ordinances of Cities and Commonweals, and the Liber- 
ties and Freedoms thereof, are not by Nature ; but come by the Confent of Men 
and Mens Laws, And they receive none to be free, and they allow none to be 


free in their Commonweals, but fuch as either for the Faith and Truth their Pa- 


rents, being Citizens, bare thereunto, they do not fafpe& but that they will 
walk in the Steps of their Parents Fidelity; or elfe are fuch as upon great Con- 
fideration and Promife of their Faith and Allegiance, they do newly admit Ci- 
tizens. Of which Number young Babes cannot be for Simplicity, The Magi- 
{trate can have no Refpect of them: ‘nor they be not able to make any Promife, 
or Bond of Fidelity to the Commonwealth. For as the Commonwealth is bound 
to preferve them that be free thereof from Injury and Injuftice ; fo it doth re- 
quire of them Promife to be true thereunto, to ferve and defend it to their ut- 
termoft Power. oes ; a 
And mark, I pray you, now into what Abfurdities ye fhall fall, if this 
fhould be admitted fer Law, that every one born in Eygland fhould be free in 
England, of whatfoever Nation his Parents were. - Lask this Queftion, If the 
Child of an Alien born in Bngland fhould be free in England ; and by reafon his 
Father is a Scot before alfo in Scotland, (as doubtlefs by their Law he is, where- 


foever he be born ). if Wars {hould .happen, (as it. hath done many times be- | 


tween thefe two Realms) whofe Part fhall he take? No Man can ferve two 
Mafters at one time, faith the right Lawmaker, and alfo common Reafon. If 
he follow the Scotch Part, then he 1s a Traitor to England. If he fhould with 
England, then he 1s a@ Traitor to Scotland. If he will take part with neither, 
then 1s he a Traitor.to both. For every Man by the Laws of Nature, ( which 
is God’s Law ) and by the Law of every Realm, is bound to declare himfelf a 
Member of one Commonwealth: that is, to beftow his Life and Goods in the 
Defence thereof, when Need requires. ‘Therefore I ask which Part it is like that 
he will take, that isa Mongrel of both Nations? Truly in my Judgment, there 
is no Reafon to move either England or Scotland to think fuch a Perfon can be 
true to either of them both, For it hath been a Principle received of all Men, 
even as long as Divifion of States and Commonweals have been, that no Man 
can be a Citizen of two Cities or Commonweals; becaufe he cannot ferve them 


both at once, Wherefore I cannot fee, how this Propofition, That every Perfon 


born in England (of what Nation ‘or Parents foever he be) fhould be free in 


_ England , fhould be juftified by Law, or Reafon. And therefore the Lady Leo- 


neux can take no Benefit thereby. | 

But admit the Law of the Realm were certain, that all Children born in the 
Realm fhould be free, of whatfoever Nation the Parents were: If it be true 
that is reported, the Lady Leoneux is clearly excluded by the Laws of the Realm 
to be Heir of any Perfon, of any Poffeffions within this Realm. For as it is 
faid, when her Father, the Earl of dmgus was maried to the Scottifh Queen her 
Mother, he had another Wife living. Wherefore a Divorfe was fued between 
him, and the Scotti/s Queen. . And after the fame Divorfe the Scottifp Queen, in 
the Life of the Earl of Angus, the Lady of Lineux Father, maried the Lord 
Muffyn. With whom fhe continued all her Life, as Man and Wife, without any 
Trouble or Appele to revoke the Divorfe. But it may be faid, that Divorfe 
cannot difable the Lady Lineux to be Inheritor to the Crown of England, For 
albeit he had another Wife living at that time he maried the Scotti/h Queen ; yet 
fora{much as fhe was ignorant thereof, and maried him bona fide, the Child born 
of them is by the common Laws, lawful. True it is, that by the common 
Laws fhe is legitimate: But the Laws under which we be born, whereunto by 
God’s Law, and. the Law of Nature we be bound; and whereby in Cafes of 
Inheritance we be, and muft be ruled, do not allow her for Legitimate: that is 
to fay, Inheritable: As it doth not likewife others in other Cafes, 
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The Canon Law faith, If a Man beget a Child of a Woman, not maried, 
and atter the Birth of the Child do mary her, the Child fhall be counted Legi- 
timate, and as if it had been born in lawful Matrimony. But the Laws of 
England be, and ever have been contrary ; that it fhall not be taken for Legiti. 
mate, albeit that great Suit hath been made to the contrary: And to bring the 
Laws of the Realm to agree with the common Laws in this Point, as appeareth 
mn the Statute of AMarton, Cap. 9. So in like maner albeit the Common Law al. 
loweth the Child born in fecond Mariage, the firft not being diffolved, to be 
lawtul, it any of the Parents think the Mariage good; yet do not the Laws of 
the Realm allow the fame. But becaufe the firft Mariage was never lawfully 
difallowed, but that one Man can have but one Wife at once, it accounteth the 
fecond Mariage void: And the Child born therein it adjudgeth Baftard, and not 
wsheritable in this Realm: As appeareth by Glanvile, Brafton and Britton, 
And all the whole Courfe of our Laws received and ufed from the Beginning to 
this prefent Time. 7 : 

Wheretore the Lady Leonenx can pretend juftly no Title to the Crown of Eng. 
lad. So that it may appear by the Laws of the Realm, neither the Scottip 
Queen, nor yet the Lady Leonenx have any maner of Title or-Claim to the 
Crown of Exrland;, be they never fo neer of Bloud. The one becaufe the is not 
the King’s Child, nor free in Exgland ; the other, becaufe if fhe were free, that 
yet the Law cannot allow her for Legitimate, as inheritable to this Realm. 

And therefore as the next of Bloud, and the true and juft Heirs of our Laws, 
the Crown ought to defcend to the Heirs of the French Queen; which be the 
Daughters of the Lady Frances and the Lady Eleanor. And prefently to the 
Lady Katharine, being the Eldeft Daughter to the Eldeft Sifter, the Lady Fran. 


ces 


Againft thefe Heirs of the French Queen 1s objected : Say they, Thefe cannot 
inherit, Why fo? Becaufe they were not lawfully born. For Charles, Duke of 
Suffolk, had at that Time, when he maried the French Queen, another Wife 
living; that is, the Lady Mortymer. To this I anfwer, that altho’ it were true, 
that the Lady Frances and tie Lady Eleonor were not lawfully born (as it 1s not 
true, as ye fhall hear hereaiter ) yet it hurteth not the Title of the Heirs given 
by King Henries Will. For it 1s appointed to the Heirs of them, not to them- 
felves, as the Will plainly dec‘areth. But verily, this is a mere Slander grown 
altogether on Malice ; and no Accufation made apon any juft Prefumption. For 
I befeech you tell me, Is it like, or can any reafonable Man think, if Duke 
Charles had had another Wife living, when he :had maried the French Queen, 
that King Henry would have confented, that his Sifter fhould have received fo 


- great an Injury, that fhe fhould have been kept for a Concubine? Would the 


Council have fuffered fo great Infamy to have -come to their Mafter’s Stock ? 
Would the Nobility of the Realm with fo great Triumph have honoured fo un- 
lawful an A&t? Would the common People, who many times are ready to {peak 
evil of weldoing, have holden their Tongue in fo manifeft Adultery? Is it like, 
that in fo long time, as the French Queen and the Duke lived together, as Man 
aid Wife; (that is, all the Days of the French Queen) that fhe fhould not 
have heard of it? Was it poffible, that among fo many Women, that daily re- 


- forted unto her, (whofe Natures are to. feek for all fuch Things, be they never 


fo fecret, and to communicate them to others ) that none fhould have told her? 
Is it to be believed, that fhe, contrary to the Nature of all Women, would have 
content that another fhould be Partaker of that Flefh, that fhe according to 
God’s Word took only to be her own? Or can any Man think, that any Woman 
can be content to live in mean Degree, when fhe may be & Datchefs ; ds the 
Lady AMortymer fhould have been juftly, if fhe had heen the Dukes’s Wife? 
Surely, methinks, there is no Reafon to make any Man to think, how much kes 
to report fo ? ot : - 2s 
‘But fappofe, that: the Duke had another Wife living, at what time he maried 
the Frexch Queen; -yet forafmuch as he and fhe were maried openly, conthiued 
together all their Lives, as lawful Man and Wife, and nothing faid againft 
them; and every Man took them for Man and Wife: And that the Lady — 
- an 
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and the Lady Eleonor were not, during their-Lives, taken to be Baftards ; Now 
after their Death, neither they, nor their Children may by the Laws of this 
Realm, be convented therefore. For the Laws of thé Realm fay thus, Nec 
juftum eft aliquando mortuyp faccre .Baftardum, qui tato tempore fuo. tenebatur pro 

egitimo : As appeareth by Judgment given at Weffminjler, 13 E. 1. ee 

But for the Declaration of the Truth of this Matter, and to pluck out of the 
Heads of the People their fond Opinion and Confideration ; and maintained of 
fuch as pafs not fo much of the Truth, as they defire to fatisfy their fond. Af- 
feGtions ; yee fhall underftand, that the Duke being Sir Charles Brandon, livin® 
in the Court, being fole and unmaried, made a Contract of Mariage with a Gen-

~ tlewoman called Anne Brown ; and before any Solemnization of Mariage, not 


only had a Daughter by her, which after was maried to the Lord Powis ; but alfo 
brake Promife with her, and openly and folemnely maried the Lady Mortymer: 
Which Mariage the {aid Mrs. Anne Browne judicially accufed to be unlawful. 
For that the faid Sir Charles Braidon had made a Precontracét with her, and had 
carnally known her. Which being duely proved, Sentence of Divorfe between 
the faid Sir Charles and the Lady Mortymer was given. And he tharied folem- 
nely the faid Mrs. Anne Browne. At which Mariage all the Nobility was pre- 
fent, and did honour it. And after had by her another Daughter: Which was 
maried to the Lord Mounteagle. | * ee 

After this the faid Mrs. Anne Browne continued with him all her Life as his 
Wife, and dyed his Wife, without any impeaching of that Mariage. After 
whofe Death, King Henry, having the faid Charles Brandon in great Favour, 
meant he fhould for his better Preferment, have maried the Lady Lifle, being a 
young Madam, and an Inberitrix, Whereupon the {aid Charles Brandon was 
created Vifcount Life: But that Mariage by reafon of her Youth took no 
Place. After this he was created Duke o Suffolk. And Lewis the French King 
dyed, and leaving tbe faid Lady Mary, King Henry the Seventh’s Daughter, a. 
Widow, the faid Duke Charles being fent into France for her, with Confent of 
King Henry maried_ her twice : Firft fecretly in’ France , and after openly here 
in England, as before is declared, And then lived together quietly, as Man 
and Wife, all their Lives. They were fo accepted, and taken of all Per- 
fons. No Perfon impugned, or gainfayed the faid Marriage. For there 
no Caufe. And had Iffue between them, the faid Lady Frances, and Lady 

eonor’. : 

Againft whom the faid Lady Powis, their bafe Sifter, in the time of ee 
Edward VI, alledged Baftardy : But they were, by the Laws of the Realm, an 
the Canon Laws, declared to be Legitimate, and born in lawful Matrimony, 
So that uo Man that hath Underftanding, can fay they be Baftards: And if they. 
could, yet at this prefent, (becaufe it was once adjudged for them; and alfo 
that they both be dead ; and dyed taken as 7 ape he ought not to be 
heard by Order of any Law in the World ; if he would obje& againft them.

We are commanded to deal with you in two principal Points: The one for 
your Obedience to the King. The other, To acknowledge the Regent. Againft 
thefe you alledge Confcience, Honour and Saufty. If inall thefe you be reafo- 
nably anfwered, I truft you will remain fatisfied. 

For the Firft, She is not worthy to live, whofe Caufe ye defend, having 
committed fo horrible Offence. Ergo, No ‘Confcience, by Osder to put her 
down: And lefs not to obey her ; leaft, to obey her unjutt Quarrel, This you 
know your felves: this you have {poken your felves : this you have allowed 
your felves. Your felves wrot againft her, fought againft her ; and were the 
chiefeft Caufe of her Apprehenfion and Imprifonment, and Dimiffion of the 
Crown ;, with fomewhat more than we might fay, if it were not to grieve you 
too much herein. But Plainnef& argueth Friendfhip, and fo do I truft yee take 
it. If at that Time there was A ri don againft Confcience, what moveth 
you to take Confcience to leave her ; but alledge Confcience for your Defence 
in fetting up of her, that hath been the Overthrow of your Country, Shame, and 
Caufe of all the Misfortunes that have fallen unto you, or fhall fall hereafter, if 
ye remain in the Will ye be of? 

Can either of you believe, that your Lives fhall be happier under her, if fhe 
be at home again in her former Eftate, whom ye have fo many ways offended, 
than now it may be under her Son, a Babe ignorant and without Malice or Will 
to revenge, if ye dutifully live under him, and yield your Obedience unto him ? 

If ye dcubt the time to come, when he fhall be of lawful Years, ye may well 
think it eafier by good Deferts in the mean time to obtain his Favour at that 
time, than you can at any time, if this Woman, whofe Nature ye know how 
vindicative it is, full of Malice, and prefently ( whatfoever ye judge of her 
your felves ) as evil difpofed and bent towards you two, as to none worfe ia 
Scotland. So that you two were the chief Occafions of all ‘the Calamities, as fhe 
hath faid, that fhe is falleninto. You, Lord of Liddington, by your Perfuafion 
and Counfil to others to apprehend her, to imprifon her ; yea, to have taken 

refently the Life from her. And you, Lord of Graynge, by your Solicitation, 
Fravail and Labour to bring 1n others to allow thereof, and to put m Execution 

that which by the other you, Lord of Liddington, was devifed, 

Set apart therefore all Confcience in this Matter, where we believe that 
neither of you both is touched in this Matter, fo much as you pretend, or. wilh 
that we fhould believe. If not in Confcience, which is deareft, and wherein 
Men ought to be precifeft, mich lefs in Honour ; in which the World is chiefly 
refpected, and yet weighs down. But that may be fo folved, and your felves 
by all honeft and godly Men better allowed of, in refpect of your Countries 
Weal, fomewhat to yield of ns own particular ; yea, though to your difad- 
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vane: then to fe daily fo much Bloudfhed ; befides many Calamities that 
Men fuffer through the Occafion of this inteftine Sedition. Honour is to be 
refpected, where Juftice procedeth. If the Caufe you defend be unjuft, what 
Honour can there be té maintain it ? But rather Shame and Ignominy to ftand. 
fo long by it, as yee have done? How unjuft it is, if no more could be faid of 
alf your Pra&tices, of all your Attempts, the Extremity of all thofe that 
hitherto in this Action took her Part, doth fufficiently manifeft. | 

Of thefe two Points, becaufe in my Confcience you can fooner refolve your 
felves, than we can fufficiently write of them, receive them to your own Con- 
fideration. And go to the Third, which is the Chief, and to you hardeft. To 
us not of fuch Difficulty as ye make it. 

Mary, my Lord of Lyddington, like his, Tu ff bic effes, aliter fentires ; truly 
we are with you in-care of Mind. We have Compaffion of your prefent hard 
State and Extremities, apparent to enfue. As Friends, we lament it : As Well- 
willers, we are careful to provide for it. Thus far therefore we may promife, that 
fe State by Compofition fhall be no worfe than theirs prefently 1s, that have 

een of your Part and Mind with you. Saufty to your Life we dare promife. 
Reftitution to your Lands and Livings we dare affiire you of. And fo to all 
others that take your Parts. What may be done for Recovery of your Lofles, 
there fhall be as mich don as lieth in us: And fo much I dare fay, as your felf 
{hall be witnefs more cannot be don for the Recovery of it, wherefoever it be 
found, or be heard of. 


If ye doubt of the Regent Perfon, yee feem to know lefs now then before- . 


time ye havedon. Whofe Honefty towards the World ye have allowed of in 
time paft. Of whofe particular good Will toward your felf, we have well re- 

rted and thought. Of whofe Zele and Love towards the Word of God, and 
ie to his Country, no Man ever doubted. What my Miftres Advice to him, 
and Reverence he bears unto her to follow the fame, doth or may work in him, 
we find, and can affure our felves fofficiently, that it is fuch as neither fhall his 


-promife be broken unto you, nor any thing be left undon by him, that is in 


his Power to perform. 

Whatfoever ye doubt of my Lord of Morton, ye fhall have the like Security 
of him ; and my Miftrefs to interpofe her felf fo far, as in Honcur and Reafon 
fhe may. If this be not fufficient, be your felves the Devifers, yee fhall find 
us Friends, Fellows, Companions, Debters, Commiffioners ; Term us as ye will ; 
faithful, and indifferent any way that we can to do you good. If nothing of 


this will ferve, truft us upon our Words, ye ftay to your greater Deftruction. Yee - 


are difappointed of your Purpofe, and fhall be driven to that Extremity, that 

we are both loth to think of, much lefs willing to put it in Writing. Give us

1 Firft, In the Entry of your Matter, among other Things you recited a Place 
out of Feremy, Chap. xxiit, where it is faid, He that hath my Word, let him [peak my 
Word faithfully, What is the Chaff to the Wheat, faith the Lord ¢ But in the End, 
you yourfelf delivered us Chaff and Wheat together, perfuading us to content 
our felves therewith ; and fo to receive the fame; faying, we had the Wheat, 
let us not ftrive for the Chaff. And fith we had the Kernel, let us not ftrive 
for the Shell, Fc. Concluding, that thofe that did not content: themfelves 
therewith were wanton and full, and had not the Spirit of God. Truly, a very 
hard and fevere Judgment. But we fear, leaft this Perfuafion uttered by you, 
neither came from the Spirit of God, nor favoured any whit at al thereof. And 
this is our Reafon: God is not pleafed with a Mixture in Religion. Neither did 
we read, neither, as we believe, fhall you ever be able to prove, that God’s 
Spirit in the Patriarchs, Prophets, Chrift and the Apoftles, did at any time ex- 
hort God’s People to content themfelves with a corrupt maner of ferving of 
God. Bur you think, God may be ferved with a Mingle Mangle, and have 
taught the fame. 
Therefore we are fully perfuaded, that in this Point you fpeak not by God’s 
Spirit. We demand this Queftion, If one of your Farmers fhould give you 
freely an Hundred Quarters of pure and clean Wheat: And his Servant, whom 


he put in Truft, fhould deliver you Wheat and Chaff together ; would you think | 


him a good Servant? And that fith I have the Wheat, 1 will not ftrive for the 
Chaff? We think not. Even fo, fith God hath given us the pure Wheat of his 
Word, and faith, What is the Chaff to the Wheat ? may either you teach the fame, 
mingled with the Chaff of Antichriftian Traditions, or we, or any-other receive 
the fame from you, feeing we know it to be contrary to God’s Wil, reveled in 
his Word ; judge your felves, that you be not judged of the Lord.

Paul, you would never wear White, Black, Round nor Square, while the World 
ftandeth, that you would not offend your Brcther. Neither would you for thefe 
Matters, which you yourfelf confefs are but Trifles and of fimai] Importance, 
have deprived from ck thruft into Prifon, ftopped the Mouths of fo many 
grave, learned and godly zelous Preachers, as you have done, Neither would 

ou have kept back, as you daily do, from Preferment fuch as well, and war- 
hily have deferved the fame; and fuch as the Lord God himfelf hath from 
time to time ftirred up to the fimple Service of, according as. he hath reveled, 
The Lord lay not the Sin of Perfecution to your Charge. 

And what fhould move you to maintain them fo ftoutly, feeing you confefg 
they are but ee ? Wee fay, not. For Trifles are not to be maintained in God's 
Church ; becaufe they edify not ; becaufe they are not expedient ; becaufe they 
are not to he allowed in the Service of our jealous God ; becaufe God will be 
worfhipped as he himfedf hath prefcribed in his Word ; which is not with Trifles, 
but with earneft, pure and undefiled Religion. 


VII. The laft thing which grieved our Cpnfciences was, yeur Demand which 
you made: What is White? What is Black? What is Round ? What 1s Square ? 
They are, faid you, the good Creatures of God. But we are fure, that White, 
Black and Square,: as you now ufe them, are nat God’s Creatures, as he created 
them, but as Antichrift hath formed them. From whence you have received 
both Fafhion and Form. And therefore ftill the Creatures of Antichrift. And 
that in fuch fort, asall the Laws and Proclamations that ever have been, or fhall 
be in England, cannot make them theirs, as [to] Form and Fafhion, neither 
God’s Creatures, nor the Princes.; no more than the King of France can with a 
Proclamation make Acts of another Noble King his. As alfo, for Example, if 

_ the Turk fhould decree by Laws, Statutes and Edicts, that all the Ceremonies of 
Mofes Law, as offering of Calves, Incenfeé, Oyl and Flower; and all Aaron’s 
Attyre fhould no more be taken. for Afofes’s Ceremonies and Aaron's Attyre, 
but for his Ceremonies, and his Attyre: Should not Mo/es’s Ceremonias continue 
Mofes’s Ceremonies ftill? And aran’s holy Garments continue Aarons Gar- 
ments ftill? Wee think, yea: and Wifdom hath fo thought alfo, Then no Pro- 
clamation, Law or Statute can difpoflefs Antichrift, the Pope, from his-Cere- 
monies, Ordinances, Conftitutions. and, Attyre. But look, what Ceremonies, 

' Ordinances and Conftitutions and Attyre were his twenty Years ago, fhall be 
his Ceremonies, Ordinances and Conftitutions and Attyre ftill, tho’ a thoufand 
Proclamations fhould command the contrary. There- 
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_ Therefore herein. we confent with you, that in refpect of Subftance they are 
God’s good Creatures ; but in the Confideration of the Ufe, Form, Fafhion and 
End, whereunto they were and are appointed, we judge them altogether unlaw- 
ful, proceding from Antichrift, that Man of Sin, andthe Sworn Enemy of God 
and his Truth, - | 

_ And what Eftimation fhall the Minifters get by wearing the Badge and Cog- © 
nizance of his Mafters deadly Foe, we referr it to your own Wifdom and Dif- 
cretion, : And thus, although rudely, yet truly, we have declared the Caufe of 
our Griefs ; wifhing them to be fatished by you or fome others, out of God’s 
Word: whereupon we may ground and fettle our, Confciences, For bare Affe-- 
verations are but weak Confirmations. Neither"may we be carried away with 
the Countenance of any Man’s Calling: but whereunto we muft fubject both our 
Senfes and our felves, is the mighty Word of the eternal God. Which if it 
might bear Sway, as of right it ought, O Lord, how many Sinners fhould be 
extingoifhed and: buried, that now a vain Policy doth maintain and ftrengthen ? 
How many and grievous Burthens fhould then be taken from us, that no Chri- 
{tian’s Eyes and Ears can fcarce behold and hear ? God grant, that all Abufes 
may be with Expedition reformed , and that you and your Fellow Bifhops may 
labour fpeedily to reduce our Englifs Church as nigh as may be to the Form and 
Patesn of the Apoftles Church. Amen. 3

IETHE Duke came forth of the Tower to the Scaffold on Tower-Hill, guarded cot, Library, 
with the Sheriff of London and Officers ; and accompanied with Sir Owex Julius. F. 6 


Hopton, Lieutenant of the Tower, Sir Henry Lee, Mr. Nouel, Dean of St. Panls, 
and Mr. Fox, fometime his Schoolmafter, with other Gentlemen. When he af- 
cended the Scafibld, after a little Talk that he had with Mr. Nonel, he demanded 
‘of the Standers by, which way he might beft dire&t his Face to {peake unto the 
People. | And it» was anfwered him, Toward the Eaft Side of the Scaffold. 
‘Where "ac fie placed himfelf, and uncovered his Head,. with taking View 
ofthe People, and, efpecjally of {uch as ftood neer him. To whom with a cheer- 
ful Countenance and bold Looks, he uttered thefe Words : 
. edt 1s not arare.Thing, good People, to fea Man come to this Place, to take 
-his Death : Although in our Queens gracious and moft merciful Reign, you have 
had ‘no Experieuce thereof. And it is my Fortune, firft to be, I thank God 
for it, and pray unto God I may be the laft. Whereunto a Number of the People 
fad, AMEN.:.-— a ae a 
I muft-defire you, good People, to bear with me. For it is not ufual with 
Men of my: Vocation to {peak in fuch an Affembly, and furrender to every Man 
that is not bold {pirited alike, and efpecially in fuch ‘a Place and at fuch a time 
as this 1s.. Yet. if you will give me Leave, I truft to {fpeak, as my Confcience 
‘fhall be difcharged, and not one of you offended. For I would be loth tooffend 
‘the lealt that is here. And that you may the better underftand and cary away 
. that which.I fay, -I-will divide. my Speech into three Parts, and I pray you take 
-altogether with you, and do not take here and there a Piece. For if you will 
take it together with you, it wil plefure you the better. 

Firft, as concerning my Offence, I come not hither to excufe my felf, and 
_my Fault, .For I muft needs confefs, that I have had Dealing with the Queen 
; of Scats, more than either my Duty, or Allegiance doth permit me. And after 
my firlt coming-to-the Tower; I made my Submiilion to the Queen’s Majefty 5 
- which troubled me moft of all: though not by: folemne [ Vow ] or receiving

the Communion, never to deal in it again, as Ihave been charged. But I 
mifed her Grace in Writing, that I would never deal with the Scottif) Queen. And 
this notwithftanding I muft needs confefs, that after my Delivery out of the 
Tower, I had fecret Conference with divers concerning the aforefaid Queen. The 
which yet fticketh in my Stomac. But what moved me to do it, God knoweth,: 
Some may think, for fear. of my Life. But a Man fhould never fear Death, 
Furthermore, I muft needs confefs, that I conferred with divers fufpected Per. 
fons, Of which fome have been found faulty. As namely, Rodulpbo for one, 
being a Stranger. WhomI neverdealt with, but only except for a Recognigance, 
wherin I ftood bound ; which all the World knoweth. And then, I confefs, ¥ 
found him apt to attempt any Treafon that could be devifed, and [ having ] an 
ott to this Commonwealth. Whereof I cannot excufe my felf. Foralthough 
I did not condefcend to their Requeft, I did not bewray and difclofe it, as a 
good and dutiful Subject ought to de, . 

Further, I did fee two Letters from the Pope; the which my Men deciphered ; 
but I did never confent unto’them: And for the Depriving of the Queen’s 
Majefty, and the Invafion of the Realm, and the deftroying of the City of 
London ; 1t was never my Intent. | : 7 

Here the Sheriff interrupted him, and faid,. The Time now ferved to make 
manifeft his Faults, and not excufe them, by the Impeaching of the good 
Name of his Peers: Who juftly have found him guilty, Whereunto he anfwered 
and faid, Good Mr. Sheriff, I come not hither to yuftify my felf: but my Mean- 
ing is to clear my Peers, And therefore Idefire you Mafters, to bear me all 
Witnefs: and fo report of me afterwards. Then proceding a little further in 
fuch like Terms, Chrifopber, one of the Secondarzes of the Counter, interrupted 
him the Second Time , and faid, That he was condemned and sudged to dy by 
the Order of the Law and his Peers, and that he had as Princely a Tryal as any 
Man had, And now the Writ was come to execute him. And therefore wifhed 
him, either to furceafe from fuch Proteftations, or elfe to hold his Peace. Where- 
unto he anfwered, I pray you, good Gentleman, give me leave to {peak, and you 
fhatl well perceive, that my coming, [ meaning} is not to'excufe my felf of 
my Fault at all, And turning:himfelf ‘to the People he faid:'- 

You fe how I am interrupted: And therefore I'think that I fha}l hardly make 
anevil Tale. Well, I will come.to my Second Particular,’ which 1s my Con- 
{cience and Religion. And as touching my ‘Religion, I have been fafpected to 
‘be a Papift. I muft confefs, that divers of miy familiar Friends, and divers of 
my Servants and Officers under me were Papifts.. “But whut Meaning I had init, 
‘God who feeth above knoweth it. For my felf,:'God is my Witnefs, Ihave 
always been a Proteftant, and never did allow of their blind and fond Cereino- 
nies, And now before God and you all, I utterly ‘renounce the Pope, and all 
‘Popedome, Which ‘thing I ‘have always don, amid will-doto my Life’s End. 
And tothat which is the chiefeft Point of our ‘Belief, I believe and truft to be 
faved by Faith in Jefus Chrift only, and by none other Means, For -if I did, 
I fhould be greatly deceived at this-Inftant, ©. er . ss 

Laftly, Ido crave Pardon moft humbly of the Queen’s Majefty for all mine 
‘Offences. ; whofe gentle Clemency I have abundantly taftéd, as well - in forgi- 
ving me my Faults, as alfo granting me fo long atime of Repentance of my 
bypaft Life. And furthermore, I thank her gracious Majefty, that it hath pleafed 
her to promife to be good and gracious Lady to my poor and orphant Children, 
Which wasmy only Requeft. . And I befeech Almighty God'to grant her along, 
profperous and quiet Reign over you. 3 ee Aca 

I could ufe a Similitude, although the Place and State of ‘the Speakers are far 
unlike ; yet not anmeet for this: Time and Place. ‘I did once hear in King 
Edward’s Time, Mr. Latymer, a ‘ood old-and bleffed Martyr, ‘preach, that he 
feared great Plagues were to ‘come upon the People for their Exactions and 
Contentions and Difebedience.

The Executioner offered hima Linnin to wind before his Eyes, He faid, 
My Fellow, I will not move, for I do not fear Death : For I hope to go finging 
into Heaven. Then without declaring any exterior Sign of inward Paflion or 
Grief, by alteration of his Countenance, he meekly offered his Head upon the 
Block to the Executioner ; and his Soul te the Mercy of Almighty God, . -

Chrift by his Death confirmed the New Teftament ; and fe the Old wa no 
longer his Teftament, And Paul faith, Hebr. viii. Quod dicit Novum, antiquavit 
prius. Nor the Service thereof was no longer God’s Service, nor the ufing there- 
of was no longer profitable: nor was it no more to be ufed for Religion and 
God’s Honour, than the Mafs, or any thing devifed by Man. And yet notwith- 
ftanding all this, the ews {till accounted it fo needful, that they thought they 
could not be faved without it, nor pleafe God without it. And Paul knew all 
this to be true, and yet he fuffered Timothy to be circumcifed; he kept himfelf 
the Feaft of Pentecoft at Ferufalem: he went into the Temple: he cleanfed 
himfelf: he vowed: he fhaved his Head with the Jems. He was, as himfelf 
writeth of himfelf, Fudaezs fadus tanquam Fudaus. And commanded, that none 
fhould condemn the Fews, which for Confcience and Religion durft not eat that 
that was forbidden by the abolifhed Law of Mofes. Nor would not for Devotion 
break the Holy Days commanded by the fame Law.

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- How then can we rightly condemn them, which for Ignorance ufe the Mafs 
with fuch Holinefs and Opinion, as the et For as they judge it neceflary 
for Salvation, and for worfhiping of God, {fo did the Fews judge the abolifhed 
Law of Mofes to:be. And as the Mafs is but the Ordinance of Man, no more 
was the Levitical and Ceremonial Law, being before taken away by Chrift. And 
afterwards ufed was, I fay, not God’s Law, bot Man’s mere Ordinance, &c. 
And therefore as the fuperftitious Ufers of the abolifhed Law of Mofes were born 
withal, fo t we to do with the fuperftitious Ufers of the Mafs, For where

Anfwer by Letter: But I have yielded, as you fee. oe . cae 
As for fo much as concerneth Mr. Cartwright, Lanfwer you fine excandefcentia, 
(which 1s your Term) that guo poffum Candore Reditus ejus erit mibi gratus : eiq; 
optime cupio &F opte, But as for the reading of a public Lecture in Cambridge, 1 
can promife nothing of my felf For therein I know no Power that Ihave. I 
know very well it 1s my Duty to further all good Learning and Quietnefs in 
that Univerfity ; that undecent Contentions be excluded from thence. 7 
The reft of your Pamphlet or Letter, ( worfe I will not name it ) containeth 
divers Ejaculations againft me. As one, that if I were fo void of Knowledge 
or Godlinefs, as your Words make me, I fhould be afhamed to live in the Place 
whereI do.

The Examination of one Biofle, alas Mantels that reported King 
Edward VI. was alive, and Queen Elizabeth was maried. Taken by 
Fleetwood Retorder of London :. Sent with his Letter to the Lord 
Treafurer Burleigh. | 


HE 200f Odober, 1592. Robert Bloffe, alias Mantel, examined before the ayss. pureh- 
Recorder, faith, That he was born in London: that his Father was a lian, 

Goldfmith. And being young he was brought up under Mr. Bale, the learned 
Man, Prior of the White Friars in Ipfwich. At his Man’s Eftate, he maried one 
Mr. Egelden’s Daughter, being Town Clark of Sandwich. And he confefleth, 
that at the time of his Mariage, he was a Gunner in the King’s Ships , and can 
— Shoot off and difcharge great Ordnance. His Wife and he not well agreeing, he 
did depart from her ; and fhe doth now livein Cambridge. 7

N the 13 of this prefent until this Day, there hath beer three divers Ex- 
ploits at Rochel, upon the Baftilion L’ Evangele, The firft was done the 
13th. when Monfeur de Guaz entred at Sompares, upon the faid Baflilion, with 
500 Harquebufiers ; and did furprize thofe of the Watch, and flew them without 
the Lofs of any one Soldier. Notwithftanding he was conftrained in the End to 
abandon the faid Place; by reafon that the Townesmen came upon them witha 
great Number of Harquebufiers, and did hurt fome of them with artificial kinds 
of Fire. The Second was done on the 18th. In the which Confli& Monfeur de 
Guatz, and De Colombes were fore hurt, and Stepbano D’ Urbzn flain with divers 
of his Soldiers. The Third, the 20th and atft of this prefent. And in this 
Combate it is reported, that one Befime, who in the laft Maffacre at Paris, flew 
the Admiral, had his Thighs quite {tricken off with a Canon: Monier de Puif- 
gaillarde, Governor of Angiers fore hurt ; or as fome judge, dead: Monfeur 
Polliac, Collonel of his Twelve Enfignes, flain, befides a great Number of Sol- 
diers,. The 21ft of this Prefent, the Rochelois being a:'vertifed, that the 
ereateft Part of the King’s Camp was going to fee the Arcival of the Swiffes, 
iffuing forth and finding the Trenches not fo well furnifhe!, they entred into 
them. And many they flew, and others they chafed avay. They did alfo 
ra four great Peeces of Artilery, and brought away with them Six Enfignes: 
And they retyred themfelves into the Town. |

‘OST humbly I befeech your Honours to confider, that in Matters of “ate Burgh: » 


Accufation, ‘not only Words, but alfo the Manner of fpeaking, muft be 
Witnefs of the Truth. Elfe our Saviour Chrift loft the Innocency of his Caufe: 
who was charged but with the Words pf his own Mouth. Matth. 26.62. Fob. 2. 19. 
And indeed the moft perfect Words, as they be fpoken in their Order, may have 
a very ill Sound, if you will draw them apart. When Chrift faid, he that will 
be his Difciple, muft hate his Father and his Mother: If you change his Pur- 
pofe and maner of fpeaking, you fhall open wide the Mouth of the Slanderer 
unto much Bitternefs. This Example of our Saviour Chrift, it is precious and 
dear unto your Honours. So that you will never receive a Report of Words, 
but in good Warrant of the manner of {peaking. 

And, my very good Lords, the more plentifully you have received Grace, 
and a Spirit of Government, fear the more, left the Accufer fhould here deceive 

ou. Con/lantinus that excellent Emperor manitimes juftified Athanafius againft 
is Accufers : yet at the laft he was overcome ; and believing the evil Report, ba- 

nifhed -an excellent Bifhop. Theedofus, a fingular Man, and of a meek Spirit , 
yet he was caried away, and decreed againft Cyril, a fingular Bifhop. David, a 

an according to the Heart of God, believed a falfe Accufation againlt Mephi- 
bofheth ; and did his faithful and good Servant Wrong. Thefe Examples make me 
fometimes fear. And therefore I befeech your Honours pardon me, tho’ I were 
bold to alledge them. And for all the Things, wherecf I am accufed, firft, I 
befeech God revele the Truth ; and then before God I profefs unto you to write 
the Truth of that I know I have fpoken. 

Againft Godfathers and Godmothers, faving only the Name, I {pake nothing. 
I know they are ufed in Reformed Churches: and I confefs the Ufe is good. 
And they that {peak againft them, I think, they are worthy to be punifhed. Of 
the Charge given to them, to fe the Children brought up: to exhort them to hear 
Sermons, &c. and thereof to make Progrefs in the Church of Ged. Which yet 
they did not keep, I faid, it was very ill, and perhaps I added, one of the worft 
things in the Book of Service, Wherein I alfo blamed the French Book; not 
only our own. 

More than this, on my part, was never thought. And therefore I am fure 
not {poken by me. Where it was further objected again{t me, that I faid, 

The Statute for the Provifion for the Poor was no competent Way devifed for it; 
or any fuch Words. In which I might feem to blame either the Act of Parla- 
ment, or the Makers of it. Iutterly deny it, as a moft impudent Report ; and 


fach as it grieveth me once to remember it. I thank God, I have better learn- 


ed than in Dijhes and Cups to blame fo proudly the State of a Kingdom. I al- 
lowed of the Order already taken, I commended it. I faid, it wanteth only 
the good Will of Men to execute it. Where it is further objected, 

, . That 
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That I could provide for the Poor two ways. The one was, I could commit them 


to the Rich to be kept; to fome two, to fome three, &c. Another Way wag, 
To what Parpofe is this Superfluity? Or, what do we with fo much Plate? 
Thefe all I utterly deny, as the Words which I never {pake, and the Thoughts 
which were never yet in my Heart. And if I fhould have fpoken the one or the 
other, I had fpoken wickedly, and deferved Punifhment accordingly, And thus 


much I profefs and proteft, upon the Warrant of a Chriftian Man’s Words before 


the Seat of Juftice; where I dare not lye. And to prove my Saying true,’ I have 
brought the Hand of thofe that were prefent. If contrary Witnefles come againft 
me, as I underftand Mr. Toy, Mr. Willet, and Mr. D. Chaderton will do, I be- 
feech your Lordfhips, give me Leave to except againft their Teftimony : and 
you fhall hear more plainly, what I have to fay. Only this now fhall be fuff- 
cient: Mr. Toy conteffed before Mr. Killegrew and Mr._D. Fulke, he heard me {peak 


_ nothing of Plate, nothing of that Book, nothing of committing the Poor to the 


Rich, Only he remembred, I faid at Dinner, To what Purpofe 1s this Super- 
fluity ? And of the Charge of Godfathers, who did very ill, that they looked no 
better toit. Mr. Willet {aid to Mr. Fulke, he would he had not been there: For 
indeed my Words, except they were ftrangely conftrued againft me, might be 
well taken. Mr. Chaderton praifed me much at the Table, and faid, he was fare 
the Univerfity would willingly give me again my Grace, to commence this 
next Year: And after Dinner privately to Mr. Hodgfon, he ufed much fair Speech 
of me. And fince he accufed me, he wrote his Letters to me, that he had fpo- 
ken nothing, but as Occafion was offered ; and he meant no ll in his Words to- 
ward me: And it muft needs be thought fomewhat ftrange, that fo {pecial 
Words, fo full of Offence, fo boldly reported by Mr. Chadertonx, fhould be re.

Laft of all, I befeech your Honours, if Occafion fhall fo ferve ; enquire of 
mine Accufers, what Chapter I read after Dinner; and the Words I ufed of the 
mutual Duty of Poor and Rich; of private Men and of them in Authority. 
Which if they will remember, they cannot conftrue my firft Words fo firange- 
ly, to devife any evil Meaning of them. | 

Now becaufe in Report of my Words there is great Sufpicion, left I fhould 
fecretly fancy a Community of things, I teftity 1t before God and his Angels, 
that this I know, fuch a Community is but a common Confufion ; tending to the 
Spoil of God’s People, and utter Shame of all his Saints. For feeing the Heart 
of Man is full of Corruption, which encreafeth more by all unbridled — 
what refting Place fhould be for the Godly, which muft render again good for 
evil? except Community could place out of our Nature Envy, Malice, Covetouf- 
nefs, Strife, Concupifcence, &c. How miferable were the Church of Chrift, 
that muft needs be fubject to fo cruel a Multitude? He that teacheth this Do- 
étrine, let him be cut off whofoever he be. 

For our part, we have not fo learned Chrift. But we fay with St: Peul, Let 
every man abide in that Calling in which he is called ; whether be be bond or free. 
That he may be taught by the Grace of God, how to abound, and how to want; 
how to be rich, and how to be poor. And bleffed be the Lord of J/rael, that 
hath eftablifhed for his People (not of tranfitory things ) fo great a Warrant of 
Faith. For in all Poverty, Sorrow, Care, Affliction, what Comfort do I feel, 
when I can fay with the Prophet David, I hold my peace, O Lord, becaufe thon 
haft dove it @ How happily do I fee the Troubles to come, when God fhall wipe 
away all Tears from our Eyes? And again, In all Abundance of Riches, Honour, 


Favour, Authority, what Witneffes are they unto me of God’s Goodnefs? when 


I can fay in the midft of them, Vanity of Vanity; and all is Vanity : When J faith- 


fully difpenfe that is committed unto me: When I truly believe, that my Tre- 


fure is not earthly: When I look through Honour, and fee in Spirit, that to fear 
God and keep his Commandments, this is all the Happinefs under the Sun. It 
1s a curfed Community that taketh this Blefling from us. And Satan turneth 
himfelf into an Angel of Light, when he maketh fuch Entrance into the Path- 
ways of Love, :

‘Upon a of fuch as found fault with the Cuftoms of this 
Church. 


S our Gracious Queen, out of her pious Principles, hath taken Compaffion 
on your being perfecuted, and of the Miferies you have fuffered for the 
Religion y (being com in her Kingdoms) and is willing to give you her Pro- 
tection; fo fhee expects from you fuch Services as become Honeft and Godly 
Subjects ; and all fuch Actions as become thankful Acknowledgments, . Andis 
very glad that fhee hath hitherto found the Performance of that Duty ; and 
hopes, that it will alwaies continue. But fince there is a feditious Sort of Peo- 
ple {prung up, not content with the peaceable State of the Commonwealth, 
feeking for Occafions to breach what is new and ftrange; and that efpecially in 
regard of the ufual Forms of religious Worfhip, and the Ceremonies of the pub- 
Jick Prayers: that fo they might feem to be entsing and to underftand .mere 
than they which firft inftituted the fame, by publick Advife and Counfils. 
This hath caufed in her Majefty Apprehenfions, leaft fach tumultuous Spirits 
fhould occafion you to mifufe your Privileges, imagining, that the Way they 
invent will bee more acceptable to you, than that which is in Ufe with us; as 
feeming more conformable with your Cuftoms than ours; and will pretend to the 
common People that you defpife our Way. 
_ It is not unknowne to us, that in divers Churches, ever fince the Chriftian 
Religion had a Beginning, divers Waies and Ceremonies have been ufed, fom 
fianding, fom falling on their Knees, others flat downe, have addreffed and 
prayed to God. And yet one and the felf-fame Religion, if the Prayers are 
don in Truth to the true Ged, and no Impiety and Superftition mixt with it. 
In divers Places and Ccuntries the fame God, whofe is the whole World, 1s 
believed and adored of divers Nations, and.in divers Tongues and Languages, 
and in divers Manners, and with Varietie of Cloathing and Ceremonies ; yet is 
it the felf fame Faith, the fame Religion, the fame Chrift, and God the Father

Wee do not defpife your Cuftom, -nor compel you to ours; but wee account 
your Ceremonies good, as fitteft for you, and moft agreeable to the Republick 
from whence you come. And wee hope alfo, that you in avothers Common: 
Wealth, will not be fo ungratefally Curious, that you will condemn thofe Cu- 
ftoms, which wee have bin moved to eftablifh out of the Principles cf true 
Pietie and Religion, with common Confent of the whole Kingdom, by the Com- 
mand of pious Princes ; and which the great Labor of wife and learned Men 
have ordained, as moft proper for our Pecple ; and were confirmed by the Bloud 
and Death of many Martyrs: And have bin for a long time thus fettled amongft 
us; That you fhould not defpife them, but rather thefe tumultuous and al

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People, who would bring Confufion to what is fo well fetled ; nor to approve or 
give aid to fuch Actions, either by Word or any part of your Authoritie, . And 
if any amongft them fhould prefume to affirme, what you are cautioned againft, 

Be 
it far from you, to do any thing whereby you might create any Sufpifion of 
difturbing the Peace of our Common-Welth, and the State of our Religion, fo 
wel fetled, and fo breed occafion of Difference and Difcord, © a 

For by your Wifdom you know very well, that the Queen’s Majelty would 
rather drive you out of her Kingdom, than to fuffer, that by fuch Guefts (who 


‘were received on a religious Account) by fuch wicked and unkindely Means. 


her State fhould bee brought in Danger. ! 
_ Therefore if there be any that feek to caufe a Difcord between ts, be they 
Englifh, or of your own People, drive them from your Flock, and fuffer them 


not to make fo illa ufe of you. Or if there be any that, out of a wanton Con- 


ceitednefs, leave and come from the Ufe and Cuftom of their native Country, 
and will joyne themfelves with you, fuch wee think ought not to bee received 
by you, that fo they may not occafion Difcord and Contention , which would 
be troublefom to us, and prejudicial to you ; for wee forefeeing the things that 


might arife from fuch Differences, have thought: it neceflary by this our Letter. 


to warn you again{t it, And we doubt not, by all poflible Means and Diligence, 
you will take care, according to your Wifdom and Pietie, that neither to our 


lorious and pious Queen, nor Us, any Caufe of Offence, nor any Sufpicion of 
ngratitude or Difobedience fhall be given: Whereby it will come to pafs, that: 


you may live here in Peace and Security ; and that we may fhew you all the 
Favour we can to our mutual Comfort. Farewel in Chrift our common Savior.

knowledge forfeited his Leafe. I minding by this means to have a Redrefs of 
thofe Defaults above rehearfed, told him at that time, I was not fully refolved 
what was beft to be done; minding nothing lefs than to take it fromhim, asmay 
appear by mine Anfwer at that time to Mr. Nowel’s Letter. And further, I 
willed my Receiver to fay unto Mr. Nowel by word of Mouth, that I minded fo 
to deal with the young Man, that Mr. Nowel fhould well like thereof.

H ER E isa Bankin the Ifle, called Waterfea Bank, which is the Safety 
and Defence of four Townes, containing in them all Twenty Six-fcore 
Houfeholds : Which Calfey or Bank 1s the Bifhops Charge. Thefe four Townes 
were drowned about Six Years paft with rage of Water, the Bifhop being afked 
before but ro J. to repair the faid Bank, to fave thofe Townes. But the Bifhop 
unchriftianly denyed to difburfe any Mony, Moreover, he hath raifed great 
Tolls and Exactions upon all Travailers pafling through the Ifle, taking 2 d. for 
Man and Horfe, without any Letters Patents or Authority from the Prince, 
There are two of the Afwoods of Dodington, which have paid in one Year for 
Toll for their Parts, 20 Marks. This Toll hath continued Twelve Years. 
Anfwer. What ChargeI have been at touching Waterfea Bank, the whole 
Country can tell. And as for rol. which he faith was required of me for the 
Banks, is untrue. And yet both at the Time, and fince the Time, at the 
great Outrage of Stormes, I have beftowed upon the Banks within the Hundred 
of Wifbich, more than my whole Revenue of the Country ; ( which is Six-{core 
Pounds by Year ) for the Space of three Years and more together. And as for 
Toll for helping of the Bank, it hath continued Time out of mind. And at 
this prefent, the Bank is well repaired, whatfoever this Article flanderoufly doth 
report. Itis anfwered more at large in the Eighth Article of Styward’s Com- 


 plaint. He reporteth that two A/hwoods, which be Horfe-courfers, have paid 


for Toll 20 Marks. Icannot tell what they have paid for Toll ; but I hear it 
reported by the whole Country thereabouts, that thofe two Horfe-courfers do 
more hurt with the Number of Cattel that they drive, than many other that 
pais that way.

 Awsther Article was this, An Houfe and Ground violently taken away by the 
Bifhop. 

Anfwer. This is not true, There was no Houfe and Ground violently taken 
away be me, nor none for me. But one Thomas Coward of March, being my 
Copy-holder of a Tenement with the Appurtinences, holden of my Manour of 
Dodixgton, one George Hafel brought down a Commifiion for conceled Lands (as 
it was faid) which Hajfel fo informed, and perfuaded this poor Man, Coward 
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my Tenant (as it fhould feem ) that he was contented to become Tenant of 
the faid Tenement, and to purchafe it of the faid Hafyl : and fo to hold it 
freely. By reafon whereof, ipfo fa&o, the Copy-hold was forfeited. For that 
according to the Cuftom of my Manvur, no Tenant may do any A& to alter 
his Copy-hold to Free-hold. And therefore upon the faid F orfeiture, which was 
apparent, I graunted fich Intereft as I had in thé fame Copy-hold, unto one 
Henry Serle and to fobn Chapman, two of my Servants. And what End or 
Order they have taken in the fame, fince my Graunt, I know not. 


Trem, The Servant of this Complainant was indi&ed of Felony for four Hogs, 
and fhould have been hanged by the Bifhop.

M OST Gracious Sovereign. That which if Time and your Affairs 


would have fuffered, I meant to have done by prefent Speech, I am 
driven by Abfence to do by Letter ; not doubting neverthelefs, but that though 
my Pen and Speech were not prefent, yet your Majefties great Underftanding 
confidered, together with the Advice of your grave and wife Counfillors, all 
things fhould be fufficiently forefeen and provided for. And yet my Truft is, 
knowing (as by Proof I do) your Majefties gracious Acceptation of things 
well meant, you will take this my Writing (although not needful) in good 

art. 

. Your Majefty knoweth right well, that Perils and Dangers be great or {mall, 
as the Enemies that do breed and bring them forth, be of great and fmall Power. 
Now France, Spainand Rome, being mighty and potent Princes, and your inward 
Enemies, as by fundry their Doings it plainly appeareth, it followeth neceflarily 
that your Dangers and Perills fought by them, mult needs be very great, As 
they be great, fo be they imminent and at hand.  Becaufe Power and Occafion 
doth at this prefent concur with their Wills, having made Peace with their Ene- 
mies, And therefore require fpeedy Provifion to withftand them ; left elfe the 
Mifchief be put in Execution, before the Remedies be provided, And fo fhallal 
things grow defperate, and all things remedilefs. Surely, Madam, the Fear of 
this groweth fo greatly in me, that I could not be quiet in my felf without re- 
membring the fame unto your Majefty, according to my beunden Duty, And 
methinks it were better for meto cflend by fearing too much, than by hoping 
too much. The former feeketh for Remedies ; the fecond breedeth carelefs Se- 
curity : Whereby things be driven fo long, that they pafs fometime the Help 
| ; . of 
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of Counfil, Whereupon I thought good to put your Majefty in mind, that as 
your Perills be three by reafon of your three great Enemies, fo have they three 
eafy Ways and Means greatly toannoy you And you alfo three ready Reme- 
dies to withftand them, being taken in time : The Means that France hath to 
annoy you is by Scotland ; Spain by the Low-Countries ; and: Rome by his Mufters 
here in England. The two former being foreign Forces, and outward ; this lat- 
ter is inteftine and inward. And how unable the People of England divided is to 
withftand the Powers without, united, as it makes not my Penonly, but my 
felf, to quake to think of it, | 

Now the Helps contained in my Underftanding, are thefe. Firft, to withftand 
France, (which hath his way by Scotland, ) is to affure Scotland to England. A 
thing not hard todo, feeing as their State now ftandeth, their Safety and Perils 
ftand joyned with yours And their Commodity, it will grow by fuch a Con- 
junction ; as thefe [ Advantages, ] Firft, Fraxce thereby fhall have no Footing 
in Scotland ; whereby they may invade your Majefty on main Land. But that 
they are firft to fet Sail for it : A Matter of very great Moment, the Chance of 
Wind and Weather remembred. By the Secand Commodity your Highnefs fhall 
have the Aff:ftance of the Force of Scotland from time to time, as well to offend 
the Attempts of a Competitor, as alfo to fupprefs Rebellions that may arife in 
the time of Troubles. And befides, fhall he ready to give you Succour and Aid, 
in all your Neceffities within your Realm. Which Succours fhall need no 
tran{porting, but may repair at all times upon main Land, The third Com- 


| oer that will grow by the Aflurance of Scotland is, that thereby you fhall 
e 


be fafe and free from the great Perills and Dangers that were very like to grow 
by them to you, if they fhould be joyned to Fraxce. Whereunto they mutft needs 
yield, except they were affured to your Majefty. For the Nature of Man is 
fuch, that if he cannot find Surety where he would, he will feek it where he 
may get it, Now I know no way fo good to affure Scotland to your Highnef, 
as by giving to the principal Perfons of that Realm convenient Penfions, And 
this to have you to do, I would not onely be a Counfillor, but alfo from the 
bottome of my Heart a moft humble and earneft Petitioner. And where it 
may be doubted the French will cutbid you, O! Madam, I pray you to call 
to mind, that the Scots can take no Penfions to join with the French, but thatit 
muft tend to the Overthrow of Religion eftablifhed : from the which I cannot 
think they can be won. For that were to make Merchandize of Religion, to 
the Danger of their Souls. Again, they cannot join with France for Penfion 
fake : for thereby they fhall not only endanger to loofe their Penfions promifed, 
but alfo in time their Lives and Livings, what Promifes or Pra@tices foever be 
made unto them, For whocan doubt, but that if the French be received to 
joyn with the Scots, then will the Faction of the Scettz/ Queen be fet up? 
Which muft needs breed and bring the Deftruction of them that govern now, 
being her utter Enemies. So asit may be concluded, that as the taking of your 
Penfions, tending to their Sureties, will be received, fo the Penfions already ol- 
fered by the French, tending to their Deftructicn, both of Body and Soul, will 
be by them refufed., 7 
The fecond Remedy is by the Low-Countries. But becaufe things ftand there 
very uncertain to my knowledge, therefure for the better framing of a Remedy 
that way, it were good your. Majefty did fend fome Man of Credit, both to 
confer with the Prince of Orange, and otherwife alfo to underftand in what 
Cafe and Condition all things be there ; and what is thought there to be the 
beft Remedy to defend, and to meet with all Danger, that may grow that way.

Y very good Lord; I have great Caufe to thank you for your mof 
friendly Anfwer forme. You fhall never receive Difhonowr by me. For 
my Doings tryed, fhallever be found fincere, and not in right to be blamed. 
Neither fhall there any Man be more ready to charge me, than I to anfier it, 
if I may be called and admitted to it. Verily, my Lord, I receive great 
Wrong. My faithful and upright Service 1s ill requited. Ihave given'no occa- 
fion of Offence in Word, or in Fa&t. ‘Whofoever fhall charge me with either 
fhall greatly wrong me. or | 

This Durham Matter breedeth a great Broyl, ‘The Dean hath gotten mo 
Friends, than the Matter deferveth. The Difcredit of the Church of Geneva is 
hotly alledged. Verily, my Lord, that Church is not touched, ‘For he hath 
not received his Miniftry in that Church, or by any Authority or Order from’ 
that Church, fo far as yet can appear, Neither was there any Englifh Church in. 
Germany that attempted the like, neither needed they to have done ; having 
among themfelves fufficient Minifters to fupply the Rowne. But yf his Mini-

A Decree for the Reftraint of the Excefs of Apparel, both for the u- 
reafonable Cofts and the unfeemly Fafbions of the fame , Ufed by Scho- 
lars and Students in the Univerfity of Cambridge. 


IMSS. Acade- C ONSIDERING., that the original Caufe of the ColleGtion together 
rit of Multitudes of Men into fuch publick Places as the Univerfity of 
Cambridge is ; and the Endowing and Donation of the fame with great Lands, 
Liberties and Privileges from Kings, Princes, and other Eftates, was onely to 
bring up and inftruc& in good Learning, Godlines, Vertue and Maners, all fich 
as fhould come thither to continue as Scholars and Students ; whereby the 
Church of God and the whole Realm might have, as froma Storehoufe, fuffici- 
ent Provifion of meet.Men in all Degrees, that fhould be able, by God’s Grace, 
with their Learning and Vertues to ferve in all the Places of the publick Go. 
vernment, as well in the Church, as in the Civil Eftate: And therefore all 
Means are to be ufed, (and fo it is the Duty of the Heads of the Univerfity ) 
both to cherifh and avaunce all Means that may tend to the Encreafe, and Con. 
ferve of Godlines, good Learning, Vertue and Maners, and in like wile to 
remove in feafonable time all Impediments that are averfe to the fame. - 
For which Caufe it is found at this Time very neceffary, that fome fpeedy 
Remedy be provided for the reftoring to the faid Univerfity the antient Modefty 
of the Students, Scholars, and all other that fhall be accounted Members of the 
fame, as well in all exterior Behaviour, as in Knowledgeand Learning , which 
of late Years hath greatly been decayed, and diminifhed by the Negligence, 
Sufferance and RemiffenefS of the Heads and Governours. of the private Colle- 
Bes as may be conjectured ; but efpecially, by fuffering of fundry young Men, 
ey hs Children of Gentlemen, and Men of Wealth, at their coming to the 
faid Univerfity, contrary to the auncient and comely Ufage of the fame, to ula 
very coftly and ‘difguifed Maner of Apparel, and other Attyres unfeemly for 
Students in any kind of humane Learning, but rather meet for riotous Prodi- 
galls, and light Perfons: Thereby not only being more chargeable to their 
Friends than is convenient, but by their ill Example induceing others of lefs- 
Habilitie, to chaunge and caft away their Modefty and honeft Frugality, to the 
overcharging of their Friends: and namely, to the attempting of unleful 
Means to maintain them in their faid waftful Diforders ; and confequently, to 
negle¢t or intermit their former Studies. So as if Remedy be not f{peedily pro- 
vided, the Univerfity, which hath been from the Beginning a Collection and - 
Society of a Multitude of all forts cf Ages, profeffing to learn Godlines, Mo- 
defty, Vertue and Learning; and a neceffary Storehoufe to the Realm of the . 
fame, ‘fhall become rather a Storehoufe, or a Staple of prodigal, waftful, no-. 
tous, unlearned and infufficient Perfons, to ferve, or rather to unferve, the Ne- | 
celfity of the Realm, both in the Church and Civil Policie. | 
“THEREFORE it is ordered, and decreed by the Right Honourable Willam | 
Lord Burghley, High Chancellor of the faid Univerfity, with the Advice and ;

Colleges, Houfes and Halls, that from the Feaft of Michaelmas next coming, 00 |

the Compafs of every College, Hall or Houfe, and inthe common Schools, and 
in his going and returning to the fame, wear fuch feemly Apparel, both for the 
Stuff and Fafhion, as fhall become a Student and Profeffor of Learning.

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but when they are to ride cnely. Nor fhall any Perfon coming to Study, wear 
any Apparel of Velvet or Silk, but fuch as by the Laws of the Realm, accor-. 
ding to their Birth, or as by certain Orders publifhed by Proclamation in her 
Ma jefties Time, are allowed, according to their feveral Degrees of Birth and

And generally, all the Heads of Houfes fhall caufe all fuch as have any Su-. 
ftentation, Stipend, or other Maintenance within their Houfes, to conforme 
themfelves; and to reform all their diforderly Apparel, according to the local 
Statutes of the Houfe: Or otherwife, if Time in fome Points have. canfed Alte- 
ration, yet to ufe fuch as fhall be comely, and agreeable to their Vocations, 
And that as much as may be, the Diverfity of Fafhions in every l’«z- ee be 
avoided : To’ reduce the Number, as near as may be, to one Ui oritiity of 
Comlinefs and Modefty, according to their Degrees. ep ae | 
. And for the Execution of this Decree, the Vicechancellor and the Heads of 
Colleges fhall confer together; and fhall in Writing, by common Confent, 
refcribe {ome particular Rules, for the directing of all Sorts, and for the Prohi- 
Bition from that Time, ‘of all unfeemly Innovation -in all kind of Apparel and. 
Attyre ; with regard to fuch as be the Sons of Noblemen, or of other principah 
Eftates, or Knights inthe Realm; which have no Living in any Colleges, That 
according to the Degrees of their Parents, they may be permitted to ufe the 
more Coft in their Apparel; So that the fame be not. excetlive, nor in Fafhion 
unfeemly for Students and Profeflors of Learning..

Yea, Proteftants with Proteftants do not agree; but 
fall out for trifles. So that the poor little Flock of thy Church; diftrefled on 
every Side, hath neither Reft without, nor Peace within ; Nor place almoft in 
the World, where to abide ; but may cry now from the Earth, even as thine 
own Reverence cryed out from thy Crofs, Aly God, my God, why baft thou for- 
faken me ¢ | | ; 
* Among us Englifimen here in Exgland, after fo great Storms of Perfecutions 
and cruel Murthers of fo many Martyrs, jt hath pleafed thee to give us 
thefe Alcin Days; which yet we enjoy, and befeech thy merciful Goodnefs 
{till they may continue. But here alfo, Alack! what fhall we fay, fo.many 
Enemies we have, that envy us this Reft and Tranquillity, and do what they 
can to difturb it.

Mr. Secretay Walfingham being fick in his Chamber. And fo about Seven of the 
Clock, the French Ambaffador being ready to depart towards London, came to 
me, and told me a great Part of their Proceedings, being pleafed well with her 
Majefty for her temperate Dealings : but no way contented with the Prince of 
Conde. In whom he findeth more Difpofition to move Troubles in France, than 
toenjoy Peace. And he addeth, that he verily thinketh, that thefe Troubles in 
France, and the Princes coming hither are provoked from hence. Wherein I 
know nothing of certainty; but fhould be fory it fhould be foin Truth. Ne- 
verthelefs he augmenteth his Sufpicions upon the Sight he hath of the great 
Favours fhewed to the Prince of Conde by certain Counfillors here; whom he 
underftandeth have been many times, both on Friday and Saturday with him at 
the Banqueting Honfe, where be is lodged. - _ 

- Yefternight late in the Even, her Majefty told me her Dealing with the Am- 
baflador andthe Prince. Wherein fhe commended the Prince’s Modefty, in de- 
claring the Caufe of his Coming to be, to fhew to her Majefty the juft Caufes 
that have moved the King of Navar to take Armes for his Defence againf 
Marfhal Montmorencie and Byron. Of whofe Violences, (as he fuppofed, without 
Warrant from the King ) he fhewed many particular Cafes, To which the Am- 
baffador made Defence, by retorting to the King of Navar, the Occafion of the 
Marfhal’s Actions to have grown from the King of Navar firft. The Prince alfo 
declared the Caufe of his comin from St, Fobn D’ Angeli to have been, to ferve 
the King in the Government of Pycardy. Where he ought to obtain the Good- 
will and Liking of the Townes in Pycardy, Becaufe the King and his Mother 
alfo had aflented for their Parts, that he fhould have the Government: Saving, 
that they found the States of the Country unwilling. Which was, as he under- 
ftood, but a Suggeftion, made by means of the Houfe of Guife to them ; that 
D’aumale might have the Government from him. And fo, he coming into Py- 
cardy, found, ( as namely, at Seiffons ) the People glad at his accefs. And yet 
notwithftanding his Adverfaries on the Part of the Duke D’aumale, a con- 
trary Suggeftions to be made to the King, And in the End he found certain 
Numbers of Men of War amaffed by the Lige of Pycardy to have trapped the 
‘Prince. And thereof complaining, and finding no remedy, he was ae to 
flee towards Almayne ; leaving the Honfe of La Fere guarded. And perceiving 
that the French King was induced by his Adverfaries to credit their falfe Com- 

slaints, he came hither to entreat her Majefty, that the French King would fu- 
nd his Judgments, both againit the King of Navar and him, and accept 
them as his dutiful SubjeCts, as they meant and intended fincerely and plainly, 

— attempting any Force, otherwife then for their Defence againft their 
Oppreflors. 

| Pind to this, as I underftand, the Ambaffador ufed finall Defence. But ex- 
cufed the King, as one that was very loth to come to ‘L'ermes of War. But he 
an{wered, That his Mafter was fo provoked, as he thought it a hard Matter to 
ftay him from Proceeding with fuch Force as God had given him, to the expend- 
ing of his Life and Crown. . oe ; | 

The Ambaflador went to London, and the Prince to his Lodging ; conducted 
by my Lord of Leicefer, And Wylkes the Clerk of the Council attendeth upon 
him, By her Majefty I perceive the juft Caufe of his coming 1s for Mony in 
this fort: that is after this rate: the Charge to be born: Viz. a Part by the 

King of Navar, and his Part : another by Cafimire and certain Princes Prote- 


‘know not. I wifh her Majefty may. {pend tome Portion to folicite for them 
fome Peace, to the Good of the Caufe of Religion. But to enter into a War, 
and therewith to break the Mariage ; and fo to be left alone, as fubjye& to the 
Burthen of fuch a War, I think, no good Counfillor can allow. 

It is likely that the Prince fhall depart to morrow by Sea to Flujbing : from 


whence he came by Sea. And thither by the Rhine from Colen, without taking 


Land. : But I think he will now at his Return, vifit the Prince of Aurenge.

W H ER E Iam fo much bound, I ought not to omit any Token of a 
grateful Mind ; left, of all I be thought ingrateful. Seeing the Duty 
that I owe is far greater, than wherewith I have to recompence ; I will rather 
compound asa bad Debtor, than become clean Bankrupt, to deceive my whole 
Creditors. Your Honour therefore fhall at this time, for mych that I owe 
through my long Silence, be now recompenced with a few Lines, to informe your 
Lordfhip of the State of Scotland, where I have now beena good Space dif- 
charging my Commiffion. Sought by all Means to perfuade the King and Coun- 
cil to harken unto Reafon ; to remember the Queen’s Majefty my Sovereigns 
Benefits unto them; to yield in Reafon to her Requefts, for the indifferent 


Tryal of the Earl Mortox, and removing of Count Debonie [ D’ Aubigny | from 


the King, a Man known to be an utter Enemy to Chrift’s Religion, and 


great Difliker of any Amity to ftand between thefe two Countries. To remedy 


thefe two Evils, as her Majefty hath taken'no {mall Care, fo hath my Travail 
been in Will to anfwer unto her Highnefs Defire, according as I have been 
inftructed from her Majefty ; or directed by others that have had Power to 
command. aa ; 

I find no good Succefs of my Travail to either of thefe purpofes.. The Earl. 


of Morton is very rich : he hath goodly Houfes and well furnifhed. He hath — 


great Lands, and many Friends in his Profperity. The Doubt of his Power, 
when he was at Liberty, procured him many Enemies. His great Goodnefs to 
give that which he hath, is thought to many, quarel fufficient. I find little 
hope of his Life the fooner, fort that divers of his own moft affured Friends and 
Servants, as he thought, are his Accufers, Some, that he was guilty of the 
King’s Murther: Others, that he was confenting to the Poifoning of the Earl

The Content of a Letter written by one Solomon Aldred < Sometime a 
Hofier i» Birching-Lane, London) from Lions or Rhemes; To 
Robert Downes, Ff, now Prifoner in the Gaole of Norwich. 


N the firft Part whereof was conteyned the great Enterteynment, geven to 
the Writer, his Wyfe and her Woman, by the Pope his Holinefs (ae -he 
termed him ) at his Houfe, where he then lay ; within Twelve Miles of Rome. 
Where at their firft Coming was a Chamber prepared to them to dyne in ; and 
fix Gentlemen, appointed by the Pope himfelf, to attend upon them at dynner : 
And how the Pope did fend unto them a Reward of every difh of Meat that was 
upon his own Table: and that when at their Departure, they came to take their 
Leave of him, he gave unto him and his Wife a Penfion of Twelve Piftoletts a 
Moneth, during their Lives: Willing them, if ee thought it too little, to 
afk more, and they fhould have it graunted ; And difmyffed them with fuch 
a ‘Words, as there was none of them, that departed without fhedding 
of Tears. : | 
Secondly, The Writer wifhed Mr, Downes, that if he would take the Benefit 
of a Licence, which he heard he had, to go beyond the Seas, he fhould now 
ut it in Execution: Advifing him, if he mynded fo to do, that he fhould make 
Means to his Brother’s Factor at London, to take Order for the Exchange of his 
Mony, to be delivered him agayne, either at Depe, or elfe where he would within 
France, And admonifhed him for his better Securitie, to take Shipping at Rye, 
and to Land at Depe. And there to chufe, whether he would go to Rhemes, or 
elfe to Lyons : Where he would procure his Brother to meet him, and to brynge 
him to his Houfe : Where he and his Wife fhould be very honourably received. 
But he willed hym in no wife to come by Paris, for feare of the Ambaflador. 
And if he would nedes fee the City, he bade him then firft, to leve his Wyfe at 


his Brother’s Houfe, and to go from thence to Faris for three or four Dayes. And 
at his Return agayne from thence, he would take fuch Order with his Brother — 


as he fhould be placed in France, where he beft lyked. | 

Thirdly, He fignified, that there was a Bulle: Whereof there were printed 
either i1i fcore or 111 {core and odd Copies ; I do not well remember whether : 
Which fheuld be delivered to Dr. Morton, and to one Webbe. But what the Con- 
tents of them were, or how to be employed, I do not remember it fpecified in

An Account of the abovefaid Letter, given by Roger Martin, Ef7, and 
the Occafion of bis bearing it read, and of the burning of it. 


U R Supper repared by our Keeper, I came owt of my Chamber, and Ubi Supra. 


. Went‘ into an Entrye, which fome termyth a Gallerye, having Lyght but 
on the ene Side (where our fayd Keeper was attending upon us) towards the 
Place where we fhould Suppe. Where I fay, Mr. Downes openyng and redying 
of a Letter in the Wyndow: Which he fayd came from beyond the Seas, from 
one that he dyd not fee this xvi Yeres. Wherein ftanding by I hearde hymrede, 
what grete Interteynment and Penfion the Sender of the Letter had of the Pope, 
being then a xii Myles from Rome. And alfo he dyd fygnifie what Enterteyn- 
ment the fayd Mr, Downes fhold have, yf he wold come over and take the Be- 
nefice of his Lycenfe: Wifhyng him not to go to Paris, onlefs yt.were for 
3 or 4 Dayes, for fere of the Imbaffador. And fo red imperfectly for lack of 
Lyght: that I could not in fome Places underftand hym, tyllas I geffe he came 
to about half of the Letter or fomewhat more. Then goyng into the Place 
where the Cloth was layd, and the Candel brought in by our fayd Keeper, 
Mr. Hare being there, Mr. Downes delyvered yt to hym. Who red yt fome- 
what openly unto the Place, as I thynke, where he namyd, that yf Mr. Downes 
wold come.over, as ys abovefayd, he fhold be honorablye receyved, Whereat 
Mr. Syllyard and Mr. Bedyngfeld, ftandyng by the Fyre, lawghyd and fcoffyd. 
Then Mr. Hare coming to a Place-~where a Bull, and certeyn Copies were 
namyd, whether to be prynted, or was prynted, I know not, he red that faftely 
to hymfelf, I ftandyng by ; yet here and there Imyght heare hym : and dyd 
hear him name one Morton. But whether the Copies fhold, or were delyvered to 
hym, or to any other, or to whom, or what fhold be done with them, or what 
was the Effect of them, I do not remember, that I heard hym rede that : Ney- 
ther to my knowlege, was that expreffyd in the Letter. 

Then, as I remember, he fayd, certeyn Perfons, namyng none ; whereof 
there fhold be one or two Fefuytes, as I remember, which fhold come and do 
the Countrey , Not namyng the Countrey by Name. 

And. fynally, then he fygnyfyed, that a grett Man, and a xx Fewes or 
Turkes, or Fewes and Turkes, were there chryftenyd. 

The Letter Idyd not rede ; neyther ever dyd fee any of the Perfons mencyo- 
ned, favyng my Prifan Fellows. 7 

Which Letter before Mr. Hare had red yt to the full End, Mr. Downes 
feeyng them ftyll f{coffyng at hym for his Honorable receyving ( my felf faying 
to hym, God fend thee Honeftie, and let Honour go) didtake yt of Mr. Hare, 
and fodenly threw yt into the Fyre and burnt yt. Which after Mr. Hare 


and I had told hym, that yt was to be detefted and difclofyd, he repentyd ; 


Who.in my Confcience dyd not rede a Word thereof, after he came into the 
Chamber. Whereupon he and we beyng forry, that he had fo rafhly burnt yt, 
we callyd to our remembrance every Man, what the Effect of the Letter was. 
And fo did truly and plainly fet yt down in Wrytyng, accordyng to every 
Man’s Knowledge. And was not quyett, tyl we had fent notice thereof to my 
Lord. Which we dyd with all {pede ; without the Advice, Counfel, or Pryvi- 
tie of any other Perfon; voluntarily, and of our own Minds: Defyrous to 
fhew our felves fuch Subjects, as we have and do profeffe our felves to be: that 
ys to faye, not wylling to conceale any thyng, which may prejudice the State, 
and be hurtful to thys our natural Countrey of Eugland. Of the which fs

The Apology of Mr. Robert Horn, ( afterward Bifhop of Winchefter ) 
Giving the Reafons of bis Flight abroad in the Beginning of the 
Reign of Queen Mary. Set before bis Tranflation of two Sermons 

of Mr, Calvin. , : 


| RACE, Peate and Mercy from -God, the Father of our Lord Fefus 
& Chrift. After that God had ftricken our Head Shepherd under Chrift, 
that worthy King and Confeflor, E DWAR D VI. ( good Chriftian Brethren) 
which he threatned, by his faithful Servants long before, if we would not turn 
from our Sins and Wickednefs ; I perceived it could not be avoided, ( God fo di- 
{pofing the Matter for our Unthankfulnefs ) but that the Kingdom of God, .at 
leaft fur a Time, muft be taken from us, and the Chriftian Flock difperfed. 
The which Thing began to appear to me more plainly, when I faw God’s Book 
containing the Word of Life, taken forth of the Churches in the Bifhopric of 
Durham , anda foul fort of Idols, called Laymens Books, brought in therefore : 
When the Common Prayer, commanded by Authority, fet forth after St. Paul’s 
Rule, to the edyfing of Chrift’s Congregation, in the Vulgar Tongue, was 
againft God’s Law, and alfo againft the Law of the Realm, banifhed : and in 
the Place thereof, a kind of Prayer afed far diffonant from God’s Law, and the 
Example of the Primitive Chureh, in a ftrange Tongue, farced full of Super- 
ftition, Idolatry and falfe Fables ; having nothing tolerable in it, faving, that 
the People could not underftand it. And therefore were lefs harmed thereby. 
_Although I fuppofe the Popifh Prelates keep it in a ftrange Tongue, left that if 
the.common Sort of Men fhould hear it in their own Tongue, they fhould per- 
‘ceive it to be vain, falfe, lying Fables, And therefore credit their Doings 
much worfe in all other things. ) 
But efpecially when I faw the Lord’s Table, whereon was miniftred the holy 
Supper of the Lord, according to his own Inftitution and Ordinance, was caried 
away ; the Communion abhorred as Herefy. And for thefe, Baal’s Altars reared 
up, and his Priefts, and Monkifh Hypocrites returned to their abominable, 
blafphemous and idolatrous Mafs, as Dogs to their Vomit. 
_ Wherefore I began to record with my felf, and call tomy Remembrance, 
( not without, earneft calling on God’s Name for the Affiftance of his Spirit ) 
mine own State and Condition : and to examine more deeply, both the Do€trine 
which I had taught, whereof I perceived, that of Neceflity I muft render an 
Account, and that within fhort time ; and alfo of my Duty of Allegiance unto 
the Queen’s Hignnefs. Wherein I found my felf fo clear and blamelefs, that 
if the Devil himfelf, and all mine Enemies fhould do their worft, they could 
not have accufed me juftly ; neither of Word nor Deed, perpetrated againft 
her Grace, And as concerning the Doétrine which I had taught, the more di- 
ligently I did examine it by the Holy Scriptures and the Teftimony of the 
antieft Fathers, the more fincere and pure it appeared : F was the more earneft. 
ly perfuaded and fettled in the Truth thereof. My Confcience did more plainly 
lay tomy Charge, that I could not revoke, fay againft, or diffemble it, with- 
out blafphemous Contempt of God, and moft horrible Denyal of his Son 
Fefus Chrift, So that I found no fault in my felf, as touching my Preaching, 
but that as an unprofitable Servant, I did not fo much as I ought to have don; 
—_ I had done much more than fome thought I fhould have Thanks 
or. | ne 
But whatfoever Men thought or {fpake, as touching thankful Reward for my 
Labour, I perfuaded my felf, that I fhould have all things weighed after Equity. 
And therefore confidering both mine own Integrity, that I had offended no Law 
of the Realm, and lived like an obedient Subject. And alfo that the fame 
Men bare the chief Rule under the Queen’s Highnefs, and fhould be my Judges 
as did know, that the Sword was delivered them, for Defence of the good and 
| obedi- 
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obedient Subjects ; fo foon as I heard tell that I was exempted the Queen’s 
Highnes Pardon, . I took my Journey towards London, with fo much conyenient 
Speed asI might, Where I found all things far otherwife than I would have be- 
lieved, if I had not been put in Experience thereof my felf. For I found in 
that Place of Equity, Prejudice ; for Law, Luft; for Reafon, Will; and fuch 
asifhould have given Sentence, according as Matter had been objecied, and juftly, 
proved, played both the Part of the Aécufer, and the Witnefles, and alfo of 
the Judge : and gave this Sentence immediately, that I fhould either underftand 
that I had done, or elfe What that Or elfe meant, I knew well enough. 
For I had the Expofition thereof by his own Holy Ghoft, { meaning Bifho 

Gardiner | then my good Lord Chancellor : Who was always fure at a Need, 
Perceiving Fiore Bifhop Toxftal ] that I ftood to this, that I had offended no 
Law, to help at a pinch, objected, yea, three, or four time for failing, a Mat- 
ter no lefs malicious than falfe. But becaufe nothing would be left out that’ 


fhould help forward the Matter, this good old Father of Durbam (who had - 


ape hi three parts [ ze. under King Henry VUI. King Edward VI. and. now 
under Queen Mary | chargeth me with a Matter, not only malicious and falfe,- 
but fo foolifh, that I had much to do to refrain my felf from Laughter ; I could 
not choofe but fmile. Se 
At the laft my Lord Chancellor, after certain Talk had unto me, and mine 
Anfwers made, concluded, that it was not only Preaching, wherewith. I fhould 
be charged, the which he perceived I fufficiently defended by the King’s Laws, 
( indeed I had afked Counfil of them that were learned in the Laws of the Realm) 
but-alfo Matters touching the Queens HighnefS, which were the fame wherewith 
he and the Bifhop of Durham had charged me before ; as I lea-ned by three or 
four of the Bifhops own Servants: who had made no falfe Report of their 
Mafter before, of my Matters ; but as they wrote home to Durefme to their 
Companions, what things I fhould be charged witha! , and what fhould be my 
Judgment: fo afterwards I fcund it true. : eo 
And therefore upon the Monday at Afternoon, which was the 30th of Ofober, 
after it was told me by a Friend of mine dwelling in London, who was familiar 
in that Bifhop’s Houfe, and at that time frequented it, the more to hear fome- 
what as touching me, that he had learned, and was credibly informed both 
that all my Goods at Durham were feized on, in the Queen’s Graces Name ; 
that I my felf fhould on the Morrow be committed tothe Tower : both becaufe 
I had contemned the Queen’s Highnefs Letters ; and alfo for that I was a Scot. 
I fay, after I heard thefe Things, coffidering, how many godly, learned Preach- 
ers were imprifoned, and commanded to their Houfes, for Religion without all 
doubt, and yer another Pretence made: Perceiving, that abiding could not profit 
my felf, nor yet the Congregation, and my Departure might do both, I commit- 
ted my felf to the guiding of the Lord, and went my Ways ; not making any 
Man privy to my departing. : “ 
Mervail not, good Brethren, though after that I was entred into my Journey, 
I were troubled with fundry Cares ; but chiefly with this, left that I fhould now 
be apprehended by mine Enemies: and fo give them (that they would have 
Been glad of ) forme honeft Colour, wherefore they might have feemed juftly 
to have wrought on me their Will. For that they were not afhamed to invent 
falfe and feigned Accufations ; how would they have rejoyced, yea, triumphed 
over me, when they might have laid to my Charge, flying the Queen’s Realms; 
and that not only without her Graces Licence ; but being convented before 
her Highnes Honourable Council, and commaunded to attend till they efpyed 
atime forme. Ycu may be affured a Lawyer’s Wit, wanting neither Cunning, 
nor yet good Will, and having full Authority to fay and do what he lift, could 
eafily have amplified this Crime ; and have formed of a {mall Gnat a mighty 
Elephant. : 
But after that the Lord had delivered me, at the leaftat that Time, out of 
the Mouth of the Lion : and faved me out of the Hand of all mine Enemies 
which hated me, I began to ftudy with my felf, and more diligently to con- 
fider, to what end God had wrought thus my Deliverance, Which was not 
Vou. IL, T _ thar 
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that I {hould now live as one that had no regard of God’s Glory, nor of. mine 
own Duty. But that, as I was appointed to be a Workman in his Vinyard; 
and a Watchman over the Houfe of I[frael, fo I fhould now moft earneftly hunt 
thofe wild Swine that deftroy the Lord’s Vinyard : Gather together (fo much 


as in me lieth ) the Lord’s Sheep that now are difperfed throughout Mountaing, 
Hills and Groves: and to give them warning of the fearful Sword that hangeth | 


over their Heads. Which thingI fhall not ceafe to do by the Aid of God’s 
moft Holy Spirit. 


" But forafmuch as I knew right well, the proud Papifts, whofe Mouths are 
full of BitternefS and curfed Speech, will not ceafe, yea, out of their Pulpits,. 


with boafting and glorious Words to carp and flaunder me, for my fudden De- 


parture, as though thereby they had vanquifhed and overcome God’s Tr uth, 


which J had fet forth ; and my Kinsfolks and Friends will much lament my 
State ; taking this to be Unkindnefs, that I fhould not make them privy of m 


Purpofe ; thinking that they fhould have turned a Miad: And alfo ( which 


inoveth me moft cf all) the weak Flock of Chrilt, which I had fed with the 
trtie Dodtrine of the Gofpel, may by the fubtil Perfuafions of the ‘ crafty Hy- 
pocrites be brought in doubt of the Verity thereof as though I my felf fhould 
have forfaken it ; and thereby: be offended, and brought from God: I fay, for 


thefe Caufes I thought beft to anfwer the malicious Hypocrites; whofe Mouths’ 
although I could not ftop, yet at the leaft they fhould not hereafter fay, but that. 


they were warned , if that they would not ceafe to {peak that they ought not, 
they fhauld hear that they would not. And hereby fatisfy my Kinsfolks and 
Friends, who I know of Friendship and Loving-kindnefs, look upon my Matter 
with a wrong Eye. And alfoto admonifh the weak Chriftian Brethren, both, 
20 beware of the Leaven of the diflembling Hypocrites: who although they be 
clothed in Lamb-fkins, yet by their Fruits they may know them to be ravening 
Wolves. And alfo to confirm themfelves in that Dotrine which I have 
preached unto them: Which alfo they have received ; and not to be eafily 
¢aried away into any other contrary, although an Angel fhould come from 
Heaven, and preach it to them, 7c. 

But this [know they will charge me withal, and many others ; that herein 
I fhewed my felf a carnal Preacher ; for that I did not live a fole Life, without 
Mariage, as they do, If they live chaft without Mariage, let them give God 
Thanks therefore. Ido not envy in them that Gift of God. But furely God 
gave not me that Gift, that I could hve a virginal, chaft Life, but ‘after the 
maner of Hypocrites, And therefore did enter into that holy Eftate of Matri- 
mony ; ( which 1s Honourable among all Men) to the End I might ferve God, 
in pure Chaftity of Matrimony, &c. I will not now enter in the Difpute of 
this Matter. I may be fo occafioned, that I fhall fpeak of it another Time, 
But I will herein purge my felf of this Crime, whereof I and my Fellow 
Preachers are accufed, as carnal, becaufe we are maried. AndI will purge my 
felf after the Order of the Canon Law, as I faw it put in practice once in 


The Tryal of Cambridge, for the Purgation of a holy and learned Virgin, if all unmaried 
aVirgin Prieft Prieftsbe Virgins. The Order was, That being accufed of Whoredome, four or 


ence in Cam- 


bridge. 


five as honeft ashimfelf, and of no lower Degree in that Univerfity, muft (af- 
ter he himfelf have taken an Oath, that he is no Whoremonger ) fwear that 
they think his Oath to be true. Which done the Matter ftandeth clear ; and he 
may jultly take an Occafion of Slaunder againft them that accufe him. Nor do 
I affirm before my Judge, Fefus Chrift, and the whole Church, that I have not 
finned, becaufeI took a Wife. And therefore again falfely accufed, as a carnal 
and flefhly Man for fo doing. And formy Purgation herein, and to prove my 
Saying to be true indeed, and alfo to approve my Doing herein, I take to 
Witnefs the Law of God, the Law of Nature, and the Civil Laws, till Three 
Hundred Years after Chrift’s Afcenfion ; the Example of Chrift’s Apoftles, St. 
Faul’s Counfil to the Corinthians; and in many other Places; the Council af 
Nice, and all the Fathers of the Church to the Second Carthage Council ; which 
was 420 Years after Chrift’s Afcenfion, 
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Afterwards fpeaking of King Edward’s Reign, and the Preachers then, thus be Preachers in 
wrot. The Rulers themfelves took us fo much contrary to Flatterers, and Men- K. pa 
pleafers, that they did much blame us of tao bold and plain rebuking their a x iY 
Sins, Infomuch, that they would at the laft hear no more Sermons, Which 
was a manife{t Token that God’s Plague was at Hand: asindeed it fhortly fol- 
lowed upon them, andthe whole Realm. And for the Lordly loitering Prelats, 
with all their Sentinel of dumb Dogs, I truft they will bear us witnefs, we flat- 
tered them no deal, &c. te 

And then in Excufe of the Flight of Profeffors in thofe Times. But is it any ass of . 
mervail that we run away from the cruel Claws of thefe wild Beafts, in whofe infifed 
Hands there is no Mercy ? We fled not, becaufe we did fufpeét our Doétrine ; 
but becaufe we knew well their Cruelty. We went not away, becaufe we 
would not abide by our Doéttrine, and prove it true; but for that Truth could 
not be heard with indifferent Judgment. I prav you make this Praétice, and 
look, if the like were found in any Hiftory. They caft the chiefeft Learned 
Men in Prifon, or commanded them to keep their Houfes, or not to come 
abroad ; or banifhed them the Realm: As P. Martyr, Fobu a Lafco, with others, 
And when they be fure of them, that they fhall not meddle, (for they were 
not able to abide their Learning ) then they blind the Eyes of the People: They 
pretend a Difputation ; and call the Matter into queftion, when there 1s no Man 
to anfwer thei, as they think : And alfo when they be already determined, 
let the Truth appear never fo plainto the contrary, what they will decree. Pear ren 

Then cryeth a ftout Champion at Paul's Crofs boldly, Where be our new fae Paul’s 
Preachers now ? Why do they not now come forth, and difpute ? Think you Crof, 
this lufty Roi/lerkin doth not know full well, that they be faft enough? They 
may not come to anfwerhim, Yet by thofe whom God hath delivered out of 
their Hands, although they be nothing to be compared in Learning with them 
they have locked faft up, it fhall plainly appear to all indifferent Men, that 
their Doctrine is true, and may eafily be maintained by the Scripture and Tefti- 
mony of the antient Fathers of Chrift’s Church: And that the contrary can. 
not be defended, neither by God’s Word, the antient Church, nor by no honeft 
way, And therefore they are drove, and with fhame enough, to bolfter and 
keep it up with Fire and Sword ; with Thus will we, and thus zt flall be. And 
becaufe they woud feem in the Face of the World to do it by Learning, and 
the Confenr of moft part of Learned Men of the Realm ; they gather a fort of 
blind Priefts together into the Corocation Houfe ; whofe Living hangeth, as 5” 
they called it, of making Chrift’s Body ; and of pretenced Chaftity : being for | 
the moft Part unlearned Affes, and filthy Whoremongers. And thefe with 
a fhout, Yea, yea, yea, or Nay, nay, nay, muft determine thefe Matters, 

Another Practice, (which in very deed was that moved me to fave my felf 
from them, by fleeing out of the Realm ) they have fot lately invented, but 
derived from their Forefathers, the fewifh Pharifees, and yet put not in ure of 
many Years: And that is, they will not leave alive one learned Man in the Not @ learned 
Realm, which is not of their own Sett. No, nor yet ere they have done, one Map tobe left 
Nobleman, that now liveth. Although they will not pretend Religion to be 
the Caufe ; but invent fome other weighty Matter. I muft needs here give the savies ad 
Noblemen warning of that I heard, becaufe I love them, and am fory to hear 
of Strangers this Difhonour of them ; that they are not able to rule them- 
felves; and therefore muft defire a Pole-fhorn Bifhop to govern them, and the 
- whole Realm. 

At my laft being at Loudon, waiting, at the Parlament Houle, on my Lords 
of the Council, as 1 was commanded, I met with a familiar Acquaintance of 
mine ; althcugh not of mv Opinion in Religion ; but one that for Matters of 
Religion doth faveur the Popifh Bifhops: and is both familiar with the beft of 
them, and alfo taken to bea wife Man, and of great Forefight, as he is indeed. 
He ajhed me of my State, faying thus unto me, Did not I tell you, that your 
Religion would not continue? And fo would have perfuaded me to give Place, | 
and revoke my Opinion, Wherein, when he faw he prevailed not, he faid 
friendly, He was fory for me, and wifhed that he were of Power todo me

To which End, fince it appears by antient Records in the Bifhop’s Office, for

The better Countenance and Affiftance of which Deans Rural, fnch Juftices 
of the Peace as are Zelous in Religion, and Favonrers of the Gofpel and State, 
are to be moved and required, to help and fortify their lawful Proceedings: to 
be prefent at their folemne Affemblics and Preachings ; to their better Encou- 
ravement, and the good Example of the common Sort.

And whereas now the ufual Synods are gathered together only, as a Briday,

but committed over to the Regifters at their Plefure otherwife ) thefe Superin- 
tendents, whom the Law termeth Te/fes Synodales, affembling and meeting there, 
and having Countenance of the Bifhop or Chancellor, fetting openly, as their 
Affiftants, if any flothful or diforderly Minifter, or other Perfon whatfoever, 
after his often private or publick Admonitions, fhould not amend and conform 
himifelf he might there be rebuked, or fufpended, before all the Clergy of the 
Diocefs, and the whole Congregation there affembled; to his fpeedy Amend- 
ment, andthe Example and Terror of others. Where alfo the Bifhop or his 
Chancellor, being advertifed by Conference with them of all Diforders, might 
give prefent Order for Redrefs. And for the undoubted Fears of maintaining 
Schifines and Factions in Propbefyings, if they were eftablifhed, or Preachings 
orherwife, thefe Superintendents, being conformable Men, are to be appointed 
Moderators of the Exercife. : 

And whereas Law hath plainly forbidden, that Procefs out of the Court fhould 
be awarded to be ferved by the adverfe Party, .or any of his Affignment, 
whereof we fee by daily Experience the Inconveniency ; for that the Adverfa 
keeping the Procefs by him, will await fuch Time and Bufinefs of the Party, 
that he cannot appear, and often fuch flender Returns are made as bear no 
credit : It were greatly to the Furtherance of Juftice and indifferent Dealing, 
all Proceis fhould be directed to the Superintendents in their fevera] Deanries, by 
their Officers to be executed, and returned authentically according to Law. 
Whereby the Subje& fhall have no Caufe of Grief ; and Juftice better may 
be executed. 

If it be objected, that the uftial Courts of Archdeacons fhould hereby be 
abridged : Nay, the lawful Authority of Archdeacons fhall be renewed and 
eftrblifhed ; and their unlawful ufurping, to the great Charges and Trouble of 
the Country reftrained ; and Law duely exercifed without Corruption. Befide, 
that this Office of Superintendent is preftumed by Common Law to be joyntly at 


the Bifhops and the Archdeacons appointment ; unlefs the Cuftome and Prero: 


gative of the Bifhop be otherwife. Which is to be proved by Continuance above 
3co Years, by antient Record, without Interruption, only to appertain to the 
Bifhop of Norwich, Whereby the Archdeacon’s Right is fhut out, in appoint- 
rs a aaad joynt with the Bifhop: howfoever he be in Law a common Officer 
of both. 

And whereas Probates of Wills, and granting of Adminiffration, as Matter. 
of Civil Law, are therefore committed to the Queen’s Difpofition and Jurif- 
diction ; for that the Law prefumeth the Bifhop, for his Proteflion to be a =“ 
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of that Confcience ; and for his Wifdom a Man of that Policy and Care, moft 
tenderly to provide for the State of Widows and Orphans ; their Parerits and 
Hufbands fo deceafed, The Corruption of the Officers hath been fuch, and the 
Greedinefs of Regifters fo intolerable, that Men of thefe Countries, prefuming 
for a little Mony thereupon, have not feared, either to fuppréfs the Teftators 
true Will, making him dy inteftate ; or to alter and forge his Will after his 


Deceafe, For that the Officers, one greedily {natching before another; without 


due Examination or Confideration of the Circumftances, either unawares, of 
wittingly through Corruption, prove thefe Wills by 4 Proctor. Whereby the 
Party deemes himfelf to have taken no Oath: And therefore may do what he 
Lift, as moft free. For remedy whereof thefe Superintendents might do great 
Service to us, if any fhould dy within their Deanry; to fend for the Minifter, 
or fome of the Parifh, to examine the Truth of: thé Will without Alteration ; 
or the Occafion of his dying inteftate. 
~ Which all might be very well done at their Affembly at Prophefes, or Preach- 
ing every Month, or Fortnight, Whereby all thofe which otherwife of Devotion 
would not peradventure frequent thofe Exercifes, might upon occafion of necetfa+ 
y Bufines doit. Then the Superintendents upon Tryal and Knowledge, taking 
the Parties Oath, to forth it to rhe Officers, there to be proved accordingly. 
This one Service of the Superintendents would ftay infinite Suites. — 

And whereas the Strength and Comfort of God’s People confifteth in mutual 
Love; Peace and Amity, how many wrangling Suites of Defamation, Tiths 
and other Caufes, fhall his Wifdom and Difcretion cut off, before they rife, 
even at home; for the perfec Knowledge he may quickly, or muft already needs 
have of his Neighbours Caufes. | : 

If it be objected, that the Archdeacons may prove Wills, ( although by com- 
mon Law they cannot ) yet let them fet down what by Prefcription, or Compo- 
fition they.may truly chalenge: and let every Man have his own. Or let 
Order be fet down, what Value the Commiffary or Official fhall or may prove. 
And let them enjoy the fame. But in the mean Seafon let not that frivolous 
Delay hinder the Courfe of Ecclefiaftical Difcipline : Which all’ good Men 
groan for ; and without the which fpeedily put, and wifely and ftrongly, in 
Execution, the Enemy will even {wallow up the State. : 

And whereas the Lewdnefs of Apparitors, fcouring of the Countriés: fol- 
lowing their Mafters Trade and Exercife ; fome have been detected of 40 
Marks Bribery, in half a Quarter of a Year, in half a Deanry; the ‘Superin- 
te ndent fhall caufe fome honeft, religious, quick Perfon, to whom he fhall upon 
his Credit commit thofe things he fhall be put in Truft with. Who attending 
every Confiftory Day upon the Court, may certify, and return all Proceffes , 
and advertife of all Abufes needing Reformation. _ 


And if the making of Minifters be according to the late Canon ordered, as 


well for their competent Sufficiency, as publick Ordering upon due and fevere 
Examination of half a dozen of fuch incorrupt Perfons, as the Bifhop fhall 
name, with a Teftimonial of their Allowance, fubfcribed and delivered to the 
Bifhop under their }¥ands ;: And further, for fuch as be, upon Prefentation, made 
by their Patrons, in{tituted to any Benefice, one Day in the Week, and one 
ime appointed, when and where they come to be examined: and then and 
there in Prefence of the Bifhop or Chancellor, ‘with four, five, or fix others, or- 
derly appointed, and requefted to take pains therein : That as well the Parties

| Sending them bis Determination of two Graces: Whereof there bad 
been — Debate, between the Heads and the other Dotors : Sent by 
Dr. Barrow. 


MSS. Acade- A F TE R our very harty and loving Commendations, with wifh unto you

all in general, and leo: the Grace of God’s Spirit, to lead and 
conferve you in Concord and Peace. So asthe Knowledge of God may encreafe 
among you, that by your Altercations and Diffenfions the Enemies of Learning 
and of the Gofpel have not juft Occafion to rejoyce thereof ; and fpread abroad 
flaunderous Reports, to the Defamation of the whole Body of that famous Uni- 
verfity. And not without Caufe do I fimply begin thus to write, that from the 
bottome of my Heart, rignekiy sro I have done by late Letters received, fealed 
with your Common Seal, and fubfcribed in the Name of you, the Vicechancel- 
lor and Senate ; and other Letters alfo from all the Heads and Mafters of Col- 
leges, fubferibed with their own proper Names: That there is arifen fome 
Cloud, containing a Matter of fome Tempeft of Controverfy, among you. 
Which, if by fome favourable Wind of Admonition in God’s Name, the Vather 
of Peace, it be not blown over, or difperfed, is likc to pour out uffén the whole 
Body of that Univerfity, fome contagious and peftilent Humour of Contention, 
Sedition, or fome worfe thing than I will name, 

And upon the Receipt of thefe contradi@tory Letters, and pernfing the 
Grounds and Caufes thereof, I was fomewhat comforted in that both Parties had 
fo courteoufly and reverently ( which Imean in refpe& of the Office I have, to 
be your chief Chancellor ) referred the Order and Direction of all thefe begun 
Controverfies to my Cenfure. Wherein although I think by dire&t Laws, Or- 
dinances and antient Cuftoms of that Univerfity, I might chalenge to my felf 


fuch a Power, fo todo; yet J cannot but very thankfully and comfortably ace 


cept this your courteous and loving Manner of yielding to be ordered by me. 
And therefore I have been more careful, how to difcharge my felf herein. For 
which — without ufing any prejudicial Conceit of Judgment, by mine 
ewn Confideration of the Caufe, I did by my fpecial Letters partly recommend 
this Controverfy, and the whole Caufe, to the moft Reverend Father in God, 
my very good Lord, the Archbifhop of Canterbury's Grace ; Requiring him, 
both to confider of your Letters, and to hear as well Mr. D. Barrow, coming 
with the Letters from you, the Vicechancellor ; as Mr. D. Howland, Mafter of 
S. Fobn’s College; coming from all the Heads of the Colleges: and to perufe 
the Statutes mentioned in this Controverfy, And tocall to his Grace alfo forme 
Perfons of Experience in fuch Univerfity Matters. Which I perceive, and fo 
Mr. D. Barrow can inform you, his Grace hath done very diligently and pain- 
fully, as by his Letters, his Grace hath fignified : Declaring to me at good 
length, what either Party hath alledged for Maintenance, or Difallowance of 
the two Motions, called Graces ; whereupon the Controverfies have Pe 
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arifen. And thereupon his Grace hath plainly imparted to me, what he think- 


‘eth thereof. Wherewith, after fome further Confideration of the particular 


Chapter of the Statutes, againft which thefe Graces have been preferred, I 
do concur, And fp, although verbally I have pronounced mine Opini- 
on to be, the forefaid Doctors being the Meflagers at this Time, whom I 
think fufficient to declare the fame unto either Part ; yet I have thought my felf 
not difcharged in Confcience and Office, without alfo expreifing my Cenfure: 
and Determination, as your Chancellor and chief Officer. In writing which E: 
moft earneftly require per omnes charitates to accept, as from one, that herein am 
touched with no particular Affection towards any Perfon; but inthe Sight of God,’ 
whofe Affiftance, by the Spirit of Peace, I have invoked, I do declare. my. 
Mind as folleweth : Which, as your Chancellor, I require to be obeyed and 
allowed. ‘ _ a 
I do think and judge it meet and neceflary, that the two late Graces fhould be: 
reputed as void and none. Whereof one was a Motion to have all other Do¢tors, 
not being Heads of Colleges, to be joyned with the Doctors that. are Heads of: 
Colleges, in the pointing or pricking of Officers; though by the $tatutes the 
fame be exprefly limited to the Heads. The Second was, that Doctors in Di- 
vinity fhould be compellible to preach as frequently as other ydufiger Divines. 
Which two, called by you Graces, though indeed Difgraces to the'Queen’s Ma- 
jefties Statutes, may percafe not be in precife Words well avouched ; becanfe the 
fame I have not prefent with me at the Writing hereof: Yet my Meaning is 
manifeft unto you, that I do deem and adjudge them to be void,’ and not to be 
accepted, as things to bind any Perfon thereby. _And though I have and do fee 
many Reafons to move me hereunto, whereof I have exprefled fame to Mr. D. 
Barrow ; and that I hope.there will be none fo unruly among you,.as to impugne 
this my Sentence ; yet as briefly as I may ina Letter, I will touch.to you a few 
Reafons, as followeth. | | : i 
Firft, I cannot allow to have any Decreafe attempted, to pleafe'a Multitude,: 
to the Violation or Alteration of any. her Majefties Statutes, fo, lately witlp 
great Delibetation and Advice made. ; and by tbat: whole Univerfity accepted 
and approved : Except there fhall be better Confideration aforehand had thart 
was in thofe Procedings, Wherein I may not forget to remember‘you, that in 
re{pedt of the Office I have to be your high Officer, and have neverfhewed my 
felt carelefs of your Caufes, it had been at this Time meet and convenient, and 
fo hereafter ought to be, to have made me firft acquainted ; and:to;have had my: 
clear Confent, as well to the violating or changing of your Statutes; as I was at 
firft a principal Author to procure them to be made. And though: I perceive; 
and hear by fome Report, that fome of you have in your Defence, .alledged; 
that you had heretofore on your part moved this Matter to me, :#s indeed. you 
did, and that I had allowed thereof, which is not fo; I omit Words of worfe 
fenfe, to controle fuch Reporters, And fome hath, asI hear, in epen Affembly 
alledged, that I did to that End write my Lettersto M.D. Howland, then Vice- 
chancellor, which he was charged to have fuppreft : I am fory, in this my com- 
mon Letter to you all, to be conftrained to ule fome fharper Speech than my 
Nature alloweth of, to be contained ina Letter from a Chancellor to his loving 
Scholars, as generally I efteem you to be : My Speeches fhall onely touch the 


private Perfons, that have forgotten their Dutyes, to alledge an Untruth againft . 


me. And not contented to {peak of me untruly, being abfent ; but have haz-

zarded rafhly their Creditagainft D. Howland, that was Vicechancellar, charging 


him with Suppreffion of my Letters. But in few Words I affirm, ‘that T never 
did confent to this Motion : Neither did I write any fuch Letters toD Aiwlaid

_ When M. D. Hatcher, and, I think, his Son in Law; D. Lougher,‘and D: 
Barrow, as remember, moved me herein ; and added another Matter, that the 
Vicechancellor, and Heads. of Colleges, did not ufe. to make the:Cppida Do-: 
ors acquainted with the Univerfity Caufes: I anfwered, That thought it rea-' 


fonable, they fhould be called as others of. there Degrees werej to:be: made ac- . 


quainted with the Caufes of the Univerfity. But to have Authority with the

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Heads in Caufes againft the Statute, I never afferted. But I faid, I would fpcak 
with the Heads of Colleges therein ; as I did, and found good Caufe in my Opi- 
Nion, as yet I do, tothe contrary. And that is principally, becaufe I think the 
Statute very good, asit is ; to reduce the Nomination of thefe kind of publick. 
Officers to be done by a Number ; neither too few, for lack of Confideration ; 
nor committed unto too many, for fear of Confufion, And none other can I 
think than the Heads of Colleges, or, in their Abfence, their Vicegerents : who 
are to be thought to have beft knowledge of their Companies, both for Dif? 
cretion .and Learning : and fewer do I not think, than all the Heads of the 
Colleges: left fome Colleges might lack Preferment. And contrariwife to en- 
creafe this Multitude by ten Doétors, that have not Domicilia fixa, but are 
here and there at their pleafures ; and have not either {pecial Care, or certain 


Knowledge of the Learning and Difcretion of Scholars in Colleges; muft needs’ 


cary an Abfurdity two ways. The one is, That the Number of fuch extraor- 
dinary or extravagant Dodtors may exceed the Number of the Heads ; to con- 
trow] their-Cenfures, grounded upon Knowledge, The Second is, That there 
may be by Fadion drawn a Devotion of Scholars from their Heads, to ferye 
the Appetites of Foreigners: and fo leave their own Fathers, for Stepfathers, 

. But becaufe I fee I fhould excede the Limits of a Letter, if I fhould profecute 
this Matter, I will alter my Purpofe, with concluding my former Sentence for 
both the Graces: which without the Allegation of any Arguments ought to be 
accepted in Favour of Continuance of Laws, againft any that will take the Of- 
fice to. abrogate : Which. you know, how in fome Commonwealths were fo 
difliked, as they were ordered to {peak thereof with Ropes about their Necks: 
you cantell why. And yet I donot, like a Stoic, maintain this Opinion: 
but I do know, how the fame may be limited in Times and Places. _ 

As for the Intention of your laft Grace, to compel Doétors to preach more 
oftner, than by Conftraint they need; I like well of all voluntary Adtions ; 
efpecially in fuch Action as Preaching is, Wherein I think Admonition more 
convenient, than to make new Laws fo fuddenly againft Laws in ufe. And 


{fo far forth am I moved to have them preach, as I wifhthem to lefe the. 
Name and Preferment of Doétors, that will leave the Office of Dofors ; which,
